Bro.  Raymond  was  born  in  Halifax,  Nova 
Scotia,  on  June  27,  1927.  He  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  at  Halifax  public  schools  and  at  Dalhousie 
University,  leaving  school  in  1947,  to  pursue  a 
business  career.  After  two  years  with  the  Royal 
Bank  of  Canada,  he  accepted  a  sales  position  with 
Underwood  Limited  and,  in  1951,  was  transferred 
to  Montreal,  as  an  accounting  machine  sales  spe¬ 
cialist.  After  changing  employers  a  couple  of

TUESDAY  MORNING,  SEPTEMBER  7,  1993 

MEETING  OF  THE  SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

Prior  to  the  opening  of  the  first  Executive  Session  of  Supreme  Council,  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada  met  on  September  7, 
at  9:00  a.m.,  in  the  Durand  Room,  Sheraton  Hotel,  Hamilton,  Ontario. 


MEETING  OF  THE  PROVINCIAL  DEPUTIES 

At  1 1 :00  a.m.,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  John  V.  Lawer,  convened  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Provincial  Deputies. 

Present  were  the  following  Illustrious  Brethren  of  the  33°:  John  V.  Lawer  (SGC), 
N.  Malcolm  MacLean  (BC),  Leo  A.  Marquis  (NS),  G.  Carlton  Phair  (ON),  Norman  E. 
Auclair  (PQ),  James  C.  Bassey  (MB),  Howard  T.  Vallevand  (SK),  John  W.  Lowry 
(ON),  Thomas  W.  S.  Band  (AB),  Gerald  A.  Chaulk  (NB),  John  I.  Carrick  (GSG),  John 
A.  Bourne  (PSGC),  Gordon  L.  Bennett  (PSGC). 

Bro.  Lawer  welcomed  the  Provincial  Deputies  to  this  annual  informal  meeting  with 
the  hope  that  these  frank  discussions  would  be  both  fruitful  and  meaningful. 

Bro.  Lawer,  in  giving  a  short  background  of  these  Deputies’  Meetings,  said  that  he 
first  recalled  attending  one  in  1983,  chaired  by  the  late  Past  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  Lyle  Bergstrom.  These  meetings  opening  dialogue  with  one  another  are  so 
interesting  and  fruitful. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  that  before  we  become  too  enmeshed  in  our  valley  problems,  he 
wished  to  have  some  conversation  with  the  western  deputies  before  he  visited  these 
provinces. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  that  he  had  been  given  some  advice  by  Bro.  Bennett  -  Don't  leave 
all  your  visits  till  the  last  year  of  your  term!  He  followed  that  advice. 

Reviewing  last  years  discussion 

The  Grand  Secretary-General  gave  a  brief  overview  of  the  subjects  discussed  at 
last  year’s  meeting:  Waiting  period  between  3°  and  4°;  Commutation  of  Dues; 
Applause  after  Degrees;  Term  of  Provincial  Deputies;  Easter  Ceremonies  Procedure; 
Open  Installations;  Duties  of  an  Honorary  33°  Mason. 

With  a  few  words  of  review,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  asked  if  some  one 
had  a  subject  to  present  to  begin  this  year’s  meeting. 

Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation 

Several  deputies  broached  the  subject  of  presenting  awards  from  the  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation.  It  was  a  common  complaint  from  coast  to  coast.  The  deputies 
were  most  pleased  to  perform  this  very  pleasant  and  enjoyable  duty,  but,  in  every  case, 
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the  recipient  had  no  idea  that  the  money,  apparently  coming  from  the  G.  Allan  Roeher 
Institute,  was  funded  by  the  Scottish  Rite  brethren  across  Canada.  There  was  a  very 
interesting  discussion  on  this  subject  and  many  suggestions  were  made.  Bro.  Lawer 
suggested  that  these  points  be  presented  to  the  General  Meeting  of  the  Foundation  to  be 
held  Wednesday  morning,  to  make  their  Board  of  Directors  aware  of  these  complaints 
and  to  initiate  changes  in  the  presenting  procedure.  Some  of  the  suggestions  were: 

-The  cheques  presented  should  have  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  logo, 
or  name  somewhere  on  it. 

-When  an  award  is  presented,  give  a  copy  of  the  Foundation  Annual  Report  togeth¬ 
er  with  a  letter  explaining  who  and  what  the  Scottish  Rite  is.  The  letter  could  be  from 
the  President  of  the  Foundation  with  some  input  from  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander. 

-The  awards,  particularly  in  the  larger  cities,  generate  no  publicity.  In  smaller  com¬ 
munities  we  fare  better.  University  publications  and  small  local  papers  should  be  asked  to 
cover  the  presentations  even  if  we  have  to  hire  our  own  photographer  and  supply  the  text. 

-All  deputies  concurred  that  we  are  not  selling  our  Foundation. 

-More  active  campaigning  must  be  initiated. 

Deputies’  Reports 

The  deputies  complained  that  a  letter  from  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  referring 
to  the  length  of  their  reports,  was  too  curt.  It  was  generally  felt  that  the  letter  was  not 
specific  enough  and  should  have  pointed  out  the  shortcomings  of  their  reports.  Another 
suggestion  was  that  the  GSG  should  edit  these  reports,  but  after  some  further  discussion 
it  was  felt  that  if  that  were  done,  the  individuality  of  the  report  would  be  lost. 

The  Grand  Secretary-General  commented  that,  if  each  deputy  would  cover  the 
activities  of  his  own  jurisdiction  and  leave  national  happenings  to  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  to  cover  in  his  Allocution,  it  would  be  better.  Deputies’  reports  should  be 
short,  concise  and  pithy. 

At  12:00  noon,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  for  lunch  in  the  Beckett  Room  and  was 
resumed  at  1 :30  p.m. 

Wearing  of  Jewels 

Deputy  Leo  Marquis  raised  the  point  of  wearing  jewels  outside  of  the  lodge  hall, 
specifically  at  a  funeral  service  of  a  brother. 

In  Newfoundland,  Bro.  Marquis  stated  that  they  follow  the  custom  of  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction,  in  as  much  that  the  Scottish  Rite  collars  are  worn  backwards  at  the  service. 
It  would  seem  that  local  custom  dictates  what  happens  in  the  valley  as  no  hard  and  fast 
rule  has  been  established. 

In  most  valleys,  the  custom  of  the  craft  lodge  usually  dictates  what  happens  at 
church  services.  The  Shrine  allows  its  members  to  wear  their  jacket  and  fez.  Scottish 
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Rite  brethren,  if  they  are  appearing  as  a  group,  are  usually  not  identified  by  any  distinc¬ 
tive  regalia.  It  would  appear  from  this  informal  discussion  that  wearing  of  Scottish  Rite 
jewels  and  regalia  would  not  appear  to  be  out  of  place  if  representing  the  Rite. 

There  were  some  other  interesting  comments  regarding  wearing  of  regalia.  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  when  he  represents  the  Supreme  Council  at  Grand 
Lodge,  is  usually  asked  to  wear  craft  regalia,  but,  when  he  visits  other  Concordant 
Bodies,  he  is  usually  asked  to  wear  his  chain  of  office  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 
At  meetings  of  the  Rite,  when  heads  of  other  bodies  are  invited,  they  are  asked  to  wear 
the  regalia  of  the  body  they  are  representing. 

These  several  comments  show  the  divergency  of  views  on  this  subject. 

Deputy’s  Term 

It  was  suggested  that  a  set  term  should  be  considered  for  a  deputy.  The  opinion 
varied  widely  from  one  term  to  no  set  limit.  However,  all  did  agree  that  a  limit  on  a 
deputy’s  term  had  merit,  so  that  new  opinion  and  style  might  be  injected  into  a  deputy’s 
jurisdiction.  Unfortunately,  in  some  jurisdictions,  the  problem  arises  that  the  incumbent 
would  be  required  to  go  past  active  for  another  deputy  to  be  elected  -  a  case  in  point  - 
Bro.  A.  Milligan  elected  to  go  past  active  for  Bro.  Thomas  Band  to  assume  the  office  of 
Deputy  for  Alberta. 

When  the  number  of  choices  is  limited  in  a  jurisdiction,  the  task  of  changing  a 
deputy  becomes  very  difficult. 

Commuted  Dues 

The  discussion  of  commuted  dues  was  again  aired.  A  very  difficult  and  decisive 
issue,  when  our  valleys  are  more  than  3000  miles  apart,  the  financial  ramifications  are 
mammoth.  What  appears  to  be  an  easy  solution  in  one,  is  a  total  impossibility  in  anoth¬ 
er.  A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  each  deputy  to  glean  some  pertinent  information  regard¬ 
ing  some  idiosyncracies  that  are  not  particularly  obvious  in  the  valley  returns.  There  are 
only  three  valleys  with  100%  commuted  dues,  two  that  have  a  mixture  of  both,  and,  of 
the  others  that  replied,  thirty-two  are  dues-paying  valleys.  It  is  almost  impossible  to 
give  some  concrete  answers  or  firm  advice  because  of  lack  of  financial  information  and 
the  potential  of  the  valley  to  support  a  different  system.  Do  you  own  your  own  quarters? 
Is  your  present  dues  structure  adequate  to  cover  your  yearly  expenses?  What  other 
sources  or  funds  do  you  have  other  than  dues  of  your  members?  Is  there  someone  in 
your  lodge  that  has  some  actuarial  background  to  give  you  a  financial  picture  of  your 
valley's  capability  of  attempting  to  set  up  a  commuted  dues  structure? 

Supreme  Council  office  can  offer  some  advise,  but  many  of  the  problems  are  local, 
and  only  each  valley’s  personnel  have  the  information  to  resolve  them. 

Supreme  Council  is  not  dictatorial,  we  can  point  out  some  benefits,  and  also,  some 
shortfalls,  but  the  decision  is  with  each  valley. 

Today,  with  hard  economic  times,  is  perhaps  the  wrong  time  to  attempt  a  move  in 
this  direction.  Some  of  the  smaller  valleys  have  a  better  opportunity  of  improving  their 
lot  than  say  Toronto,  whose  large  membership  base  needs  more  and  more  income  to 
survive,  because  of  very  high  rent  in  the  core  of  the  largest  city  in  Canada,  very  high 
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cost  of  service,  drastic  drop  in  income  because  of  the  economy  and  frightening  drops  in 
membership.  This  large  membership  of  over  3000  does  not  permit  many  of  its  members 
to  get  involved.  Subdivided  into  three  smaller  lodges  would  improve  the  chance  for 
involvement.  For  a  brother  to  become  interested  in  our  fraternity  he  must  become 
involved  in  the  work.  Without  such  participation  he  is  inactive,  does  not  contribute  his 
time  or  talents,  and,  without  such  activity,  does  not  encourage  his  friends  to  join  with 
him  in  our  brotherhood. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  the  lodges  and  chapters  in  England  are  small  and  their  members 
very  close-  knit.  A  lodge  of  perfection  with  3000  members  is  unheard  of  in  the  British 
Isles  or  Europe. 

With  concurrent  jurisdictions,  some  larger  valleys  are  losing  members  to  smaller 
adjoining  valleys  on  the  periphery  of  the  city.  This  move  mandates  that  the  fees  in  all 
the  larger  valleys  be  competitive  or  a  greater  exodus  will  occur. 

Toronto,  Barrie,  and  Hamilton  all  have  commuted  dues.  Without  this  system  it 
would  be  impossible  to  survive. 

A  comment  was  made  regarding  Hamilton’s  last  annual  report,  which  stated  that  50 
members  were  suspended.  How  could  this  happen  as  they  have  commuted  dues?  These 
members  were  probably  suspended  by  or  took  a  demit  from  a  craft  lodge,  so  we  in  turn 
must  suspend  them. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  said  our  survival  is  dependant  upon  the  craft 
lodge.  We  must  support  every  one  of  them  to  make  each  strong  and  viable. 

Today,  when  economic  times  are  difficult,  it  will  not  be  easy  to  establish  the  sys¬ 
tem. 

Use  of  Computers 

The  use  of  compatible  computerized  records  of  all  bodies,  so  that  each  can  con¬ 
verse  with  one  another  in  knowledgeable  terms,  was  suggested.  If  all  the  valley  mem¬ 
berships  list  are  computerized,  including  ages,  a  demographics  study  could  be  estab¬ 
lished  to  help  formulate  a  plan  specific  for  that  individual  valley. 

Having  each  valley’s  membership  lists  computerized  is  sometimes  upsetting,  as  a 
valley  realizes  that  its  numbers  are  fewer  than  was  thought,  and  upsetting  to  Supreme 
Council  for  its  income  from  that  valley  is  drastically  reduced.  Unfortunately,  this  situa¬ 
tion  has  to  be  confronted  now,  and  a  plan  prepared  to  address  it. 

The  Grand  Secretary-General  said  at  this  very  time,  the  Grand 
Secretary/Registrars,  who  are  present  at  this  session,  are  meeting  with  the  Executive 
Secretary  and  a  local  computer  expert  to  discuss  this  very  subject. 

The  one  unfortunate  aspect  of  updating  our  rolls  is  that  it  will  have  an  unfortunate 
impact  on  our  finances  as  valleys  realize  they  are  remitting  too  much  money  to  the 
Supreme  Council  coffers.  If  each  jurisdiction  would  check  its  rolls  against  that  of  Grand 
Lodge  in  its  province,  many  of  the  discrepancies  could  be  solved. 
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Easter  Ceremonies 

Bro.  Chaulk  raised  a  subject  which  has  caused  some  concern  for  him  in  his  juris¬ 
diction,  regarding  the  Easter  Ceremonies. 

Bro.  Chaulk  wrote  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  regarding  his  concern  of  the 
18°,  but.  Supreme  Council  office,  perhaps  because  it  did  not  fully  understand  the  ques¬ 
tion,  didn't  answer  it.  The  problem  arose,  because  of  how  different  valleys  work  the 
18°.  Ontario  does  it  differently  to  the  Maritimes.  Hamilton  conducts  the  18°  on  Maundy 
Thursday,  and  concludes  on  Easter  Sunday  morning,  inviting  the  new  members  into  the 
living  circle. 

In  Bro.  Chaulk’s  jurisdiction,  the  18°  is  completed  before  Easter,  then  on  Easter, 
during  the  Relighting  of  the  Lights,  and  the  Table  Ceremony,  the  candidates  are  again 
invited  into  the  living  circle,  a  second  time.  Bro.  Chaulk  suggest  the  booklet  be  changed 
to  correct  this  discrepancy. 

This  subject  initiated  a  very  interesting  discussion  because  we  have  a  jurisdiction 
stretching  over  3000  miles.  Each  valley  has  its  own  individual  interpretation  of  the 
work,  which  is  supposed  to  be  common  for  all,  but,  as  was  found  during  these  informal 
talks,  isn’t.  The  Valleys  of  Hamilton,  and  Toronto,  conduct  the  Easter  Ceremony  in  a 
similar  manner,  but  not  exactly. 

It  would  seem  that  these  valley  interpretations,  while  perhaps  incorrect,  are  not 
earth-shattering.  We  should  not  consider  changing  to  accommodate  each  part  of  the 
country.  At  this  point,  Bro.  Bassey  of  Manitoba  interjected  his  point  of  view.  He  said 
that  he  listened  to  this  discussion  with  much  interest,  but  if  you  want  to  see  the  work 
done  properly,  and  with  panache,  come  to  Winnipeg,  and  you  will  see  it  done  properly. 

It  would  appear  that  the  consensus  of  opinion  was  that  each  deputy  must  have 
some  flexibility  in  managing  his  own  jurisdiction. 

Suggested  Easter  Ritual 

Stipulations  governing  the  approval  for  families  and  friends  to  attend  Relighting 
Ceremonies,  followed  by  Easter  Morning  breakfast. 

1 .  There  will  be  no  transaction  of  business. 

2.  There  will  be  no  Table  Ceremony. 

3.  Signs  will  be  restricted  to  the  Sign  of  Fidelity  and  there  will  be  no  Batteries  of 
the  Degree. 

4.  The  Box  of  Fraternal  Assistance  will  be  passed  to  the  members. 

5.  The  Holy  Volume  will  be  attended  to  (closing)  by  the  appropriate  officer. 

6.  Only  members  may  act  as  special  speakers. 

7.  Chapter  will  not  be  resumed  or  suspended  in  the  presence  of  the  guests. 

Protocol  Re:  Visitors 

Bro.  Norman  Auclair  presented  an  interesting  problem  regarding  what  a  local  body 
should  do  when  a  guest  arrives  for  a  meeting  from  a  foreign  jurisdiction,  is  received, 
and  it  is  discovered  later  that  the  local  Grand  Lodge  is  not  in  amity  with  the  visitor’s 
Grand  Lodge.  This  situation  does  arise  and  its  a  very  sticky  wicket. 
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The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  said  that  we  almost  had  a  similar  situation  at  our 
Session  in  Hamilton  this  year,  when  a  brother  was  coming  from  another  jurisdiction  and 
visitors  from  two  countries  had  withdrawn  recognition,  causing  a  problem  for  them. 
What  to  do?  Fortunately,  the  confrontation  was  defused  when  the  brother  sent  his 
regrets  -  all  gave  a  sigh  of  relief  as  it  might  have  been  embarrassing. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  said  this  problem  of  recognition  is  a  most  diffi¬ 
cult  subject  to  resolve.  There  are  two  Supreme  Councils  in  France,  one  of  which  we  rec¬ 
ognize. 


There  was,  for  a  time,  and  irregular  body  in  Australia,  but  has  since  been  resolved. 
It  would  appear  that  as  these  problems  arise,  each  should  be  assessed  on  it  own  merits. 

The  subject  of  the  Prince  Hall  Bodies  was  also  broached.  Each  had  his  own  opinion 
as  to  the  best  way  to  resolve  it.  From  the  discussions,  it  would  appear  that,  in  many 
jurisdictions,  the  Prince  Hall  Bodies,  from  an  historical  point  of  view,  are  older  than  our 
own  council,  and  as  such,  if  any  merger  or  recognitions  were  to  take  place,  there  is  a 
question  as  to  who  should  initiate  the  overture.  All  agreed  that  no  such  movement  was 
afoot  in  the  foreseeable  future. 

Manual  for  Officers 

When  is  the  Manual  for  Officers  going  to  be  reprinted  and  sent  to  all  valleys?  This 
was  an  urgent  plea  from  all  the  deputies. 

The  Grand  Secretary-General  apologized  for  the  delay,  but  hesitated  to  print  it 
without  some  input  of  changes  from  the  various  valleys. 

One  comment  that  was  raised  at  this  session  was  that  there  be  a  table  of  duties 
included  as  to  the  duties  of  an  Honorary  Inspector-General. 

This  suggestion  did  not  have  wholehearted  approval.  Many  felt  that  to  have  duties 
spelled  out  would  seem  to  suggest  that  the  presiding  officer  is  obligated  to  assign  these 
duties,  rather  than  may  assign.  It  was  generally  felt  that  this  was  a  dangerous  table  to 
include  in  a  Manual  for  Officers.  It  was  also  suggested  that  it  would  or  could  emascu¬ 
late  the  presiding  officer,  that  if  the  presiding  officer  was  weak,  the  honoraries  would 
take  over  his  duties.  Many  pointed  out  that  “Honoraries"  are  only  present  in  a  support¬ 
ive  capacity. 

This  was  not  an  opinion  totally  supported  by  all  the  deputies.  It  would  appear  that 
in  some  valleys  the  Honorary  33rds  do  in  fact  strip  the  presiding  officer  of  his  roll,  and 
in  some  cases,  leave  the  presiding  officer  little  to  do.  If  this  situation  has  been  common 
for  some  time,  it  will  be  difficult  to  change,  but  for  the  benefit  and  health  of  the  body  it 
should  be  corrected  as  soon  as  possible.  The  deputy  should  meet  with  officers  and  hon¬ 
oraries  and  attempt  to  resolve  this  untenable  situation. 

Videos  for  Instructional  Purposes 

Bro.  Phair  asked  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  what  had  become  of  a  video 
tape  commissioned  by  the  State  of  Michigan  and  the  city  of  Detroit.  It  was  offered  to 
our  Supreme  Council  with  permission  to  modify  it  for  our  own  use. 
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Bro.  Lawer  said  he  had  viewed  it,  with  his  wife,  but  had  not  made  any  decision  on 
its  ultimate  use  or  what  we  might  accomplish  from  its  use.  There  are  several  video’s 
available  to  us:  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  which  with  their  Masonic  Renewal 
Manual  is  available  to  us  as  a  kit  for  $465.00;  York  Rite  has  two  video's. 

Bro.  Lawer  congratulated  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Paul  on  the  Masonic 
Renewal  programme  which  his  jurisdiction  prepared,  and  which  he  made  available  to 
us. 


Bro.  Bassey,  Deputy  for  Manitoba,  said  they  had  subscribed  for  a  kit  and  have 
found  it  most  interesting  and  helpful.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  said  that  perhaps 
we  should  purchase  a  kit  and  explore  the  possibilities  of  using  some  of  its  ideas. 

Agenda 

Bro.  Chaulk  aired  a  subject  that  he  has  mentioned  before  -  no  agenda  is  sent  out 
for  this  Deputies  Meeting. 

The  Grand  Secretary-General  said  he  takes  full  blame  for  not  having  sent  it  out.  He 
said  for  next  year’s  meeting,  he  will  send  a  note  asking  for  suggested  topics  to  each 
deputy  some  time  in  March,  so  that  the  agenda  can  be  compiled,  and  be  in  the  deputies’ 
hands  by  mid-June. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  noted  how  very  important  these  informal  meet¬ 
ings  have  become  for  the  well-being  of  our  Supreme  Council.  The  subjects  raised  have 
been  very  informative,  for  problems  have  been  raised,  which  might  not  be  obvious  to  a 
deputy  when  he  visits  a  valley. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  said  how  pleased  he  was  to  have  chaired  this 
informal  meeting  of  the  Provincial  Deputies,  the  wide  range  of  topics  and  the  spirited 
discussion  makes  this  dialogue  most  enjoyable.  He  thanked  all  for  their  attendance  and 
participation. 

Meeting  closed  at  3:00  p.m.

SGC  asked  the  GSG  to  give  a  brief  overview  of  the  sequence  of  arrangements  and 
procedures  we  are  to  follow  for:  receiving  guests;  Conferral  of  33°;  Vesper  Service; 
Preparation  for  Supreme  Council  Dinner;  Foundation  Luncheon;  and  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander’s  Banquet. 

In  addition  to  these  general  instructions,  the  GSG  said  that  Bro.  Orville  H.  Mason 
of  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  would  reply  on  behalf  of  the  class  at  the  Supreme  Council  din¬ 
ner  on  Thursday  evening,  and  that  Bro.

Bro.  Lawer  called  for  a  motion  to  allow  him  to  deviate  from  the  prepared  agenda.

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  the  brethren  for  a  motion  to  approve  the  minutes  of  the  1992 
Session  as  printed  and  circulated.  Moved  by  Bro.  McDonald,  seconded  by  Bro.  Schaef. 
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Before  putting  the  question.  Grand  Prior  Wm.  Fairley  rose  to  state  that  on  page  7  of 
the  1992  Proceedings,  the  following  paragraph  “It  was  moved  by  Bro.

Moved 
by  Bro.  Dixon,  seconded  by  Bro.  Lowry  that  an  apology  be  extended  to  Bro.  Auclair. 

Bro.  Lawer  asked  that  the  motion  to  approve  the  1992  minutes,  moved  by  Bro. 
Mortlock,  seconded  by  Bro.  Schaef,  be  approved  as  amended.  Carried. 

Grand  Prior  William  Fairley,  speaking  to  the  previous  subject  as  to  where  the  vol¬

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Bro.  Lambie  for  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on 
Library  and  Archives. 

Bro.  Lambie  gave  a  very  comprehensive  and  interesting  report  on  the  Library  and 
Archives.  It  indicated  that  he  and  his  committee  have  been  working  very  diligently  to 
come  to  a  satisfactory  solution  as  to  the  ultimate  fate  of  our  library  and  archives. 

Bro.  Lambie  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Trenholm,  that  the  report  be  accepted  and 
approved  for  presentation  to  General  Session. 

Bro.  Sankey,  in  not  wanting  to  put  any  restriction  on  Supreme  Council  Library,  or 
that  of  Grand  Lodge,  said  that  not  many  Masons  are  aware  that  at  Brock  University,  St. 
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Catharines,  Ontario,  there  are  over  2000  volumes  covering  all  aspects  of  Masonry, 
properly  catalogued  and  stored  in  a  fire  proof,  climate  controlled  facility.  This  library 
has  an  almost  complete  collection  of  the  Proceedings  of  Supreme  Council,  and  the  com¬ 
plete  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  This  excel¬ 
lent  Masonic  library  had  its  beginning  many  years  ago,  when  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sawyer  had 
two  hand-tooled  leather  volumes  of  McKay  that  he  didn’t  know  what  to  do  with,  and  he 
presented  them  to  Brock’s  library  -  from  this  humble  beginning,  this  historic  collection 
has  grown. 

Bro.  Sankey  said  this  collection  is  available  to  us.  Do  not  ignore  it.  Use  it.  The 
librarian,  Mr.  John  Burtniak,  is  most  co-operative.  While  volumes  may  not  to  be 
removed,  xerox  copies  may  be  taken. 

Bro.  Richards  said  how  pleased  he  was  with  Bro.  Sankey’ s  interesting  information 
regarding  Brock’s  extensive  library,  and  concurred  with  Bro.  Sankey’ s  remark  that 
these  valuable  books  should  be  used.  He  went  on  to  say  that  the  universities  have  an 
inter-university  loan  system  functioning  that  would  be  very  useful.  Bro.  Richards  went 
on  to  say  that  he  was  not  in  favour  of  any  of  our  collection  be  included  in  the  Grand 
Lodge’s  Library.  Bro.  Richards  asked  Bro.  Sankey  where  the  Masonic  collection  is 
housed.  Bro.  Sankey  said  the  books  are  located  in  the  “Special  Collection  Library”, 
under  the  care  of  the  private  Special  Collection’s  librarian. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  what  an  interesting  discussion  we  have  had  regarding  our  library 
report,  and  asked  for  approval  of  the  report  which  has  already  been  moved  and  second¬ 
ed.  Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Bro.  Chaulk  for  his  report  on  the  Special  Committee  on 
DeMolay.  This  special  committee  was  formed  this  past  year  to  investigate  the  possibili¬ 
ty  of  the  forming  of  more  DeMolay  Chapters  throughout  Canada. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  report,  Bro.  Chaulk  moved,  seconded  by  Bro.  Band,  that 
the  report  be  accepted  for  presentation  at  General  Session.

SERMON  -  THE  SECRET  WORD 
ILL .'.  BRO .’.  JOHN  A.  JOHNSTON 

Text:  “My  God  shall  supply  all  your  need”  Philippians  4: 19 

We  all  have  secrets.  Remember  as  a  child  how  one  would  tease  a  friend  with  the 
words,  “I  know  something  you  don’t  know”.  Most  of  us  admit  to  some  degree  of  inquis¬ 
itiveness.  We  are  tantalized  by  secrets  and  are  delighted  to  discover  what  others 
know-hence  the  word  “nosy”.  If  the  question  is  asked,  “How  did  you  manage  to  do 
that”,  or  “What  is  the  recipe  for  your  success”,  the  often  heard  reply  is  “That’s  my 
secret.” 

The  word  “secret”  comes  from  the  Latin  “secretus”  which  means  “put  apart”. 
Masonry  itself  is  a  society  with  secrets,  but  is  not  a  secret  society  as  some  might  sug¬ 
gest.  The  apostle  Paul  personally  had  a  secret  which  gave  him  strength  and  support  in 
the  midst  of  any  or  all  circumstances.  There  he  was,  under  house  arrest,  a  prisoner  in 
Rome,  but  not  downhearted.  His  thoughts  turned  to  the  congregation  of  Philippi  in 
Macedonia,  situated  eight  miles  from  the  Aegean  Sea,  looking  up  to  the  Balkan  hills. 
The  Philippian  Christians  there  loved  Paul  dearly,  regarding  him  as  their  father  in  Christ 
and  had  been  most  generous  in  support  of  his  ministry.  Now  that  he  was  under  house 
arrest,  they  did  not  stop  sending  gifts,  using  Epaphroditus  as  messenger  for  their 
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largesse.  Paul's  “bread  and  butter"  thank-you  letter  is  recorded  in  the  New  Testament’s 
Epistle  to  the  Philippians. 

The  apostle  had  experienced  no  easy  life,  judged  by  worldly  standards.  He  had  lit¬ 
erally  suffered  the  loss  of  everything  that  most  people  valued  most  -  a  bank  account, 
property,  family,  economic  and  social  freedom.  Yet  Paul  stated  that  something  even 
more  valuable  was  his  -  contentment.  This  word  comes  from  the  Latin  word  which 
means  “to  contain”,  “hold  together”,  or  “fulfilled”.  It’s  a  grace  that  few  of  us  possess. 
We  all  want  more  and  are  never  satisfied.  We  are  envious  of  others.  We  are  jealous  of, 
rather  than  zealous  for,  those  around  us. 

Paul's  secret  for  his  contentment  is  found  in  that  tiny  word  “all”.  Throughout  his 
turbulent  life  his  Saviour  had  supplied  “all”  his  needs.  Three  times  he  used  that  word 
“all”  in  reference  to  God's  mercies,  stating  that  under  “all”  circumstance,  “all”  his 
needs  are  met,  for  God's  graces  are  “all”  sufficient. 

I.  IN  ALL  CIRCUMSTANCES  Philippians  4: 1 3 

“Whatever  my  circumstances”  (NEB)  Paul  tells  us  that  he  has  learned  the  secret  of 
contentment.  Remember  the  story  of  the  king  who  was  told  that  he  would  find  content¬ 
ment  if  he  could  wear  the  shirt  of  a  contented  person.  His  ambassadors  travelled  every¬ 
where  in  search  of  such  a  person,  and  when  one  was  finally  found,  it  was  discovered 
that  he  did  not  own  a  shirt.  In  our  lives,  contentment  is  so  elusive.  We  buy  a  “starter” 
home  and  trust  a  bigger,  more  expensive  abode  will  be  possible  in  the  future.  We 
change  our  job  or  move  to  another  city,  and  do  not  realize  that  what  is  needed  is  a 
change  of  heart  and  mind,  not  location.  Finding  fault  and  complaining  is  often  a  sign  of 
lack  of  contentment  and  Paul  insists  that  instead  of  complaining,  you  should  count  your 
blessings.  “In  everything,  by  prayer  and  supplication,  in  thanksgiving,  let  your  request 
be  known  to  God.”  God  is  not  our  errand  boy,  but  he  has  promised  to  meet  our  needs. 

II.  STRENGTHS  ARE  ALL  AVAILABLE  Philippians  4:12 

The  apostle  Paul  tells  the  congregation  at  Philippi,  “I  have  strength  for  ALL 
things”.  We  all  know  people  who  tell  us  that  they  can't  do  this  or  that  -  they  are  too 
busy  or  tired  or  frail.  I  will  never  forget  the  first  service  that  I  conducted.  I  used  all  the 
theology  I  knew  and  that  Hespeler  congregation  was  still  dismissed  in  half  an  hour.  I 
felt  I  had  let  the  congregation  down,  but  that  first  sermon  contained  all  the  theology  I 
knew  and  I  had  given  it  my  best.  And  miracle  of  miracles,  a  dear  soul  at  the  church  door 
said  “Thank  you,  I  was  deeply  moved  by  your  sincerity.”  I  remembered  that  poem 
memorized  years  earlier,  “If  you  can’t  be  a  pine  on  the  top  of  the  hill,  be  a  scrub  in  the 
valley,  but  be  the  best  little  scrub  by  the  side  of  the  rill.  Be  a  bush  if  you  can’t  be  a 
tree . It  isn’t  by  size  that  you  win  or  you  lose;  be  the  best  of  whatever  you  are.” 

Paul  was  content  knowing  that  God  would  equip  him  to  meet  the  challenges  of 
each  new  day.  He  didn’t  know  what  the  future  held,  but  he  did  know  that  God's 
strengths  were  always  available  and  that  they  would  be  sufficient.  We  too  are  offered 
strength  for  every  situation,  but  those  strengths  are  a  gift.  They  are  not  really  ours  but 
offered  us  by  the  Giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift.  We  can’t  accomplish  great  things 
on  our  own,  but  in  the  words  of  Paul,  “I  can  do  all  things  through  Christ  who  strength¬ 
ens  me”.  It  was  Jesus  himself  who  stated,  “He  who  abides  in  me  bears  much  fruit,  but 
apart  from  me  you  can  do  nothing.” 
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III.  ALL  NEEDS  MET  Philippians  4: 19 

The  third  recipe  for  contentment,  says  Paul,  is  found  in  the  nineteenth  verse  of  this 
fourth  chapter  of  Paul’s  letter  to  the  Philippians,  “My  God  will  supply  ALL  your 
wants.”  Only  remember  that  “wants”  is  not  a  wish  list,  or  that  we  can  have  whatever  we 
ask  for  simply  by  getting  down  on  our  knees  and  reciting  some  formula.  Paul  is  rather 
referring  to  a  spiritual  pilgrimage  in  which  we  are  open  to  His  leading,  willing  to  be 
God’s  hands  and  feet,  and  responding  to  His  clarion  call  to  serve  as  messengers  of 
peace  and  sharers  of  His  mercies.  Statistics  point  out  that  the  same  people  who  support 
the  mission  of  the  church  are  regularly  those  who  support  local  charities,  write  letters 
for  Amnesty  International,  work  for  environmental  cleanup,  and  get  involved  in  the 
political  process. 

And  what  are  our  needs?  In  two  words,  forgiveness  and  blessing.  The  good  news  is 
that  God  is  ever  ready  to  justify  or  make  new  when  we  come  with  repentance,  faith,  and 
new  obedience.  And  He  is  ever  ready  to  support  us,  encourage  us,  and  enable  us  to 
grow  in  the  love  of  Jesus  Christ  in  our  maturation  -  Greek  “telios”  meaning  “perfec¬ 
tion"  -  life-long  growing  in  that  perfection.  Our  high  calling  is  to  be  perfect  as  is  our 
heavenly  father. 

DOXOLOGY 

The  secret  is  now  revealed.  Nothing  is  hidden.  Whoever  has  ears  to  hear,  let  that 
person  hear!  God’s  strengths  are  all  available  under  all  circumstances  in  order  to  meet 
all  our  needs.  The  Greek  mystery  cults  often  initiated  their  candidates  into  a  mindset 
which  believed  that  knowledge,  devoid  of  faith  and  service,  was  all  sufficient.  In  this 
latter  day  you  have  been  initiated,  that  is,  set  apart,  not  through  some  gnostic  formula, 
but  by  the  blood  of  the  lamb,  for  wholeness  in  Christ’s  service.  Thus  are  we  at  one  with 
the  apostle  as  he  closes  his  letter  with  the  timeless  doxology,  “To  God  our  Father  be 
glory  for  ever,  and  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all.”

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CANDIDATE  S  ADDRESS 
By  Ill  Bro Orville  H.  Mason,  33° 

Illustrious  Brother  Chairman,  Most  Worshipful  The  Grand  Master,  Illustrious 
Sovereign  Commander,  Honoured  Guests,  Ladies  and  Brethren: 

When  one  receives  the  unexpected  notification  that  he  has  been  elected  to  receive 
the  33°,  he  experiences  a  swirl  of  emotions,  the  predominant  one  being  humility. 
Receiving  the  33°  is  a  great  honour  and  it  is  indeed  a  singular  honour  to  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  speak  on  behalf  of  all  the  newly-coroneted  Honorary  Inspectors-General, 
most  of  whom,  I  am  quite  certain,  are  far  more  eloquent  than  I  am.  I  consider  this 
opportunity  to  be  the  highest  award  of  those  I  have  received  to  date. 

We,  the  class  of  ‘93,  take  this  opportunity  to  sincerely  thank  our  Provincial 
Deputies  for  recommending,  and  judging  us  to  be  worthy  to  receive  this  highest  honour 
in  the  Scottish  Rite;  also  the  degree  team  for  its  most  excellent  performance  in  confer¬ 
ring  this  prestigious  degree  and  I’m  certain  the  philosophy  portrayed  and  exemplified 
will  be  forever  etched  in  our  memories.  And  finally,  our  gratitude  to  the  small  army  of 
brethren  who  attend  to  the  multitude  of  tasks  that  make  the  total  picture  a  success. 
When  I  pulled  into  the  curb  in  front  of  the  hotel,  there  was  a  brother  beside  the  car, 
offering  assistance.  In  all  my  travels  as  a  Grand  Master,  I  have  never  experienced  such 
immediate  courtesy  and  thorough  assistance. 

We  would  be  remiss  if  we  did  not  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Scottish 
Rite  “Family”  of  this  valley  for  their  warmth,  brotherly  love,  and  all  the  courtesies  that 
have  been  extended  to  the  members  of  this  year’s  class  and  our  ladies.  You  have  made 
us  feel  at  home  and  we  thank  you  all,  my  brothers. 

I  would  now,  if  I  may,  pass  along  some  personal  observations  about  our  noble  fraternity. 

When  I  think  about  the  state  of  masonry  today  and  its  future,  such  a  multitude  of 
thoughts  clamour  for  expression  that,  at  times,  it  is  difficult  to  accord  each  its  proper 
priority;  and  this  is  one  of  those  times.  After  much  consideration  I  have  chosen  a  partic¬ 
ular  line  of  thought  which  I  consider  to  be  of  utmost  importance  to  us  all. 

On  June  27  last,  I  read  this  quotation  in  our  church  bulletin  (author  unknown)  and  I 
quote:  “Weeds  come  of  themselves,  flowers  need  cultivation”.  This  statement  caused  me 
to  reflect  on  the  similarity  of  what  has  happened  in  masonry  and  the  parable  of  the  sow¬ 
ing  of  seeds  as  explained  in  the  Christian  book  of  holy  law,  Matthew  13  verse  4,  which 
compares  the  result  of  seeds  that  are  sown  on  poor  soils  to  those  sown  on  fertile  ground. 

Brethren,  for  a  moment,  let  us  compare  Masonry,  specifically  Blue  Lodge  Masonry 
(the  alpha  &  omega  of  Masonry),  to  a  flower  garden.  We  have  reached  the  point  where 
we  have  to  decide  what  type  of  Masonic  garden  we  desire.  Do  we  want  one  that  is  a 
glorious  spectacle  for  all  to  see  and  admire;  or  one  that  is  choked  with  weeds  and 
doesn’t  merit  a  passing  glance? 

Our  Masonic  garden  needs  rich  soil  fortified  with  the  proper  nutrients.  The  new 
seeds  must  be  planted  carefully  according  to  species  and  faithfully  tended  as  they  ger¬ 
minate  and  grow  in  order  for  their  beauty  to  be  seen  by  all.  We  must  be  constantly  on 
the  alert  for  the  weeds  that  will  weaken  the  flowers  by  using  up  the  nutrients  necessary 
for  the  flowers’  strength  and  growth. 
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If,  when  we  reach  the  stage  of  having  a  beautiful  weed-free  garden  and  then  decide 
to  make  three  more  plots  (concordant  bodies)  to  be  supplied  with  plants  from  the  origi¬ 
nal  garden  and  do  not  replace  what  we  have  removed,  the  original  plot  will  eventually 
become  depleted. 

The  blue  lodge,  our  original  garden,  needs  to  be  constantly  renewed  with  the  rich 
soil  of  knowledge,  the  nutrients  of  education,  dedication,  good  example,  and  new  seeds; 
and  the  weeds  of  apathy,  inaction,  negativism, and  discrimination  must  be  removed. 

Speaking  personally  as  one  individual  Master  Mason,  I  must  report  that  I  am  bone- 
weary  from  listening  to  Masons  at  all  levels  complaining  about  the  common  problems 
that  plague  all  Masonic  bodies.  These  problems  are  the  weeds  that  we  have  allowed  to 
originate  in  our  blue  lodges  and  the  infection  has  been  carried  onward  throughout  all 
concordant  bodies.  Therefore,  it  behooves  all  concordant  bodies  to  aid  in  keeping  the 
craft  lodges  vibrant  and  enthusiastic,  because  as  Blue  Lodge  Masonry  goes  -  so  goes 
the  welfare  and  survival  of  our  entire  Masonic  edifice. 

Brethren,  we  have  been  standing  at  the  wailing  wall  wringing  our  hands  and  com¬ 
miserating  with  each  other  far  too  long.  Victor  Hugo  once  said,  “People  have  Strength  - 
They  lack  Will.”  Our  recovery  will  not  take  place  by  itself  -  we  must  make  it  happen. 
We  have  the  strength  -  we  need  the  will  to  use  that  strength  in  unity. 

An  American  motivational  speaker,  Les  Browne,  once  said  to  an  audience,  “If  you 
want  to  keep  on  getting  what  you  are  getting,  keep  on  doing  what  you  are  doing.”  Upon 
reflection,  this  statement  brooks  no  argument:  And  its  truth  should  startle  us  into  unified 
action  at  all  levels. 

The  weeds  of  apathy,  inertia,  and  negativism  are  perennial  foes  and  it  will  take  an 
organized  continual  effort  to  conquer  them.  American  President  Calvin  Coolidge  said  it 
best  when  he  stated:  “Nothing  in  the  world  can  take  the  place  of  persistence.  Talent  will 
not:  Nothing  is  more  common  than  the  unsuccessful  man  with  talent.  Genius  will  not: 
Unrewarded  genius  is  almost  a  proverb.  Education  will  not:  The  world  is  full  of  educat¬ 
ed  derelicts.  Persistence  and  determination  alone  are  omnipotent.  The  slogan  “Press  on” 
has  solved  and  always  will  solve  the  problems  of  the  human  race.” 

I  will  close  with  one  final  observation.  In  order  for  Masonry  to  become  a  way  of 
life,  it  must  first  become  a  state  of  mind.  This  applies  to  everything  we  wish  to  do,  or 
change,  in  our  everyday  lives,  i.e.,  if  we  wish  to  lose  weight,  stop  smoking  or  drinking, 
have  a  happier,  etc.  etc.,  we  must  desire  it  strongly  enough  before  it  will  become  a  reali¬ 
ty.  It  must  become  a  state  of  mind  before  it  can  become  a  way  of  life. 

Finally,  if  every  blue  lodge  in  the  world  faded  into  oblivion,  the  tenets  and  princi¬ 
ples,  upon  which  Masonry  is  based,  would  continue  to  burn  like  a  flame  in  the  minds  of 
men  and  resurface  once  more  at  some  time  in  the  future,  because,  Freemasonry  is  the 
greatest  concept  ever  devised  by  the  mind  of  moral  man  for  his  future  welfare,  yes,  even 
his  survival  in  this  temporal  world. 

While  we  still  have  this  flame,  let  us  keep  it  bright  that  those  who  follow  may  walk 
in  its  light  forever.

This  is  a  great  national  gathering,  a  group  of  people  that  have  come  here  from  every 
province  in  Canada,  and  from  the  United  States  and  Europe,  an  outstanding  internation¬ 
al  gathering.  I  understand  it  is  almost  20  years  ago  that  this  assembly  convened  in 
Hamilton. 

This  magnificent  edifice  is  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  all  Hamiltonians,  and  the 
building  next  door  houses  the  provincial  offices  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario.  This  building  has  played  a  significant  role  in  Hamilton  from  the 
earliest  of  days  and  leaders  of  our  community  have  meant  so  much  to  the  fabric  and  life 
of  our  city.  These  men  who  have  been  members  of  all  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies,  have 
been  involved  not  only  in  Masonry,  but  with  vitality  in  the  work  and  affairs  of  the  city. 

Mayor  Morrow  went  on  to  say  that  his  ties  with  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  has  been 
long,  as  he  enjoyed  attending  Sunday  dinners  in  the  banquet  room  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
with  his  friends  and  relations.  I  am  so  very  proud  of  my  association  with  the  Scottish 
Rite  Order.  Knowing  Masons,  as  I  do,  I  congratulate  you  for  your  generosity,  not  only 
locally,  but  world-wide. 

I’m  glad  I’ve  been  credited  with  supplying  the  good  weather,  and  I  accept  that 
gladly.  You  are  truly  welcome  in  this  great  Historical  City  of  Canada.  This  city,  as  oth¬ 
ers,  has  suffered  during  this  recession,  but  we  hold  our  heads  high.  It  is  great  people, 
great  creativity  and  great  organizations,  that  in  the  final  analysis,  give  us  our  stability 
and  strength,  and  great  reason  for  optimism  in  the  future  that  is  very  well  represented 
here  today  by  your  presence. 

Warmest  possible  welcome  to  our  city.  Thank  you  for  having  your  meeting  here, 
and  if  there  is  anything  that  I  can  do.  I’m  as  close  as  a  telephone  call.  I'm  delighted  and 
honoured  to  have  your  Annual  Council  meet  in  the  City  of  Hamilton. 

The  SGC  replied:  Thank  you  your  Worship  for  your  very  kind  and  gracious  wel¬ 
come.  If  you  have  time  at  your  disposal,  you  are  free  to  remain  for  the  rest  of  our  morn¬ 
ing  Session  and  luncheon.  Thank  you  very  much  for  coming. 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  introduced  The  Honourable  Dr.  Richard  Allen,  member  of 
the  Provincial  Legislature  for  Hamilton  West  and  Minister  Without  Portfolio. 

Bro.  Lawer  welcomed  Dr.  Allen,  representing  the  Provincial  Government  of 
Ontario,  to  our  assembly,  on  behalf  of  all  the  delegates,  but  a  special  welcome  from  our 
Grand  Secretary-General,  a  personal  friend.  This  assembly  represents  members  from  all 
parts  of  Canada,  associates  from  the  United  States  and  Europe.  It  is  indeed  an  interna¬ 
tional  and  an  inter-fraternal  gathering.  Bro.  Lawer  asked  Dr.  Allen  to  say  a  few  words. 

Dr.  Allen  said  how  pleased  he  was  to  receive  the  invitation  to  be  present  on  this 
very  august  occasion.  Mayor  Morrow  has  welcomed  you  to  this  city,  I  do  also  as  part  of 
it  is  my  constituency  and  I  welcome  you  to  the  Province  of  Ontario.  I  understand  this  city 
and  the  province  have  played  a  vital  role  in  the  history  of  the  foundation  of  this  great 
order.  So,  this  city  and  province  have  played  a  major  role  geographically  speaking. 

You  mentioned  that  the  Council  is  international  in  many  of  its  aspects.  I  represent 
the  province  in  international  trade,  so  I’m  very  much  aware  of  the  scope  of  our  influ- 
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ence  world-wide.  In  times  like  this,  where  communities  are  struggling,  it  is  so  encour¬ 
aging  that  agencies  such  as  yours  do  so  much  to  strengthen  character,  to  provide  spiritu¬ 
al  inspiration,  to  provide  help  and  support  for  those  that  are  vulnerable,  devoted  to 
doing  the  good  work  that  your  organization  does. 

Your  order  has,  not  only  in  recent  years  but  for  decades  and  for  centuries,  been 
devoted  to  those  kinds  of  causes  and  we  thank  you  very  much.  When  I  read  the  account 
of  your  Foundation  with  respect  to  mental  retardation,  which  addressees  your  thrust  to 
tackle  learning  disabilities  and  also  the  needs  of  the  poor,  which  sometimes  are  coupled, 
with  which  you  are  very  aware,  between  poverty  and  learning  disabilities.  For  those  of 
us  who  are  not  members,  it  often  has  an  aura,  a  sublime  character. 

But  I  was  pleased  to  note  that  in  your  minutes  of  last  year,  you  have  to  deal  with 
such  mundane  things  as  leaky  roofs  and  stretching  your  dollar  by  purchasing  used  items 
from  Bargain  Harolds.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  you  are  using  your  resources  as  expe¬ 
ditiously  today,  as  we  the  Government  of  Ontario  are  trying  to  do. 

Let  me  welcome  you  to  the  province  and  say  how  deeply  appreciative  we  are  of  the 
influence  the  Rite  has,  not  only  on  this  community,  but  communities  throughout  the 
world.  Communities  need  this  influence  to  strengthen  the  life  and  character  of  us  all. 

Unfortunately,  I  can  not  stay  with  you  this  morning,  but  together  with  my  wife,  we 
are  looking  forward  to  joining  you  for  dinner  this  evening.  Thank  you  for  your  kind 
invitation. 

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Dr.  Allen  for  his  very  kind  words,  and  said  how  pleased  we 
would  be  to  greet  them  both  this  evening. 

Bro.  Greer  presented  and  introduced  Most  Ill  .'.Bro  .‘.James  W.  Daniel,  Grand 
Secretary-General  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  what  a  pleasure  it  was  to  welcome  him  into  our  assembly,  this 
being  the  first  time  that  any  representative  for  that  jurisdiction  had  been  present.  Bro. 
Lawer  went  on  to  say  that  Bro.  Daniel  and  he  have  been  friends  for  many  years,  and  had 
met  on  many  occasions,  sometimes  in  different  capacities,  but  for  Bro.  Daniel  to  be  here 
in  Canada  at  this  Session  and  in  this  Cathedral,  was  a  very  proud  moment  for  us  all,  par¬ 
ticularly  since  this  organization  is  a  daughter  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  England.  Bro. 
Lawer  asked  Bro.  Daniel  to  say  a  few  words. 

Bro.  Daniel  said  how  very  pleased  he  was  to  be  invited  to  be  present  in  this  beauti¬ 
ful  Cathedral,  and  this  Council  meeting. 

It  was  a  delight  to  accept  Bro.  Lawer’ s  invitation  and  to  submit  to  this  dear  friend’s 
arm  twisting,  but  this  has  now  set  a  precedent  that  the  Supreme  Council  for  England 
and  Wales  will  agree  to  visit  our  daughter  every  1 19  years.  There  has  to  be  regularity  in 
Freemasonry  and  it  will  be  introduced  in  that  way.  I  look  forward  to  being  in  Halifax, 
next  year. 

Bro.  Daniel  went  on  to  say  that  Canada  was  indeed  their  first  daughter.  Supreme 
Councils  have  been  established  in  Finland  and  Australia,  and  in  February  of  1994,  a 
Council  will  be  established  in  New  Zealand.  Bro.  Daniel  went  on  to  say  that,  on  enter- 
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ing  the  Cathedral  this  morning,  he  read  a  certificate  signed  by  the  4th  Earl  of  Canarvon, 
in  1874,  establishing  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

There  is  an  individual  that  has  long  interested  us  in  England,  and  a  person  we 
would  like  to  know  more  about.  If  any  of  you,  in  reading  old  minutes,  should  come 
across  any  information  about  him,  would  you  write  to  me.  His  name  is  Dr.  Robert 
Hamilton.  Born  in  Ireland,  a  son  of  a  pastor,  he  graduated  from  Cambridge,  practiced 
medicine  and  tended  the  wounded  in  Paris  at  the  Barricade  in  1848.  He  inherited  family 
estates  in  the  West  Indies,  and  there  he  discovered  Freemasonry.  We  are  not  quite  sure 
of  the  rest  of  his  history,  but  he  became  a  member  of  the  Queen’s  Body  Guard. 
Somehow  he  advanced  in  Masonry,  became  a  member  of  Supreme  Council,  and  one  of 
my  predecessors,  Grand  Secretary-General.  Subsequently  he  rose  to  the  position  of 
Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  Masons  of  Jamaica. 

In  the  year  1870,  the  Earl  of  Canarvon,  we  believe,  sent  him  to  Canada,  to  investi¬ 
gate  the  State  of  the  Rite  in  Canada,  and  to  report  on  the  health  of  Scottish  Rite 
Masonry  in  Canada.  Subsequent  to  his  report  to  Grand  Lodge,  The  Earl  of  Canarvon 
granted  Supreme  Council  its  Charter  in  1874.  The  history  of  Dr.  Hamilton  is  a  little 
hazy,  but  it  seems  that  because  or  in  consequence  of  that  report,  he  was  made  inspector 
of  the  insane  asylums  (West  Indies)  where  he  lived  to  an  old  age.  We  need  to  know 
more  about  him  for  his  name  links  our  Supreme  Council  with  your  Supreme  Council. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  thank  you  very  much  for  your  invitation.  It  is  a 
great  pleasure  to  be  here. 

The  SGC  replied:  Thank  you  very  much  Bro.  Daniel.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  have 
you  among  us.  Your  presentation  was  most  interesting.  I  have  some  information  that 
might  be  of  some  interest  to  you. 

Bro.  Greer  introduced  and  presented  Ill.*. Bro.'. C.  J.  P.  van  Boven,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  The  Netherlands,  and  an  Honorary  Member  of  this  Supreme  Council. 

Bro.  Kees,  what  a  delightful  pleasure  it  is  for  me  to  meet  and  greet  you  once  again 
in  this  beautiful  Cathedral.  You  were  here  once  before  when  the  English  Speaking 
Supreme  Councils  meet  in  Toronto  six  years  ago.  As  the  years  have  passed,  we  have 
become  very  good  friends.  Just  last  spring,  you  made  Audrey  and  I  feel  so  welcome 
when  we  attended  the  meetings  of  the  European  Supreme  Councils  in  Amsterdam.  I 
hope  we  can  repay,  in  a  very  small  way,  the  generous  hospitality  you  showed  us.  The 
peoples  of  the  Netherlands  and  Canada  have  always  been  so  close.  When  our  organist, 
Bro.  Oakes,  played  your  National  Anthem,  it  was  difficult  for  me  to  speak.  We  all  greet 
you  most  warmly. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer,  my  brethren.  Thank  you  most  sincerely  for 
your  very  kind  words.  You  mentioned  the  Conference  in  Amsterdam.  It  is  so  good  to 
visit  other  jurisdictions  to  keep  in  touch  with  each  other  in  a  world  that  is  changing  so 
rapidly,  not  always  for  the  better  unfortunately.  We  have  to  stick  together  to  keep  in 
touch  with  each  other,  to  discuss  our  problems,  and  make  friends.  It  is  essential  that,  in 
our  visits,  we  familiarize  ourselves  with  how  other  jurisdictions  are  working.  They  can 
differ  significantly.  Analyzing  the  contributions  that  were  made  during  the  conference 
in  Amsterdam,  it  was  shown  the  remarkable  differences  in  approach  in  the  various  juris¬ 
dictions  of  the  Scottish  Rite.  In  Europe,  it  is  considered  very  much  as  a  learning  institu- 
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tion  to  fully  understand  the  deep  and  significant  meanings  of  our  symbolic  degrees.  In 
many  countries,  it  takes  a  very  long  time  to  progress  through  the  several  degrees  of  the 
Rite.  4°-32°,  sometimes  12  to  15  years.  That  may  seem  impossible  to  many  here,  but 
that  is  not  the  rule  in  The  Netherlands.  As  I  have  stated,  that  is  the  primary  importance 
of  the  learning  institutions.  You  have  to  attend  meetings,  you  have  to  present  lectures, 
you  may  even  have  to  prepare  a  paper  to  show  your  understanding  of  the  work  before 
you  can  be  advanced  to  a  higher  degree.  It  just  illustrates  how  different  the  approaches 
can  be  in  our  various  jurisdictions,  but,  as  I  have  already  said,  visiting  and  exchanging 
ideas  with  one  another,  improves  the  bonds  that  link  with  brothers  and  we  become  very 
good  friends.  Thank  you. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Kees.  When  you  mentioned  international  visitations 
it  was  a  pleasant  surprise.  When  I  was  in  Amsterdam,  you  very  kindly  exemplified,  for 
us,  the  28°.  I  was  pleased  to  see  that  the  C-in-C,  that  day,  was  a  brother  from  Montreal. 
At  a  reception  the  other  night,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  introducing  Bro.  van  Boven  to  our 
General  Chairman,  who  is  from  the  Netherlands,  Allard  Loopstra,  now  a  Canadian. 
They  had  a  very  good  chat  with  one  another.  Welcome  again  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  van  Boven. 

Bro.  Greer  presented  Most  Excellent  Companion  G.  Robert  Jackson,  Grand  First 
Principal,  The  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Companion,  it  is  such  a  pleasure  to  meet  and  greet  you  at  our  1 19th 
Annual  Session.  You  were  the  presiding  officer  in  my  Grand  Chapter,  and  to  welcome 
you  here  this  morning  is  such  a  delight.  It  is  also  so  nice  to  meet  you  as  you  travel 
throughout  Ontario.  I  missed  being  present  at  your  Convocation  this  year,  to  enjoy  your 
warm  hospitality,  not  only  this  year  but  on  previous  occasions.  I  hope  your  visit  this 
year  will,  in  some  way,  reciprocate,  in  a  small  measure,  for  your  warm  cordial  treatment 
of  me  and  my  predecessors  in  the  past.  Would  you  please  address  the  brethren  with  a 
few  words. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer,  distinguished  guests,  brethren.  I  bring  you 
warm  fraternal  greetings  from  The  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  I  extend  to  you  most  sincere  congratulations  on  their  behalf, 
for  your  many  successful  years  of  excellent  service.  May  the  Scottish  Rite  continue  to 
serve  mankind  and  all  your  plans  and  hopes  be  realized.  Thank  you  for  your  kind  hospi¬ 
tality  to  Dorothy  and  myself. 

The  SGC  relplied:  Thank  you  Most  Excellent  Sir.  It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  wel¬ 
come  brethren  from  concordant  bodies.  I  feel  we  are  all  one  family  and  travelling  in  the 
same  direction. 

The  Grand  Marshal  presented  Most  Illustrious  Knight  Companion  Lawrence  H. 
McKercher,  33°,  Grand  Sovereign,  The  Masonic  and  Military  Order  of  Knights  of  the 
Red  Cross  of  Constantine. 

SGC:  It  is  such  a  pleasure  to  welcome  you  Most  Illustrious  Sir  to  this  our  119th 
Session.  I  hope  to  be  with  you  in  Edmonton  next  week  at  your  Grand  Session.  It  is  so 
kind  of  you  to  make  time  to  be  here  today,  when  you  will  be  so  busy  next  week.  I  recall 
with  pleasure  being  at  your  installation  last  year.  Do  approach  and  bring  greetings  from 
your  Order. 
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Ill.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  Thank  you  for  your  warm  welcome  on  behalf  of 
the  1500  Knight  Companions  of  the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine,  many  of  whom  are  also 
members  of  the  Rite.  We  wish  you  the  continued  success  that  you  are  now  enjoying. 
For  the  overwhelming  kindness  you  have  accorded  my  wife  and  myself,  I  thank  you 
most  sincerely. 

SGC:  Thank  you  so  very  much  Bro.  McKercher  for  those  very  kind  words.  I  look 
forward  to  our  meeting  in  Edmonton  and  Calgary  next  week. 

Grand  Marshal  Greer  presented  Ill.  Sir  Boyd  Dixon,  Potentate,  Rameses  Temple, 
Ancient  Arabic  Order  of  the  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine,  Toronto. 

SGC:  Ill.  Sir,  it  is  a  pleasure  to  welcome  you  officially  to  this  1 19th  Session  of  the 
Supreme  Council.  You  are  a  member  of  the  Rite  as  many  here  are  likewise  part  of  your 
Temple.  We  are  all  one,  working  together,  for  a  common  goal. 

Brethren,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  members  of  Supreme  Council,  it  is  such  a 
marvellous  pleasure  and  feeling  of  good  will  to  speak  to  you  representing  27,000 
Shriners  in  Canada.  We  welcome  the  opportunity  to  tie  closer  the  bond  of  brotherly  love 
which  binds  us  all  into  one  close  fraternity.  I  wish  you  and  the  Supreme  Council  well, 
and  thank  you  most  sincerely  on  behalf  of  my  lady  and  myself  for  your  very  kind  and 
gracious  hospitality. 

Before  the  Grand  Marshal  presented  the  next  guest,  Ill.’.Bro/.Lawer  made  men¬ 
tion  of  a  guest  who  had  been  with  us  yesterday,  but  had  to  leave  for  Toronto  to  catch  his 
flight  to  Edmonton,  in  the  person  of  Most  Eminent  Knight,  Gordon  H.  Stuart,  33°, 
Supreme  Grand  Master,  The  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada  of  the  United  Orders  of 
Malta  and  the  Temple.  He  will  be  presiding  over  his  Session  starting  to-day  in 
Edmonton.  We  are  so  pleased  he  was  able  to  be  with  us  for  a  short  time  and  we  thank 
him  most  sincerely  for  that.  I  hope  to  join  him  in  Edmonton  on  Saturday,  and  we  send 
him  all  our  good  wishes  for  an  outstanding  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Sovereign  Great 
Priory. 

Bro.  Greer  presented  Bro.  C.  Edwin  Drew,  33°,  The  Most  Worshipful  The  Grand 
Master  of  The  Grand  Lodge  A.F.  &  A.M.  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  raised  the  brethren  as  the  Grand  Master  entered. 

Most  Wor.  Bro.  Drew,  it  is  an  honour  and  a  privilege  to  welcome  you  this  day  to 
the  Annual  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada.  You  are  my  Grand  Master.  It  is 
such  a  delight,  knowing  your  very  busy  schedule,  that  you  would  allocate  a  day  or  two 
to  join  us  here  today.  It  is  a  great  joy  to  all  of  us.  Would  you  come  forward  that  I  might 
greet  you  and  accept  the  gavel  that  you  might  preside. 

The  Grand  Master  was  greeted  with  very  warm  applause  after  which  he  asked  the 
brethren  to  be  seated. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  members  of  Supreme  Council,  Active  and  Past 
Active,  and  Honorary  Members,  particularly,  the  newly-coroneted  Inspectors-General, 
honoured  guests  of  Supreme  Council,  brethren  all. 
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I  thank  you  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  your  very  kind  invitation  to  be 
present  at  the  1 19th  Annual  Session.  Your  welcome  and  the  many  courtesys  you  have 
extended  to  Ellen-Orr  and  myself  have  been  most  enjoyable.  I  must  say  that  yesterday 
was  a  superb  day  for  Masonry.  I  must  say  that  Supreme  Council  has  to  be  congratulated 
for  the  many  special  facets  of  welcoming  new  members  that  is  always  one  thing  we  are 
always  happy  to  have.  The  Ancient  &  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ontario  have  had  marvellous  co-operation  throughout  the  years,  and  I'm  sure  it  will 
continue.  Your  most  valued  members  are  likewise  just  as  dedicated  in  my  Grand  Lodge. 
Your  members  bring  back  valued  lessons  to  our  lodges.  We  all  must  remember  our 
roots,  if  we  don’t  support  our  craft  lodges,  the  future  could  be  bleak  -  no  Scottish  Rite  - 
no  York  Rite  -  no  Shrine.  Our  craft  lodges  are  our  foundation  and  they  are  our  future, 
and  I  have  no  fear  that  the  members  of  this  Supreme  Council  are  providing  the  assis¬ 
tance  to  their  members  so  that  they  can  bring  it  back  to  their  lodges  and  do  continue  to 
do  that.  It  is  evident  that  what  I've  just  said  is  true,  for  just  outside  this  Cathedral  is  a 
sign  on  the  wrought  iron  fence  which  states  Scottish  Rite  of  Lreemasonry.  Perhaps  that 
is  a  very  small  thing,  but  the  public  has  to  be  made  aware  that  we  are  all  one  family.  We 
are  the  Scottish  Rite  of  Lreemasons.  It  says  a  lot,  to  the  people  that  pass  by  that  sign. 
This  magnificent  auditorium  was  dedicated  for  Craft  Masonry  just  last  spring  by  our 
immediate  Past  Grand  Master  Wor.  Bro.  Norman  E.  Byrne.  What  a  beautiful  setting  to 
work  our  degrees  for  generations  to  come.  Grand  Lodge  is  issuing  a  calender  next 
month  and  among  the  illustrations  we  are  using  is  a  photograph  of  this  lodge  room. 
People  across  Canada  will  see  what  a  magnificent  setting  you  have  in  this  Cathedral  in 
Hamilton.  Before  concluding,  next  to  this  Cathedral  is  the  Memorial  Building  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  housing  all  our  offices.  It  is  only 
100  paces  to  the  west  and  it  is  open  for  any  who  might  wish  to  visit  and  we  welcome 
you  to  see  where  Grand  Lodge  operates  and  functions. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I  thank  you  for  giving  me  the  opportunity  to  say  a 
few  words  and  I  look  forward  with  anticipation  to  a  very  bright  future  and  I  ask  you  to 
reassume  the  gavel. 

Thank  you  Most  Worshipful  Sir  for  those  very  kind  and  appropriate  words,  and 
you  will  agree  as  you  look  around  this  room,  you  are  supported  wholeheartedly  by 
many  of  these  brethren  that  are  here  today.  They  support  you  and  other  Grand  Lodges, 
in  their  respective  jurisdictions,  that  are  represented  here  today.  Thank  you  for  gracing 
our  meeting  today. 

The  Grand  Marshal  had  pleasure  in  presenting  the  presiding  officers  of  the  three 
bodies  of  the  Hamilton  Valley,  namely:  TPGM  Ill  .'.Bro  .’.John  L.  Webster,  32°, 
Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection;  MWS  Ill.'. Bro.’. H.  Edward  Standish,  32°,  Hamilton 
Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix;  C-in-C  Ill .'.  Bro .’.  M.  Alan  Rogers,  33°,  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  welcome  you  into  your  own  Cathedral.  I’ve  been  in  this 
auditorium  on  many  occasions  when  each  of  you  has  welcomed  me.  I  feel  very  much  at 
home  here.  I  would  like  to  thank  Bro.  Rogers  for  chauffeuring  me  around  Ontario  on 
some  of  my  visits  to  the  several  valleys.  I  must  say  that  these  three  brethren  are  excel¬ 
lent  leaders  and  do  honour  to  their  respective  bodies  and  the  Scottish  Rite  as  a  whole.  I 
would  like  to  thank  each  of  you  and  your  committees  for  making  us  so  welcome  in  your 
home  and  valley.  You  have  all  done  such  an  outstanding  job  with  your  first  class  orga¬ 
nizational  abilities. 
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Bro.  Lawer  asked  C-in-C  Rogers,  representing  the  valley,  to  say  a  few  words. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Active  &  Past  Active  members,  honoured  guests, 
peers  and  brethren  all.  It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  extend  the  welcome  of  the  Hamilton 
Valley  on  behalf  of  my  two  associates,  Bros.  Webster  and  Standish.  We  are  very  proud 
of  our  facilities  and  we  are  very  happy  to  share  them  with  you.  We  all  must  be  indebted 
to  our  predecessors  who  over  seventy  years  ago,  conceived  of  this  building,  built  it,  and 
dedicated  it  to  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry.  It  hasn’t  changed  much  since  that  time, 
except  that  we  today  are  attempting  to  preserve  this  heritage,  for  our  children,  and 
theirs.  I  would  like  at  this  time  to  express  the  Hamilton  Committee’s  thanks  to  our 
Chairman  of  this  Supreme  Council  Session,  Ill  .'.Bro. ‘.Allard  Loopstra.  He  has  been  an 
outstanding  leader.  We  have  enjoyed  working  under  his  excellent  direction,  and  I’m 
sure,  my  brethren,  you  will  agree  his  direction  has  been  faultless.  I  might  say  that  we 
were  a  little  apprehensive  that  the  Cathedral  would  be  a  little  uncomfortable  since 
September  is  noted  for  being  warm  and  humid,  but  we  have  been  very  fortunate  in  hav¬ 
ing  such  pleasant  weather.  On  behalf  of  the  Valley  Committee,  I  hope  you  have  enjoyed 
your  stay  with  us  and  do  have  a  safe  journey  home. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  at  this  time  I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  bring  you 
greetings  from  my  father,  George  Rogers.  He  would  have  enjoyed  being  with  us  but  his 
health  is  not  the  best.  He  will  be  92  next  month,  and  has  so  many  fond  memories  of 
these  Supreme  Council  Sessions  that  he  and  my  mother  had  the  pleasure  of  attending 
over  the  years. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  may  I  have  permission  to  call  Ill .'.  Bro .’.  P. 
Raymond  forward.  Granted.  Ill  .‘.Bro  .’.Phillip  Raymond,  of  the  Valley  of  Halifax, 
please  come  forward. 

Bro.  Raymond,  at  the  closing  ceremonies  of  the  Olympic  Games  it  is  usual  for  the 
retiring  chairman  of  the  games  to  transfer  the  Olympic  flags  to  the  next  chairman  of  the 
host  city.  I,  on  behalf  of  our  Chairman,  Allard  Loopstra,  present  to  you  this  gavel  to 
take  it  to  Halifax,  that  it  might  be  used  to  call  the  brethren  to  order  in  September  of 
1994,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  Session  in  Halifax,  transfer  it  to  Kingston’s  chairman. 

The  Valley  of  Halifax  is  honoured.  Thank  you  Bro.  Rogers. 

Bro.  Lawer:  Thank  you  Bro.  Rogers.  You  have  begun  here  a  new  tradition  of  hav¬ 
ing  a  travelling  gavel  introduced  to  our  Supreme  Council  Ceremonies.  I  know  it  was 
your  idea  and  we  thank  you  for  this  new  innovation.  I’m  very  sorry  that  your  father  is 
not  with  us  today.  I’ve  known  Bro.  George  for  so  many  years.  He  has  made  such  a  con¬ 
tribution,  not  only  to  Supreme  Council,  but  to  this  valley  in  particular.  I  can  recall  so 
vividly  at  the  last  Session  in  Hamilton,  and  I’m  sure  Ill  .‘.Bro.’. McDonald  can  also,  as 
he  was  presiding  at  the  morning  session  as  I  am  today,  when  sparks  started  to  cascade 
from  the  ceiling.  Hot  embers  dropping  in  front  of  the  table.  He  appeared  to  be  non-con- 
cerned.  Not  your  father,  “Butch”,  for  he  was  on  his  feet  and  up  the  stairs  to  discover 
where  the  problem  lay,  and  the  firemen  were  just  behind  him.  Our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  McDonald  called  off  and  we  went  down  to  the  banquet  room  for  lunch. 
Bro.  Rogers,  remind  your  father  of  that  incident,  and  carry  our  best  wishes  to  him  and 
your  mother. 

The  Grand  Marshal  presented  the  Athabaska  Herald,  Mr.  Charles  Maier  to  the  brethren. 
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It  is  a  personal  pleasure 
for  me  to  welcome  you  today, 
and  to  receive  from  you  what 
you  have  been  working  on  for 
several  years  and  what  you 
have  achieved  and  are  going  to 
present  to  us  today.  I  should 
say  to  the  Illustrious  Brethren 
that  it  was  my  privilege  to 
obtain  from  the  Lord  Lyon  our 
Amorial  Bearings,  with  which 
you  are  now  familiar,  and 
which  appears  on  our  banner. 
Some  years  later,  the  Canadian 
Heraldic  Authority  was  estab¬ 
lished  and  I’m  not  going  to 
steal  any  of  your  thunder, 
Charles,  but  I  was  keen,  as 
were  many  of  the  members,  in 
seeing  that  those  Amorial 
Bearings  were  registered  with 
the  new  Canadian  Heraldic 
Authority  under  the  office  of 
our  Governor  General.  We  wel¬ 
come  you  Charles  Maier,  a  rep¬ 
resentative  of  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  General  Ramon 
Hnatyshyn,  and  also  in  your 
own  right  as  Athabaska  Herald. 

Mr.  Maier  presented  his  message: 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  Brethren 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  be  here  and  to  bring  you  greetings  from  Rideau  Hall  and 
His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  who  regrets  not  being  able  to  be  here  himself  on 
this  the  occasion  of  the  proclamation  of  the  registration  of  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  The 
Supreme  Council  33°  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada. 
Mr.  Hnatyshyn  extends  to  all  of  you  attending  this  Annual  Session  his  best  wishes  for  a 
successful  meeting.  ■ 

The  Coat  of  Arms  that  is  being  proclaimed  this  morning  is  a  symbol  that  traces  its 
origins  back  over  the  centuries  and  has  been  used  to  identify  this  fellowship  and  the  all 
important  charitable  work  for  which  you  are  renowned  across  Canada. 

I  do  not  believe  it  is  necessary  to  lecture  a  group  such  as  this  on  the  importance  of 
ceremony  and  symbolism  as  a  force  capable  of  inspiring  and  giving  meaning  to  individ¬ 
uals  and  groups  within  society. 

Any  institution  can  adopt  a  graphic  element  that  can  give  it  a  visual  identity,  but 
only  an  action  carried  out  under  the  prerogative  powers  of  the  Sovereign  can  confer  the 
honour  that  comes  with  the  grant  of  a  lawful  Coat  of  Arms.  And  it  is  such  an  action  that 
I  shall  proclaim  this  morning. 


Ill  .’.Bro  .'.John  V.  Lawer,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  accepting  from  Mr.  Charles  R.  Maier, 
Athabaska  Herald,  the  Proclamation  of  the 
Registration  of  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  the  Supreme 
Council  33°  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada. 
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Acquiring  a  Coat  of  Arms  has  always  been  considered  an  honour.  Heraldry  traces 
its  origins  to  the  medieval  field  of  battle  where  knights  encased  in  armour  needed  to 
decorate  their  shields  and  helmets  with  distinctive  symbols  to  make  it  possible  to  identi¬ 
fy  friend  from  foe  in  the  heat  of  conflict. 

Conferring  these  symbols  came  to  be  regarded  as  the  prerogative  of  the  King  who 
granted  the  resulting  Coat  of  Arms  as  a  mark  of  honour  to  those  who  had  distinguished 
themselves  in  his  service. 

Kings  appointed  heralds  to  administer  the  heraldic  system  and  to  make  sure  that 
duplication  did  not  occur,  as  well  as  to  ensure  that  fresh  symbols  were  created  for  those 
persons  or  institutions  that  had  made  important  contributions  in  civil  or  military  life. 
These  heralds  were  often  given  titles  referring  to  heraldic  beasts  or  geographical  regions 
of  the  kingdom  in  which  they  served. 

The  link  with  the  crown  and  the  assigning  of  heraldic  titles  has  been  retained  with 
the  move  of  heraldry  to  Canada.  In  1988,  the  Canadian  Heraldic  Authority  was  estab¬ 
lished  as  part  of  the  office  of  the  Governor  General.  Your  Arms  were  originally  granted 
in  1980  by  Scotland’s  senior  herald  who  bears  the  title  Lord  Lyon  King  of  Arms  in  ref¬ 
erence  to  the  Red  Lion  on  the  Royal  Arms  of  Scotland.  In  1988,  after  the  Queen  signed 
Letters  Patent  authorizing  the  Governor  General  to  exercise  her  heraldic  prerogative 
powers  in  Canada,  Canadian  heralds  were  appointed.  I  work  for  the  chief  herald  of 
Canada  and  my  colleagues  are  known  as  St.  Laurent  and  Fraser  Herald.  My  own  title 
refers  to  the  Athabasca  River,  and  also  to  the  native  people  of  the  north  who  share  vari¬ 
ous  spellings  of  this  name. 

Many  of  Canada’s  heraldic  traditions  go  back  to  the  middle  ages,  a  somewhat  bru¬ 
tal  period  in  which  the  values  of  the  feudal  warrior  prevailed.  Yet  this  period  also  saw 
the  flowering  of  scholarly  thought  in  the  writings  of  such  distinguished  philosophers  as 
Thomas  Aquinas,  who  analyzed  the  distinctions  between  form  and  symbols.  During  the 
middle  ages  aristocrat  and  illiterate  worker  alike  were  especially  aware  of  the  power  of 
symbols,  and  their  ability  to  embody  and  transcend  the  relationship  between  the  physi¬ 
cal  and  spiritual.  I  believe  it  is  partly  because  heraldry,  and  freemasonry  too,  grew  up  in 
such  a  milieu  that  its  fascination  has  continued  and  that  it  has  never  lost  its  power  as  a 
symbolic  language  capable  of  capturing  the  hopes,  ideals,  and  aspirations  of  a  wide 
range  of  individuals  and  groups  across  the  ages. 

The  proclamation  of  your  Coat  of  Arms  today  affirms  the  ideals  for  which  your  ancient 
fellowship  stands,  and  reminds  all  of  you  of  the  ideals  that  have  drawn  you  together. 

I  began  by  saying  that  your  Coat  of  Arms  is  an  honour,  and  that  it  is:  But  I  would 
ask  you  to  think  of  it  as  something  more  than  a  shield  that  commemorates  your  cen¬ 
turies  of  fellowship  and  charitable  good  works. 

True  honour  is  not  frozen  in  time.  It  is  a  state  that  all  of  us  can  fall  into  or  out  of. 

When  I  read  the  proclamation  of  your  Coat  of  Arms,  I  will  be  proclaiming  an  out¬ 
ward  symbol  that  will  honour  and  identify  you  for  years  to  come.  But  the  true  honour 
that  it  confers  will  be  won  by  each  of  you  as  you  continue  in  your  efforts  to  support 
those  less  fortunate  than  yourselves  and  to  continue  the  proud  traditions  that  have  drawn 
you  together  in  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada. 
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PROCLAMATION 

THE  SUPREME  COUNCIL  33° 
ANCIENT  AND  ACCEPTED  SCOTTISH  RITE 

OF  FREEMASONRY  OF  CANADA 


To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come  or  whom  the  same  may  in  anyway  con¬ 
cern:  Greeting 

Whereas  John  Vincent  Lawer,  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  Counsel  learned  in  the  Law, 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Master  of  Laws  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  33°  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada  has  represented  to  the  Chief  Herald  of  Canada  that  Armorial 
Bearings  were  granted  and  assigned  to  the  said  Supreme  Council  by  Lord  Lyon  King  of 
Arms  on  the  17th  day  of  April  1980,  and  that  it  is  the  wish  of  the  said  Supreme  Council 
that  these  Armorial  Bearings  be  registered  in  the  Public  Register  of  Arms,  Flags  and 
Badges  of  Canada; 

Now  know  you  that  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  His  Excellency  the  Right 
Honourable  Ramon  John  Hnatyshyn,  Governor  General  of  Canada,  to  exercise  the 
heraldic  prerogative  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  II  Queen  of  Canada,  and  the  terms 
of  my  commission  of  office,  I,  Charles  Robertson  Maier,  Athabaska  Herald  do  proclaim 
the  Registration  of  the  Armorial  Bearings  of  the  Supreme  Council  33°  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada  as  contained  in  the  Letters  Patent  of 
Robert  Douglas  Watt,  Chief  Herald  of  Canada  dated  the  24th  day  of  August  1993. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  the  Seal  of  the  Canadian  Heraldic  Authority  and  pro¬ 
claimed  in  the  City  of  Hamilton  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  this  tenth  day  of  September 
in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand  nine-hundred  and  ninety-three  in  the  fourth  year  of 
His  Excellency’s  service  in  office  and  in  the  forty-second  year  of  Her  Majesty’s  reign.

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Sovereign  Grand  Commander  thanked  Mr.  Maier  for  his  excellent  address,  and 
invited  him  to  stay  for  luncheon  and  the  showing  of  the  video  by  the  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  called  for  the  Roll  of  Grand  Representatives  near 
this  Supreme  Council  of  the  Supreme  Councils  in  Amity  and  National  Grand  Lodges  in 
Amity  with  this  Supreme  Council,  all  of  whom  were  welcomed  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander. 

Bro.  George  Schaef  arose  to  reply  on  behalf  of  all  the  Grand  Representatives. 

Bro.  Schaef  said  what  a  pleasure  it  was  for  him  to  be  given  this  honour  of  replying 
on  their  behalf.  Eve  had  the  privilege  of  being  the  representative  to  Finland.  Last  June, 
Ill.  Bros.  Groves  and  Romagnoli  and  myself  were  enjoying  a  cruise  on  the  Baltic,  and 
one  of  the  ports  of  call  was  Helsinki,  Finland.  Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was 
made  aware  of  this  and  asked  if  I  would  arrange  to  meet  Finland’s  representative  to  our 
Supreme  Council,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lauri  Sarkia.  I  was  delighted  to  have 
this  honour  and,  at  that  time,  I  presented  to  Bro.  Sarkia,  the  jewel  of  an  Honorary 
Member  of  this  Supreme  Council  and  a  certificate  of  Honorary  Membership.  He  was  so 
delighted,  and  sends  his  best  regards  to  you.  Commander,  and  this  Supreme  Council. 
Bro.  Schaef  said  what  a  pleasure  it  was  for  the  Canadian  brethren  to  have  enjoyed  the 
hospitality  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lauri  Sarkia  and  his  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  Reijo  Ahtokari. 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  V.  Lawer  delivered  his  Allocution. 

ALLOCUTION  OF  THE 
SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER 


Peers  and  Brethren: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  22(s)  of  the  Statutes  of  this  Supreme 
Council,  I  am  pleased  to  present  to  you  my  written  allocution. 

The  opening  words  of  Article  22  declare  that  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  is 
the  supreme  head  and  ruler  of  the  Rite  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Supreme  Council, 
and  charge  him  with  its  general  supervision  and  government. 

For  greater  certainty,  the  Article  enumerates  certain  specific  powers  and  duties 
with  which  he  is  invested.  That  the  list  is  not  intended  to  derogate  from  the  general 
authority  is  clarified  by  Article  22(t)  which  authorizes  him  to  do  all  other  acts  and  per¬ 
form  all  other  duties  as  in  his  judgment  the  interests  of  the  Rite  may  require. 

He  is  however,  expected  to  fulfil  the  obligation  to  which  he  committed  himself 
when  he  assumed  his  office,  to  rule  solely  that  those  governed  may  be  defended,  pro¬ 
tected,  improved  and  bettered,  and  that  he  would  never  be  arbitrary  or  discourteous,  but 
would  govern  justly,  impartially  and  equitably. 

To  this  end,  the  Statutes  provide  that  for  every  action  he  is  responsible  to  this 
Supreme  Council.  He  is  required  to  report  his  actions  to  the  Council,  and  his  rulings  and 
recommendations  are  to  be  recorded  in  his  allocution  and  referred  to  the  Committee  On 
Jurisdiction  and  Legislation  for  consideration  and  report  to  Supreme  Council. 
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What  a  privilege  it  is  to  deliver  my  allocution  in  this  magnificent  Cathedral  in 
Hamilton,  the  very  cradle  and  centre  of  the  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  in  Canada. 

The  City  of  Hamilton  is  named  in  honour  of  one  of  its  early  settlers  and  benefac¬ 
tors,  George  H.  Hamilton,  who  came  to  the  area  from  Queenston  following  the  outbreak 
of  the  war  of  1812.  His  father.  The  Honourable  Robert  Hamilton,  a  prominent  mer¬ 
chant,  landowner  and  later  judge,  had  been  installed  in  1795  as  the  Provincial  Deputy 
Grand  Master  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Upper  Canada.  His  father-in-law  was 
William  Jarvis,  Provincial  Secretary  of  Upper  Canada  and  Provincial  Grand  Master. 

While  it  is  not  known  whether  George  Hamilton  was  himself  a  Mason,  he  certainly 
gave  evidence  of  sharing  Masonic  traits  in  his  character  for  he  has  been  described  as  “A 
Man . always  known  for  his  help  to  the  poor  and  needy . from  whose  door . no  sup¬ 

pliant  was  ever  turned  away”. 

His  generosity  to  the  public  at  large  was  demonstrated  by  his  donation  to  the  city  of 
Gore  Park  and  Prince’s  Square. 

In  that  square  in  front  of  the  Wentworth  County  Court  House  was  unveiled,  on 
Empire  Day  in  1929,  the  very  handsome  monument  to  The  United  Empire  Loyalists. 

The  inscription  on  the  monument’s  east  panel  says  of  these  Loyalists  that  they 
“were  distinguished  for  their  devotion  to  principle,  for  their  valour  in  battle  during  the 
American  Revolution,  and  for  their  loyalty  and  bravery  in  the  war  of  1812-1814  in 
defence  of  Canadian  homes  and  hearths.  They  set  the  stamp  of  their  character  in  the 
institutions  of  this  country  and  handed  them  on  to  succeeding  generations  glorified  by 
their  sacrifices,  enriched  by  their  labours,  and  made  sure  by  their  indomitable  spirit.” 

It  was  to  one  of  these  Loyalists,  Caleb  Reynolds,  that  the  crown  granted,  on 
December  15,  1796,  the  land  upon  which  this  building  stands. 

The  indomitable  uncompromising  spirit  of  the  Loyalists  was  obviously  inherited  by 
those  leaders  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Hamilton,  who  acquired  the  property  for  the  Order 
in  1920,  and  whose  foresight  and  earnest  endeavours  led  to  the  erection  of  this  splendid 
Cathedral  opened  and  dedicated  on  May  7,  1923 — seventy  years  ago  this  year  -  by  the 
then  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Sir  John  M.  Gibson,  K.C.M.G. 

On  a  personal  note,  it  was  in  this  very  room  that  on  Saturday,  September  13,  1975, 
I  was  crowned  a  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General. 

The  hard-working  and  very  talented  Hamilton  organizing  committee  under  the 
leadership  of  their  General  Chairman  Ill.'.  Bro.'.  Allard  B.  Loopstra,  33°.  have  promised 
to  “steel”  our  hearts  away  during  this  week.  With  the  programme  they  have  planned  so 
carefully  and  with  such  imagination  I  have  no  doubt  they  will  succeed  in  doing  so. 

NECROLOGY 

As  Masons,  we  are  reminded  that  we  owe  a  grateful  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memo¬ 
ry  of  our  departed  worthy  brethren.  While  we  mourn  their  departure  from  us,  we  are 
consoled  with  the  reflection  that  the  souls  of  the  good  and  righteous  dead  are  immortal, 
and  that  their  influences  live  beyond  the  grave. 
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I  commend  to  your  reading  and  reflection  the  Balusters  issued  by  the  Supreme 
Council  following  the  death  of  an  Active  or  Past  Active  Member,  and  to  the  obituaries 
of  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General  published  in  the  annual  Proceedings. 

Since  we  last  we  met  in  Annual  Session  one  of  our  Active  Members  and  two  of  our 
Past  Active  Members  have  been  called  home. 

ILL  A  BRO  A  RICHARD  JOHN  LORD,  33° 

When  Ill  A  Bro  A  Lord  passed  away  on  November  28,  1992, 1  felt  a  very  deep  sense 
of  personal  loss.  It  had  been  my  privilege  to  work  closely  with  him  when  I  was  Grand 
Secretary-General  and  he  filled  so  ably  the  office  of  Grand  Treasurer-General. 

Later  I  continued  to  benefit  from  his  wise  counsel  after  he  had  retired  to  Past 
Active  rank.  It  was  also  my  pleasure  to  share  many  hours  with  him  after  my  admission 
into  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  during  the  years  he  served  the  Order  so  faithfully  as 
Provincial  Grand  Secretary  of  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  for  the  Province  of  Ontario.  I 
felt  honoured  to  be  invited  to  be  a  pallbearer  at  his  funeral  at  St.  Paul’s  Anglican 
Church,  Westdale,  when  this  true  son  of  Erin  was  received  into  the  nearer  presence  of 
God. 

ILL.  BRO.  .DOUGLAS  ANDREW  RENNIE,  33° 

During  the  years  he  served  as  an  Active  Member  of  the  Supreme  Council  and  as 
Deputy  for  Quebec,  I  had  come  to  admire  and  respect,  and  to  genuinely  like, 
Ill  .’.Bro. '.Rennie.  Always  cheerful  and  helpful,  he  bore  with  great  courage  the  very 
serious  illness  to  which  he  finally  succumbed  on  December  15,  1992.  The  Scottish  Rite 
and  Freemasonry,  particularly  in  Quebec,  lost  a  tireless  faithful  brother  as  a  result  of  his 
death.  I,  personally,  and  all  members  of  Supreme  Council  will  sorely  miss  him. 

ILL.  BRO.  .WILLIAM  RALPH  CARMICHAEL,  33° 

Past  Active  Member  and  Past  Deputy  for  Quebec,  Ill  .’.Bro.’.  Bill  Carmichael  died 
on  March  10,  1993.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  knowing  him  from  the  time  he  became  an 
Active  Member  of  Supreme  Council  in  1982,  and  had  benefited  from  his  help  to  me 
personally  and  from  the  contribution  he  made  to  the  Scottish  Rite.  He  lived  a  full  and 
committed  life  to  his  family,  church,  community  and  Freemasonry.  Each  of  us  whose 
lives  he  touched  will  feel  blessed  for  having  shared  a  portion  of  his  life  with  him. 

HONORARY  INSPECTORS-GENERAL,  33°

Chaulk,  33°,  Deputy  for  New  Brunswick,  in  the  presence  of  other  brethren,  including 
Brother  Crandall’s  sponsors  and  the  presiding  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  attended  at 
Kenneth  Spencer  Memorial  Home  and  conferred  the  degree  upon  Brother  Crandall  in 
the  privacy  of  his  room.  I  was  very  pleased  to  grant  retroactively  my  Dispensation  to 
permit  the  Conferral  in  other  than  a  regular  Constituent  body  of  the  Rite  duly  convened. 
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pursuant  to  Article  88(c),  and  to  confirm  the  action  of  the  Illustrious  Deputy  pursuant  to 
Articles  22(e)  and  (t).  I  respectfully  request  confirmation  of  my  action  from  Supreme 
Council  at  this  Annual  Session.

Having  received  the  Petition  of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  at  Hamilton,  Ontario, 
to  review  the  rejection  by  ballot  of  the  application  for  membership  of  Brother  Frederick 
Baugh,  duly  approved  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  79(b)  of  the  Statutes, 
bearing  the  recommendation  of  Ill .'.  Bro.'.  John  W.  Lowry,  33°,  Deputy  for  Ontario, 
that  I  approve  the  petition,  and  having  considered  the  report  of  the  investigating  com¬ 
mittee,  I  approved  the  petition  and  provided  that  it  would  require  one  quarter  of  the 
members  present  and  voting  at  a  subsequent  ballot  to  reject  the  candidate. 

Having  received  the  Petition  of  Windsor  Lodge  of  Perfection  at  Windsor,  Ontario, 
to  review  the  rejection  of  the  entire  list  of  candidates  balloted  upon  at  the  regular  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  lodge  on  March  9,  1993,  duly  approved  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Article  79(b)  of  the  Statutes,  bearing  the  recommendation  of  Ill.’.Bro.'.G.  Carlton 
Phair,  33°,  Deputy  for  Ontario,  that  I  approve  the  petition,  and  having  considered  the 
report  of  the  investigating  committee,  I  approved  the  petition  and  provided  that  it  would 
require  one  quarter  of  the  members  present  and  voting  at  a  subsequent  ballot  to  reject 
the  candidates. 

ORDER  OF  DE  MOLAY

It  really  is  important  for  us  to  encourage  and  support  young  men  of  the  calibre  I 
have  seen  and  met  who,  imbued  with  Masonic  ideals,  may  become  leaders  of  our  nation 
in  years  to  come. 
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THE  SUPREME  COUNCILLOR 

Sparked  by  its  Chairman  Ill Bro.\ R.  Eldon  Greer,  33°,  the  Committee  On  The 
Supreme  Councillor  succeeded  in  achieving  the  goals  they  set  for  themselves  as 
announced  at  the  1992  Annual  Session-two  editions,  fewer  pages,  and  larger  print. 

The  appearance  of  Edition  No.  45  in  November  1992,  was  especially  welcome 
since  it  communicated  to  all  our  members  across  Canada  the  highlights  of  the  1992 
Annual  Session  months  before  the  publication  of  the  formal  Proceedings  of  the  Session. 

Edition  No.  46,  dated  August  1993,  catches  up  on  a  number  of  events  which  have 
occurred  during  the  year  and,  as  well,  highlights  the  very  essential  theme  of 
“Stimulating  New  Membership”.  Its  appearance  at  this  time  of  year  should  insure  that 
valley  secretaries  and  registrars  will  be  able  to  include  copies  with  their  earliest  autumn 
mailings.  Being  lighter  in  weight-it  contains  only  four  pages,  and  being  prefolded  to  fit 
into  a  number  ten  envelope-should  assist  them  to  achieve  this  objective,  and  to  do  so  at 
no  additional  cost  for  postage.

Charity,  of  course,  blesses  those  who  give  as  well  as  those  who  receive,  and  I  per¬ 
sonally  have  been  blessed  by  having  been  permitted  to  serve  as  an  officer  and  director 
of  the  Foundation  and  as  a  member  of  its  Award  Committee. 

Ill.\Bro.\Dr.  N.  Richard  Richards,  33°,  is  to  be  commended  for  his  continued 
leadership  as  President  of  the  Foundation.  He  is  very  ably  supported  not  only  by  the 
officers,  directors  and  awards  committee  members,  but  also  by  Dr.  Marcia  Rioux  and 
the  staff  of  The  G.  Allan  Roeher  Institute,  and  by  the  representatives  of  the  Foundation 
in  every  Scottish  Rite  valley  in  Canada. 

These  Valley  Representatives  perform  a  splendid  service  in  reminding  our  mem¬ 
bers  that  it  is  only  through  their  continuing  contributions  that  students  can  be  trained, 
research  can  be  intensified  and,  in  the  end,  the  cures  will  be  found  to  alleviate  and  final¬ 
ly  terminate  the  sufferings  of  those  of  our  fellow  human  beings  whose  lives  are  clouded 
by  intellectual  disabilities. 

I  was  saddened,  indeed,  to  learn  of  the  recent  death  of  Ill  Bro  T.  Gerry  Mavety, 
a  tireless  and  enthusiastic  worker  for  the  Foundation  as  its  representative  in  the  Valley

this  Supreme  Council  Session.  I  know  how  much  he  was  looking  forward  to  receiving 
the  honour,  but  I  am  sure  that  instead  he  has  received  an  even  higher  reward  elsewhere. 

On  August  1 3  last,  I  was  present  at  the  office  of  Sierra  Corporate  Productions  Inc. 
for  the  preliminary  screening  of  “Finding  the  Way”,  the  videotape  produced  for  the 
Foundation,  which,  if  it  receives  the  distribution  it  deserves,  should  demonstrate  in  a 
dramatic  visual  presentation  to  Scottish  Rite  Masons  and  hopefully,  to  the  wider  general 
public,  what  their  contributions  now,  and  later  through  bequests  in  their  wills,  can  mean 
to  finding  the  cures  for  which  we  all  pray. 

During  the  year.  Certificates  of  Registration  of  the  trade-marks  for  The  Scottish 
Rite  Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada  and  design,  and  the  man-fanciful  and  triangle 
design  were  issued  by  the  Registrar  of  Trade-Marks.  The  registrations  are  for  a  term  of 
fifteen  years  from  the  respective  dates  of  registration  namely,  March  12,  1993  and  April 
16,  1993,  and  are  renewable. 

I  wish  to  express  appreciation  to  Ill  .‘.Bro  .’.William  R.  Meredith,  Q.C.,  for  his 
expertise  in  effecting  these  registrations  for  the  Foundation. 

I  should  mention  that  he  has  drawn  our  attention  to  the  fact  that  instances  have 
occurred  wherein  trade-marks  have  been  cancelled  because  they  were  being  used  in 
Canada,  with  the  owner’s  permission,  by  other  than  the  owner,  and  they  were  not  cov¬ 
ered  by  a  recorded  registered  user  at  the  Trade-Marks’  office.  Therefore,  no  one,  includ¬ 
ing  the  Supreme  Council  and  the  constituent  bodies  should  use  the  Trade-Marks  unless 
they  have  written  permission  to  do  so  from  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  of 
Canada  and  unless,  through  the  Foundation,  they  are  recorded  at  the  Trade-Marks  office 
as  a  registered  user.

I  really  cannot  find  words  adequate  enough  to  express  satisfactorily  my  sincerest 
appreciation  to  those  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  who  succeeded  in  making  me  feel  so 
very  welcome  on  my  visits  to  so  many  valleys  during  this  past  year.

Commanders  and  the  other  members  of  the  Advisory  Council,  from  the  Deputies,  and 
other  Officers  of  Supreme  Council.  I  am,  of  course,  particularly  indebted  to  Grand 
Secretary-General  Ill .’.  Bro  .'.  John  I.  Carrick,  33°,  Executive  Secretary 
Ill  .'.Bro. ‘.Robert  G.  Wands,  33°,  Ms.  Margaret  L.  Tweedle  and  Mrs.  Katie  B.  Benton. 
Their  help  on  an  almost  daily  basis  has  been  invaluable,  and  I  am  most  appreciative  of 
all  the  assistance  they  have  given  me.

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

This  Annual  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1993,  records  a  net  decrease  of  710  resulting  in  a  total  membership  of  30,748. 

Membership  in  our  Lodges  of  Perfection  decreased  by  710  or  2.3%,  the  Chapters 
of  Rose  Croix  decreased  by  509  or  1 .9%  and  the  total  membership  of  the  Consistories 
decreased  by  153  or  .6%. 

For  the  Fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1993,  the  following  amounts  totalling  $438,488 
were  received  and  remitted  to  the  Grand-Treasurer  General:

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  TREASURER-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  the  Financial  Statements  and  Auditors’  Report  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1993,  which  will  be  published  in  the  Proceedings  of  this  Session.  These 
Financial  Statements  constitute  both  a  general  and  a  detailed  report  of  all  revenues  and 
expenses  during  the  year  as  required  by  Article  28(c)  of  the  Statutes. 

The  net  value  of  all  assets  of  Supreme  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review, 
consisting  of  cash  on  deposit,  investments  at  cost  together  with  amounts  receivable  or 
prepaid  at  June  30th,  amounted  to  $1,245,029,  an  increase  of  $134,898  from  the  preced¬ 
ing  year. 

Total  operating  revenue  of  $208,593  was  $2,527  more  and  operating  expenses  of 
$178,025  were  $31,942  less  than  those  of  the  previous  year.  As  a  result,  the  1993  fiscal 
year  produced  an  operating  surplus  of  $30,568  as  compared  to  an  operating  deficit  of 
$3,901  for  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  the  operating  results,  there  were  investment  income  and  capital  loss¬ 
es  of  $104,430  compared  to  similar  income  of  $90,263  in  the  previous  year.  As  a  result, 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1993,  shows  a  net  surplus  of  $134,898  compared  to  a  net  sur¬ 
plus  of  $86,362  for  1992.  Increased  investment  income  has  contributed  significantly  to 
the  improved  financial  results  as  have  reduced  costs  of  our  Annual  Session  and  other 
activites.  Again,  those  responsible  for  controlling  those  expenditures  are  to  be  compli¬ 
mented  for  the  results  experienced. 

I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  Ill.  Bros.  John  I.  Carrick,  33°,  and  Robert  G.  Wands, 
33°,  for  their  invaluable  advice  and  assistance  during  the  year  as  well  as  to  Ms. 
Margaret  L.  Tweedle  and  Mrs.  Katie  B.  Benton  who  have  served  us  so  well  in  our 
office.

The  details  of  securities  matured  and 
purchased  are  disclosed  in  the  Annual  Financial  Statements.

To  the  Members  of  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient

We  have  audited  the  statement  of  financial  position  of  the  Supreme  Council  33®  of  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada  as  at  June  30,  1993,  and  the  statements  of  revenue 
and  expenses  and  capital  and  changes  in  financial  position  for  the  year  then  ended.  These  financial 
statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  organization's  management  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an 
opinion  on  these  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards 
require  that  we  plan  and  perform  an  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  whether  the  financial 
statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence 
supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the 
accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management  as  well  as  evaluating  the 
overall  financial  statement  presentation.

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FRIDAY  NOON,  SEPTEMBER  10, 1993 
FOUNDATION  LUNCHEON 

The  Luncheon  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  was  held  in  the  Scottish 
Rite  Banquet  Room,  Hamilton,  Ontario,  with  Dr.  N.  Richard  Richards  presiding. 

Dr.  Richards  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  asked  Rev.  William  Fairley  to  give 
the  Invocation.  All  enjoyed  a  very  tasty  lunch  so  well  served  by  the  staff. 

After  lunch.  Dr.  Richards  introduced  a  video  which  he  recommended  to  the 
Foundation  Board  be  produced.  This  video,  “Finding  The  Way”,  covering  the  work  of 
the  Foundation  in  the  field  of  mental  retardation  and  Alzheimer’s  disease,  was  produced 
by  Sierra  Corpotate  Productions  Inc.  of  Toronto.  The  script  was  written  by  Ms.  Betty 
Scott.  Mr.  Russell  Philion,  of  Sierra  Corp.  Productions,  set  the  screen  and  projector  for 
the  presentation.  All  were  favourably  impressed  with  the  quality  of  the  video. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  presentation,  Dr.  Richards  hoped  that  all  had  enjoyed  it 
and  would  use  it  to  advantage  in  each  of  their  valleys. 

Dr.  Richards  asked  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer  to  approach  the  dias.  Dr. 
Richards  presented  the  first  copy  of  the  video  to  Mr.  Lawer.  Mr.  Lawer  in  turn  present¬ 
ed  a  copy  of  the  video  to  each  of  the  provincial  deputies. 

Mr.  Marquis  asked  if  each  could  pay  for  the  video,  at  which  time  Dr.  Richards 
introduced  his  Sales  Manager,  Mr.  Roy  Austin.  Mr.  Austin  said  he  would  be  pleased  to 
accept  $19.95  for  each. 

Mr.  Austin  said  that  at  each  table  was  one  of  his  sales  representatives  ready  to  sell 
a  video  to  each  person.  The  sales  were  brisk.  Over  $2,000.  worth  were  sold.  Dr. 
Richards  was  ecstatic.  Together  with  the  sales  of  the  video  and  valley  presentation,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Foundation,  Mr.  Fenton,  was  able  to  bank  more  than  $40,000.  Dr. 
Richards  thanked  all  for  their  support. 

Dr.  Richards  adjourned  the  luncheon  at  1:45  p.m.  and  said  the  afternoon  Session 
Question  &  Answer  Period  would  convene  in  the  Cathedral  Auditorium  in  15  minutes. 


FRIDAY  AFTERNOON,  SEPTEMBER  10,  1993 
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FRIDAY  AFTERNOON,  SEPTEMBER  10, 1993 
GENERAL  SESSION 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  V.  Lawer  called  the  afternoon  General  Session 
to  order  at  2:00  p.m.,  in  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral,  Hamilton,  Ontario. 

Bro.  Lawer  said  that  this  Question  and  Answer  Period  has  become  a  cherished  part 
of  our  Annual  Session  -  a  time  set  aside  when  each  member  has  an  opportunity  to  ask  a 
question  or  present  a  point  of  view  that  has  perhaps  been  troubling  him  for  some  time, 
without  getting  a  satisfactory  answer.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  went  on  to  say 
that  Bro.  Bennett  has  been  chairing  these  informal  discussions  since  their  inception  sev¬ 
eral  years  ago,  and  is  again  going  to  do  an  outstanding  job  of  fielding  all  the  questions 
and  direct  them  to  the  right  person  for  a  satisfactory  answer.  Thus,  Bro.  Gordon  Bennett 
assumed  the  chair  for  the  1993  Session  of  the  Question  and  Answer  Period. 

Bro.  Bennett  thanked  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  those  kind  words  and 
said  he  would  try  to  make  this  session  as  interesting  as  possible.  Since  no  prepared 
questions  had  been  given  to  him,  the  session  is  wide  open  for  any  brother  to  present  the 
first  question 

Question: 

One  brother  presented  a  problem  that  has  been  of  some  concern  for  some  time,  per¬ 
taining  to  the  wearing  of  the  14°  Ring.  Some  members  wear  a  wedding  band  and  do  not 
wish  to  remove  it  to  wear  the  14°  ring,  and  hesitate  to  wear  both  rings  on  the  same  fin¬ 
ger. 

Answer: 

There  were  several  points  of  view  expressed.  The  ring  could  be  worn  on  the  right 
hand.  The  ring  charge  states  that  you  may  wear  it,  not  must.  Another  brother  stated  that 
Supreme  Council  cannot  legislate  its  use  or  where  to  wear  it.  To  all  assembled  it 
appeared  to  be  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  it  is  just  a  personal  choice. 

Question: 

In  these  difficult  financial  times,  the  question  was  asked  how  valleys  are  coping 
with  the  cost  of  maintaining  their  lodge  buildings.  This  question  touched  a  tender  nerve, 
for  many  lodges  are  having  financial  difficulties  and  need  some  assistance.  Some 
Masonic  holding  companies  are  letting  the  premises  to  other  Masonic  bodies,  craft 
lodges,  Scottish  Rite,  York  Rite,  several  women’s  groups,  Eastern  Star,  Jobs  Daughters, 
Rebecca’s,  Rainbow  Girls.  All  are  being  accommodated  in  one  or  more  craft  or  Scottish 
Rite  buildings. 

Answer: 

It  is  a  necessity  today  to  share  quarters,  to  help  cut  the  burden  of  taxes,  heat  and 
repairs.  All  senior  levels  of  our  organization  are  very  conscious  of  these  on  going  finan¬ 
cial  problems.  Declining  membership  and  increased  costs  spell  disaster  for  all.  Each 
valley  must  take  steps  to  attempt  to  find  a  solution  that  suites  them.  Taxes  on  the 
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Scottish  Rite  Temple  in  Hamilton,  are  over  $1,000.  a  week,  whether  it’s  used  or  not. 
The  Board  of  Directors  has  permitted  weddings  to  be  held  in  the  Cathedral.  Coupled 
with  wedding  receptions  in  the  banquet  room,  this  has  helped  to  lessen  the  cost  of  main¬ 
taining  this  magnificent  building.  These  comments  indicate  that  all  valleys  must  be 
more  innovative  to  find  ways  of  improving  their  financial  base. 

It  was  a  general  opinion  that  Masonry  has  a  very  low  profile.  People  who  are  asked 
on  the  street,  fail  to  know  who  we  are  and  for  what  we  stand.  All  felt  that  it  was  time  for 
us  to  stop  hiding  ourselves  under  a  bushel.  Just  recently,  when  the  Hamilton  brethren 
were  seeking  some  publicity,  they  approached  the  Spectator  for  some  news  support. 
The  local  committee  members  were  very  surprised  that  no  one  in  the  newsroom  knew 
what  Scottish  Rite  was  or  where  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  was  located.  A  very  sad 
commentary  in  a  city  that  feels  that  the  Cathedral  is  a  well-known  landmark.  It  certainly 
indicates  that  we  must  endeavour  to  present  a  more  visible  appearance  to  the  general 
public,  and  to  get  a  little  more  credit  for  our  contributions  to  the  community  as  a  whole. 
Many  of  our  philanthropies  are  rarely  mentioned  in  the  press  although  our  contributions 
total  more  than  a  $1,000.  a  day  from  the  Scottish  Rite  alone,  not  to  even  mention  craft 
and  other  concordant  bodies. 

Answer:  Ill Bro Skip  Whitley,  Toronto 

Pertaining  to  the  subject  of  publicity.  In  the  Toronto  Valley,  the  Scottish  Rite  bod¬ 
ies  have  researched  and  presented  the  Scottish  Rite  1st  and  2nd  degrees  and  presented 
the  work  to  Craft  Masons.  The  attendance  and  reception  was  excellent.  Bro.  Whiteley, 
who  is  Chairman  of  the  Public  Relations  Committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario,  went  on  to  say  that  the  Hamilton  brethren  should  be  congratu¬ 
lated  in  the  excellent  display  they  mounted  in  the  mall  to  highlight  our  Supreme 
Council  Session  in  Hamilton  this  week. 

Further  to  this,  he  said  that  Grand  Lodge,  together  with  Royal  Arch  Chapter, 
Scottish  Rite  bodies,  and  the  Shrine,  is  manning  an  information  booth  at  ploughing 
matches  and  fall  fairs  throughout  Ontario,  to  present  in  a  very  positive  way,  who  and 
what  Freemasonry  is. 

Craft  lodges  in  Ontario,  under  the  support  of  our  Past  Grand  Master,  Norman  E. 
Byrne,  are  holding  “Open  Houses”  to  acquaint  families  and  friends  as  to  the  fundamen¬ 
tal  teaching  of  Freemasonry. 

Adding  to  what  had  already  been  said  on  the  subject,  a  brother  from  Chatham 
remarked  that  it  was  unfortunate  that  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer  was 
placed  in  a  rather  uncomfortable  position  this  past  week  when  he  met  the  press.  This 
brother  suggested  that  a  public  relations  committee  be  established  to  assist  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  all  valleys  in  dealing  with  the  press.  He  further  stated 
that  all  Masonic  bodies,  craft,  Royal  Arch,  Shrine,  and  Scottish  Rite,  together  with  the 
many  other  affiliated  societies,  get  little  recognition  for  the  myriad  of  good  works  that 
they  do.  He  suggested  that,  at  least  once  a  year,  a  major  campaign  be  arranged  to  show 
the  extent  of  charitable  works  and  monetary  contribution  contributed  by  these  several 
bodies. 

Chairman  Bennett  congratulated  the  brothers  on  a  very  practical  suggestion. 
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Question:  Ill.’.  Bro  .'.Fox,  Victoria,  BC 

Bro.  Fox  said,  although  he  was  an  easterner  from  Montreal,  he  left  the  east  and 
journeyed  west.  His  question  concerns  Supreme  Council  Sessions.  Bro.  Fox  perusing 
past  Sessions  noted  Montreal  had  very  many,  Vancouver  a  few,  but  Victoria  none. 
When  he  was  TPGM.  of  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1969,  he  thought  the  Session 
could  or  should  be  in  Victoria,  but  he  did  not  wish  to  press  the  point  even  though  he  felt 
they  had  the  facilities  and  capabilities  to  do  so. 

Answer:  SGC  Lawer 

It  is  not  our  habit  to  impose  ourselves  on  any  valley.  The  brethren  must  offer  an 
invitation  to  Supreme  Council,  which  tendered,  the  Council  would  decide  if  the  valley 
has  the  necessary  hotel  accommodations  and  the  dedicated  officers  to  host  the  Session. 
However,  Bro.  Fox,  our  card  is  full  for  the  next  ten  years.  Your  valley  could  be  accom¬ 
modated  perhaps  in  the  year  2006. 

Bro.  Fox  thanked  Bro.  Lawer  for  his  explanation  saying  he  would  not  personally 
pursue  this  invitation,  as  his  age  might  prevent  him  from  attending. 

Question:  Why  are  some  degrees  obligatory? 

Answer:  Bro.  Sankey 

The  subject  of  obligatory  degrees  is  a  very  old  one.  Originally,  in  Canada,  specific 
degrees  were  selected  which  contained,  in  the  minds  of  those  that  picked  them,  the  most 
essential  and  crucial  parts  of  our  various  degrees.  Certainly  the  13°  is  necessary  as  a 
prelude  to  the  14°.  Certainly  the  4°  is  an  introduction  to  Freemasonry  and  in  which  we 
find  that  anything  we  undertake  in  our  individual  search  for  perfection  requires  a  sense 
of  commitment.  The  5°  was  selected  for  obvious  reasons,  because  it  selected  an  exem¬ 
plar,  and  I  use  that  word  very  deliberately,  who  was  completely  universal,  an  idealized 
Freemason  about  whom  we  really  know  very  little,  and,  therefore,  as  the  Master  Hiram 
a  possible  exemplar  for  any  of  us  individually. 

The  15°  has  obvious  merits  of  its  own,  and  very  special  merits.  The  18°  is  obvious¬ 
ly  of  maximum  importance. 

These  were  carefully  reviewed  by  my  committee  many  years  ago.  Two  surveys 
were  made.  One  in  my  own  Lodge  of  Perfection.  We  do  all  the  Perfection  degrees,  and 
in  the  Rose  Croix  Chapter,  all  of  the  Chapter  degrees  over  the  year.  All  the  candidates 
were  asked  which  of  the  obligatory  degrees  they  would  willingly  omit  and  the  answer 
may  surprise  you  as  they  said  “None.  We  want  more”. 

The  other  side  of  the  coin,  speaking  in  deference  to  our  American  brethren,  and  I 
assure  you  I  have  seen  articles  published,  and  I’m  sure  you  have  too,  an  advertizement 
published  in  the  paper  proclaiming  -  that  a  man  could  become  a  32°  Mason  on  one 
Saturday  and  the  basic  requirement  was  attending  a  portrayal  of  the  32°  and  one  other 
degree.  I’m  very  sorry  brethren,  and  I  apologize  to  my  American  brethren,  but  to  me 
that  is  rubbish. 
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An  extreme  example  in  the  other  way,  as  mentioned  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  The  Netherlands,  was  that  you  do  not  even  get  your  2°  until  you  have 
proved  yourself  in  the  1°,  have  written  a  paper  on  the  1°  and  know  what  it  is  all  about. 
Now  we  have  tried  to  strike  some  kind  of  reasonable  medium.  The  matter  has  come  up 
before  and  will  come  up  again.  I  believe  the  present  compulsory  degrees  are  a  reason¬ 
able  balance  between  one  extreme  and  the  other,  and  I  back  it  merely  on  that  basis. 
Obviously  the  Supreme  Council  can  vary  it  any  way  it  chooses. 

Bro.  Bennett  thanked  Bro.  Sankey  very  much  for  an  excellent,  clear,  and  very  lucid 
answer  to  a  very  interesting  question,  as  he  has  done  on  many  previous  occasions. 

Bro.  Bennett  called  upon  any  of  the  visiting  brethren  to  offer  any  comments,  or  to  pose 
any  questions  they  might  have,  to  give  us  the  benefit  of  experience  in  their  jurisdiction. 

Bro.  Bennett  said  that  the  time  allotted  to  the  Question  and  Answer  Period  had  slipped 
by  all  too  quickly  and  he  must  return  the  gavel  to  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer. 

Bro.  Lawer  thanked  Bro.  Bennett  for  a  very  enjoyable  and  interesting  question 
period.  The  questions,  all  impromptu,  had  been  wide  spread  and  varied.  He  thanked  all 
for  their  interesting  participation.  Bro.  Lawer  went  on  to  say  that,  perhaps  all  did  not 
receive  the  answers  they  had  expected,  but  the  questions  have  been  heard  and  will  cer¬ 
tainly  be  considered. 

SGC  John  Lawer  asked  Ill  Bro Maxwell  of  the  Northern  Jurisdiction  and 
Ill.'.Bro.’.Rehberg  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  and  the  Grand  Treasurer-General  N. 
Fenton  to  approach  the  altar. 

My  brethren,  your  friends  in  Canada  have  been  most  upset  with  the  inclement 
weather  that  has  struck  many  states  in  your  jurisdiction  along  the  Mississippi  Valley. 
We  cannot  appreciate  the  overwhelming  devastation  and  destruction  that  has  occurred,

Fenton  has  a  cheque  for  each  of  your 
jurisdictions,  as  a  very  small  token  of  the  anxiety  we  are  feeling  for  all  those  stricken. 

Bro.  Maxwell,  speaking  for  both  jurisdictions,  thanked  Bros.  Lawer  and  Fenton  for 
this  very  generous  thought  of  kindness.  It  will  be  directed  to  the  agencies  that  are  super¬ 
vising  the  relief  effort.  On  behalf  of  our  American  family,  we  thank  you  most  sincerely. 

In  continuing  with  the  afternoon  Session,  Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Bro.  Atchison  for 
the  report  on  Unfinished  Business  to  have  been  given  by  Bro.  Carveth,  who,  due  to 
health  problems,  was  not  present. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
ON  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  no  items  of  unfinished  business  arising 
from  Sessions  of  this  Supreme  Council  in  the  years  prior  to  1991  remain  unresolved. 

The  only  matters  which  appear  to  remain  outstanding  from  the  1991  Session  all 
concern  Scottish  Rite  Rituals. 

6°  (1991  Proceedings,  page  123-124)  Since  the  6°  ritual  was  virtually  out  of 

print.  The  Committee  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic  Matter  recommended  a  num¬ 
ber  of  revisions  for  a  new  edition.  Their  report  was  adopted,  but  the  revised 
version  has  not  yet  been  printed  and  distributed. 

14°  (1991  Proceedings,  page  124)  The  14°  ritual  is  also  out  of  print.  Numerous 
changes  were  recommended  in  1991  by  the  Committee  and  these  were  adopt¬ 
ed  by  Supreme  Council.  Printing  of  the  corrected  version  has  been  delayed 
pending  approval  of  a  proposed  revision  to  the  “Ineffable  Word”  lecture. 

18°  (1991  Proceedings,  page  124)  The  18°  ritual  is  substantially  out  of  print.  The 
only  change  recommended  by  the  Committee  was  the  addition  of  the  table 
ceremony,  using  the  same  words  as  in  the  14°  to  differentiate  clearly  between 
our  Masonic  ceremony  and  the  sacramental  significance  of  bread  and  wine  in 
religious  practice.  The  new  edition  has  not  yet  been  printed. 

33°  (1991  Proceedings,  page  125)  The  Committee  proposed  certain  revision  in 
the  33°  ritual  which  were  seemingly  not  approved  until  1992.  The  revised  rit¬ 
ual  is  currently  being  prepared  and  printed  in  our  Hamilton  office  and  should 
be  available  shortly.

Grand  Secretary-General  moved,  seconded  by  the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  that 
these  reports  be  accepted  and  received  for  publication  in  the  Proceedings  of  Supreme 
Council.  Carried. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Bro.  Matheson  for  his  report  on  the  General  State  of  the  Rite. 


REPORT  ON  THE  GENERAL  STATE  OF  THE  RITE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

As  required  by  Article  40(d),  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  we  are  pleased  to 
present  our  Annual  Report. 

GENERAL 

We  are  pleased,  as  we  have  had  the  distinct  privilege  of  observing  almost  every 
facet  of  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada,  through  the  regular  receipt  of  notices  and  newsletters. 
We  commend  the  Grand  Secretaries/Registrars  of  their  respective  bodies  for  their  inter¬ 
est  and  dedication  as  shown  by  the  support  they  provide  to  their  officers  and  for  the 
information  they  convey  to  the  brethren. 

We  also  receive  the  annual  reports  of  the  deputies  which  you  will  find  printed  in 
the  Proceedings.  These  reports,  taken  together,  provide  an  assessment  of  Scottish  Rite 
in  Canada  for  the  year  under  review. 

We  are  pleased  that  a  synopsis  of  last  year’s  report  appeared  in  the  November  issue 
of  The  Supreme  Councillor  and  to  hear  that  the  report  was  available  for  consideration  in 
a  number  of  valleys.  We  welcome  the  decision  of  The  Supreme  Councillor  Committee 
to  print  a  summer  edition,  on  a  selected  theme,  from  material  taken  from  valley  notices. 
This  publication  will  be  made  available  to  lodges,  chapters,  and  consistories  for  con¬ 
structive  programming  at  the  local  level. 

It  was  brought  to  our  attention,  in  Saskatoon,  that  needless  repetition  of  informa¬ 
tion  was  evident  as  reports  were  made  to  Supreme  Council.  We  feel  that  all  members 
present  would  agree  with  this  observation  and  will  welcome  every  effort  to  improve 
annual  reporting. 
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THE  PROCEEDINGS 

The  Proceedings,  as  in  previous  years,  is  the  time  capsule  which  sets  people, 
places,  trends,  and  achievements  in  context,  and  records  for  all  time,  that  particular  peri¬ 
od  of  history.  Each  volume  contains  a  wealth  of  information.  For  instance,  the  next 
issue  will  proclaim  proudly  that  “Skeena  Lodge  of  Perfection”  was  Constituted  and 
Consecrated  and  its  officers  installed  at  Terrace,  B.C.,  on  May  29,  1993.  The 
Proceedings  will  also  record  that  you  were  present  in  Hamilton  for  the  119th  Annual 
Session  -  a  Session  which  was  carefully  prepared  for  your  benefit  by  the  brethren  of  the 
Valley  of  Hamilton.  We  will  also  learn  from  the  Proceedings  that  the  Obituary  Records 
are  replete  with  Masonic  experience,  of  men  who  put  aside  their  earthly  burdens  leaving 
a  void  for  us  to  fill. 

By  the  way,  has  your  Lodge  of  Perfection  made  last  year’s  Proceedings  available 
to  the  membership? 

HONOURS 

During  the  past  year,  we  seem  to  have  had  a  higher  number  of  50-year  members 
than  in  previous  years.  In  fact,  there  is  an  impressive  list  of  60-year  members.  When 
Ill.'.  Bro.\  Alexander  George  McCorquandale,  33°,  passed  away  just  before  his  101st 
birthday,  he  had  been  recognized  previously  for  his  75  years  of  Masonic  service.  The 
practice  of  naming  reunions  to  honor  distinguished  Masons  continues  to  grow  and  must 
be  encouraged.  It  is  a  practice  which  enables  a  valley  to  point  with  pride  to  one  who  has 
faithfully  laboured  in  the  valley  and  is  highly  esteemed  by  his  brethren.  Scottish  Rite 
has  been  honoured  throughout  Canada  by  the  large  number  of  active  Scottish  Rite 
brethren  who  have  been  elected  or  appointed  to  Grand  Lodge  Offices.  New  Brunswick 
is  honoured  on  this  occasion,  as  our  Immediate  Past  Grand  Master,  M.W.Bro.  Orville 
Herbert  Mason,  is  a  member  of  this  year’s  distinguished  class  of  Illustrious  Honorary 
Inspectors-General. 

We  are  particularly  taken  with  a  program  in  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg.  The  officers 
and  members  of  the  valley  annually  visit  craft  lodges  where  the  masters  are  members  of 
Scottish  Rite  bodies.  On  the  occasion  of  the  visit,  a  memento  is  presented  to  the  master 
on  behalf  of  his  Scottish  Rite  brethren. 

We  congratulate  all  Scottish  Rite  Masons  honoured  by  their  lodge,  church,  city, 
province  and  the  Government  of  Canada. 

DEGREE  PORTRAYAL 

In  all  the  Deputies’  Reports,  the  positive  feeling  of  the  authors  is  conveyed  when 
they  refer  to  the  conferral  of  degrees.  One  such  comment  is  indicative  of  others;  “All 
portrayals  of  the  various  degrees  are  performed  in  an  excellent  manner  and  all  the 
brethren  associated  with  the  degree  work  should  be  congratulated  for  their  efforts.”  It  is 
our  impression  that  the  valleys  are  comfortably  exceeding  Article  88,  which  details  the 
mandatory  degrees,  and  the  continued  development  of  new  casts,  provides  increased 
opportunity  for  involvement  in  Scottish  Rite  activity.  Occasionally,  there  are  glitches  in 
the  organization  and  planning  for  degrees  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to  prevent 
disappointment.  In  one  situation,  the  degree  team  was  fully  prepared,  but  the  candidate 
was  absent.  In  another  case,  the  main  cast  members  had  other  plans  for  that  occasion, 
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and  the  candidates  had  to  be  informed  that  the  degree  was  postponed.  These  situations 
are  counter-productive  to  all  that  we  profess. 

We  commend  the  Deputy  for  Quebec  for  the  progress  being  made  in  advancing 
Scottish  Rite  in  the  French  language.  It  is  exciting  to  hear  that  the  5°,  13°,  14°,  18°,  24°, 
and  32°,  have  been  translated  and  are  being  recommended  for  adoption. 

WORKING  SMARTER 

Previously,  we  referred  to  glitches  in  planning  and  are  aware  of  the  criticism  these 
problems  generate.  More  than  ever,  younger  people  are  being  forced  to  budget  their 
time  and  there  are  an  increasing  number  of  changes  proposed  to  help  them. 
Postponements  of  degrees  and  winter  storms  are  not  predictable,  but  neither  are  they 
commonplace.  The  time-saving  efforts  are  directed  at  duplication  and  redundancy  or 
repetitious  activity.  If  an  unnecessary  meeting  night  can  be  eliminated  or  the  meeting 
time  cut  by  an  hour,  the  cumulative  effect  is  positive. 

We  notice  in  a  number  of  valleys  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  lodge  and  chapter 
are  combined,  and,  when  a  business  meeting  is  called,  it  is  open  to  all  members. 

The  Valley  of  Guelph  has  established  an  administrative  council  which  acts  as  a  “busi¬ 
ness  manager”  for  many  matters  of  a  business  or  financial  nature  common  to  both  bodies. 

The  Valley  of  St.  John’s  followed  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg’s  model  for  the  conduct 
of  a  joint  installation  this  past  year. 

The  two  bodies  in  the  Valley  of  Vernon,  B.C.,  installed  their  officers  on  the  same 
day.  At  6:00  p.m.,  officers  of  Moray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  were  installed,  followed  by 
an  Installation  Banquet.  At  8:00  p.m.,  Okanagan  Lodge  of  Perfection’s  Installation 
Ceremony  was  commenced. 

More  and  more,  we  are  hearing  about  computer  use  in  the  valleys  and  we  are  see¬ 
ing  computer  produced  notices,  some  of  which  are  a  credit  to  the  genius  who  produced 
them.  It  is  timely  to  consider  establishing  a  committee  on  communication  which  would 
identify  the  extent  of  installation  and  sophistication  of  computer  capacity  across 
Canada,  with  guidelines  as  to  how  it  can  be  best  developed  in  future. 

We  are  told  about  the  possibility  of  networking  computers  which  have  access  to 
Masonic  libraries  throughout  North  America.  When  one  realizes  that  the  cost  of  receiv¬ 
ing  this  information  on  a  modem  is  far  cheaper  than  facsimile  service  or  “fax”,  it  seems 
like  an  idea  worthy  of  consideration. 

However,  as  we  save  time,  money,  and  manpower,  we  must  also  consider  quality. 
It  is  the  most  basic  concept  of  any  organization.  Quality  is  what  a  candidate  is  expecting 
to  find  in  Scottish  Rite  and  our  members  are  at  their  best  when  participating  in  quality 
performances.  We  have  no  need  to  substitute  quality  for  anything. 

MEMBERSHIP 

We  have  fewer  members  this  year  than  last  year.  In  our  previous  report,  we  sug¬ 
gested  that  “the  time  might  be  right  to  sit  down  with  Grand  Lodges  in  their  respective 
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jurisdictions  to  determine  what  pro-active  positions  are  possible  to  reverse  the  trend  of 
shrinking  membership'’.  We  note  that  a  number  of  initiatives  have  taken  place  in  the 
past  year. 

In  Halifax,  the  deputy  chaired  a  meeting  of  Honorary  Inspectors-General  where  the 
North  American  Masonic  Renewal  Program  was  considered  and  a  plan  was  approved  to 
continue  the  discussion  at  Grand  Lodge  in  Nova  Scotia.  In  London,  a  program  was  put 
in  place  to  increase  membership  by  seeking  20%  of  members  of  the  craft  lodges  in  the 
area  who  are  not  presently  Scottish  Rite  members.  It  would  mean  a  potential  increase  of 
1400  members. 

In  Hamilton,  a  colourful  brochure  has  been  produced,  “Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry"  and  this  is  supporting  the  “Vision  2000”  program. 

In  Kamloops,  Thompson  Valley  invited  Dudley  Davis  of  Baltimore,  to  speak  on 
Masonic  renewal  at  the  4th  Annual  Scottish  Rite  sponsored  Spring  Inspirational.  This 
day-long  meeting  included  group  discussions  by  special  interest  groups  such  as  officers 
and  members  of  lodges,  Grand  Lodge  Officers,  Honorary  33°,  etc. 

No  one  will  suggest  a  simple  solution  to  the  complex  problem  of  membership,  but 
thoughtful  consideration  and  action  will  bring  appropriate  results.  It  was  Albert  Pike 
who  said,  “We  are  constrained  to  admit  that  if  every  man  would  do  the  best  in  his  power 
to  do  that  which  he  knows  he  ought  to  do,  we  would  need  no  better  world  than  this.” 

VALLEY  ADVISORY  COMMITTEES  AND  PROVINCIAL  MEETINGS 

We  previously  noted  meetings  in  which  Masonic  renewal  was  discussed  but  our 
attention  was  drawn  to  two  other  meetings  of  equal  interest  to  Supreme  Council.  The 
first  took  place  in  Hamilton,  and  it  was  a  meeting  arranged  by  the  two  Ontario  deputies 
to  which  all  Honorary  Inspectors-General  were  invited.  Each  valley  submitted  reports 
and  the  discussion  period  that  followed  proved  interesting. 

Meanwhile,  in  Saskatoon,  the  Annual  Deputy’s  Meeting  was  held  and  representa¬ 
tives  from  all  valleys  in  Saskatchewan  were  present  to  explain  their  year  of  planned 
activity  and  discuss  issues  pertinent  to  the  betterment  of  Scottish  Rite. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Valley  of  Saskatoon  has  a  single  set  of  bylaws  for 
all  three  bodies. 

INNOVATIVE  PROGRAMS 

In  our  last  report,  we  proudly  mentioned  the  benevolent  activities  of  some  valleys, 
designed  especially  to  meet  a  particular  need.  You  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  many  of 
these  initiatives  are  continuing.  The  Valley  of  Chatham  is  providing  leadership  in  the 
Masons’  Care  Program  by  lending  a  helping  hand  to  area  charitable  programs.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  they  take  part  in  the  Chatham  Masonic  District  Scholarship  Program. 

The  Valley  of  Edmonton  continued  to  provide,  from  their  Almoner's  Fund  and 
through  the  Red  Cross,  accommodation  and  meals  for  up  to  72  hours  to  persons  who 
have  lost  their  living  quarters  or  home  to  fire.  In  a  recent  edition  of  the  Edmonton 
Journal,  the  valley’s  contribution  was  recognized. 
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In  the  Valley  of  St.  John’s,  the  Centennial  Lodge  of  Perfection  continues  to  hold 
annual  nursing  home  parties  for  residents  and  they  invite  their  wives  to  assist  them. 

There  is  an  interesting  note  in  the  notice  of  Strathcona  Lodge  in  Campbell  River, 
B.C.,  “Copies  of  Ill/. Bro.\ Baikie’s  Book,  ‘A  Boy  and  His  Axe’  may  be  obtained  from 
the  secretary  at  a  cost  of  $10.00.  All  proceeds  to  the  children’s  ward  of  the  hospital  as 
per  Harper  Baikie’s  request.”  Ill Bro Baikie  was  a  Past  Grand  Master  and  an 
Honorary  33°.

The  place  of  music  in  Masonry  is  long  established  and  in  Scottish  Rite,  there  is  a 
wealth  of  musical  literature  available.  It  is  interesting  to  note,  in  the  year  under  review, 
that  this  aspect  of  our  work  has  taken  on  new  meaning.  We  should  like  to  commend  the 
organists  and  the  choir  directors,  for  a  renewed  interest.  The  increasing  number  of 
choirs  being  formed,  augers  well  for  the  harmony  which  music  brings  to  Masonry,  both 
in  official  functions  and  in  ritualistic  expression.  We  earnestly  hope  that  our  brethren 
with  musical  talent  will  continue  to  share  it  to  the  benefit  of  Scottish  Rite. 

THE  SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION 

We  are  pleased  to  see  the  interest  in  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  in  all 
of  the  valley  communications  and  to  see  that  valley  members  are  present  when  local 
recipients  are  presented  with  the  Foundation  awards.  While  we  previously  noted  the 
innovative  programs  sponsored  by  particular  valleys,  it  now  appears  that  all  valleys 
have  a  social  project  to  raise  funds  for  the  Foundation.  After  reading  the  notices  pro¬ 
moting  these  events,  your  committee’s  only  regret  is  that  so  many  are  so  far  away.  We 
commend  the  valleys  for  their  initiatives  on  behalf  of  the  Foundation  and  the  people  it 
serves. 

ORDER  OF  DeMOLAY 

With  the  formation  of  a  Chapter  of  the  Order  of  DeMolay  in  the  Valley  of  Ottawa 
in  the  past  year,  we  are  beginning  to  see  a  revival  of  interest,  which  holds  real  signifi¬ 
cance  for  Scottish  Rite.  Having  reported  on  Moncton  last  year,  and  now  Ottawa,  we 
should  expect  additional  formations  in  the  year  ahead. 

CONCORDANT  BODIES 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  relationship  between  our  Scottish  Rite  bodies  and 
those  other  Masonic  organizations  interested  in  the  advancement  of  Masonry  remains 
strong.  Reciprocal  visits  to  annual  meetings,  sharing  in  such  activities  as  social  events 
and  church  parades,  continue  to  be  reported  by  the  deputies  and  in  the  regular  notices. 

SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDERS’  VISITATION  SCHEDULE 

During  the  past  year,  as  the  Allocution  will  attest,  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  had  a  busy  schedule.  It  is  important  to  note,  as  the  Allocution  will  not 
report,  that  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  received  high  praise  from  the 
deputies,  who  accompanied  him,  for  the  manner  in  which  he  addressed  important  issues 
in  the  valleys  visited. 
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APPRECIATION 

From  the  information  we  received,  our  Supreme  Council  is  indebted  to  our  Past 
Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  who  were  so  supportive  of  the  deputies  this  past  year. 
We  would  thank  the  deputies  for  the  information  they  provide  to  our  committee.  This 
year,  the  Deputy  for  Alberta,  Bro.  T.  W.  S.  Band,  presented  his  first  report  and  Bro.  G. 
Carlton  Phair,  after  serving  eleven  years  as  Deputy  for  Ontario,  is  submitting  his  final 
report.  Because  of  these  special  circumstances,  it  is  not  out  of  order,  to  extend  our  “Best 
Wishes”  to  each  of  these  brethren. 

We  should  formally  say  “Thank  You”  to  the  Grand  Secretaries/Registrars  and

Instead,  we  should  present  an  honest  representation  of  the  Craft  so  that  The  honour  and 
reputation’  of  the  Fraternity  may  be  more  firmly  established  and  the  world  at  large  con¬ 
vinced  of  its  good  effects.”

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REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 
ON  LIBRARY  AND  ARCHIVES 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Based  upon  the  report  submitted  last  year  and  its  acceptance  by  Supreme  Council, 
your  committee  is  pleased  to  give  an  account  of  the  progress  since  then. 

1.  The  third  display  case,  for  larger  items  of  memorabilia,  is  now  in  use  in  the 
hallway  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral. 

2.  Worthwhile  discussions  were  commenced,  and  are  continuing,  with  officers  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  concerning  the  use  of 
their  manned  facilities.  (Our  report  last  year  outlined  the  objective  to  be 
achieved.)  The  discussions  to  date  confirm  the  following  general  agreement, 
in  principle: 

a)  The  Grand  Lodge  would  be  pleased  to  accept  volumes  from  Supreme 
Council  and  place  same  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Library  for  distribution. 

b)  It  is  understood  that  as  the  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction  extends  throughout 
the  Province  of  Ontario  only,  other  arrangements  would  need  to  be  devel¬ 
oped  to  meet  Scottish  Rite’s  national  requirements. 

c)  With  this  in  mind,  the  Grand  Lodge  has  suggested  that,  when  space  is 
available  after  June  1994  in  their  Grand  Lodge  building,  suitable  space  be 
allowed  to  Supreme  Council  for  our  library,  as  a  separate  entity  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  Library. 

Such  an  arrangement  could  possibly  include  an  agreement  for  the  use  of 
their  manned  facility  as  required,  with  an  appropriate  recognition  of  costs 
involved  e.g.  for  space,  postage,  etc. 

Your  committee  is  in  full  agreement  with  the  principles  enunciated  herein,  and  will 
be  proceeding  with  a  further  meeting  with  Grand  Lodge  representatives  concerning  the 
possible  administrative  detail.  A  special  report  will  be  submitted  to  Supreme  Council 
Executive  for  its  approval  before  any  commitment  is  given  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  assum¬ 
ing  our  discussions  continue  in  a  constructive  manner. 

Meanwhile,  this  fall  we  plan  to  commence  a  computerized  inventory  recording  of 
all  our  books  and  manuscripts,  including  speeches,  similar  to  the  program  in  effect  in 
the  Grand  Lodge  Library.  A  suitable  identification  symbol  for  Scottish  Rite  will  be  nec¬ 
essary  in  the  coding  should  we,  as  recommended,  establish  a  relationship  with  the 
Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee  gratefully  appreciates  and  accepts  the  support  and  assis¬ 
tance  offered  by  Bro.  Robert  G.  Wands,  in  this  very  vital  part  of  our  agenda. 

During  the  year,  a  number  of  brethren  have  donated  books,  manuscripts,  speeches 
and  memorabilia  of  various  kinds  and  we  thank  them  most  sincerely  for  their  contribu¬ 
tions.  We  urge  all  brethren  to  send  us  any  such  material  when  considering  the  future  use 
or  disposal  of  any  of  these  items.  Reference  to  this  in  the  Supreme  Councillor  would  be 
very  helpful. 
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The  question  has  arisen  concerning  our  responsibility  for  the  display  and/or  storage 
of  “memorabilia'’.  In  the  absence  of  other  instructions  from  Supreme  Council  and  in 
recognition  of  past  practice,  your  committee  is  willing  to  continue  to  acquire,  store,  and 
display  such  material  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  Also,  we  presume  that  any  insurance 
coverage  which  Supreme  Council  deems  necessary  for  the  assets  within  the  purview  of 
this  committee  is  included  in  Supreme  Council’s  general  insurance  program. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  those  who  have  so  willingly  assisted 
your  committee  with  labour  and  other  support  whenever  called  upon  to  do  so  during 
this  past  year. 

Although,  we  have  not  fully  used  our  budget  for  this  year,  your  committee  recom¬ 
mends  the  continuation  of  the  same  amount  of  $1000  for  our  budget  for  this  next  year.

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

This  special  committee,  consisting  of  Ill.  Bros.  John  D.  Atchison,  Norman  E. 
Auclair,  and  myself,  was  appointed  by  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to  assist  in  co¬ 
ordinating  Annual  Supreme  Council  Sessions  with  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Sovereign 
Great  Priory  of  Canada  and  the  Grand  Imperial  Conclave  of  Canada. 

As  reported  in  previous  years,  it  was  felt  that  a  number  of  cost  saving  benefits 
would  be  enjoyed  by  those  whose  attendance  is  desired  and  required  at  each  of  these 
Scottish  and  York  Rite  meetings.  Although  a  show  of  hands  at  our  1992  Executive 
Sessions  showed  limited  concern,  this  committee  feels  that  there  are  a  number  of  mem¬ 
bers  of  Supreme  Council,  who  attend  General  Sessions,  who  could  be  very  interested. 
We  therefore,  recommend  that  we  continue  to  work  toward  this  goal.

Care  must  be  taken 
so  that,  any  advantage  of  week-end  travel  fares  and  accommodation  rates  are  not  lost  by 
commencing  our  Sessions  earlier. 

The  committee  recommends  that  efforts  be  continued  toward  co-ordinating  meet¬ 
ings  and  appreciates  any  feedback  which  you  may  present  for  our  consideration.

OYEZ!  OYEZ!  OYEZ! 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  Take  heed  and  listen! 

On  behalf  of  the  Valley  of  Halifax,  I  bring  you  greetings  and  invite  each  of  you  to 
attend  the  1994  Sessions  of  Supreme  Council  to  be  held  in  the  historic  City  of  Halifax, 
founded  in  1749  -  the  first  permanent  English  settlement  in  Canada. 

Yes,  come  to  Halifax,  an  international  city,  recognized  as  one  of  North  America’s 
most  beautiful  and  historic  cities  with  its  noted  hillside  homes  and  Victorian  residential 
areas  fanning  out  from  a  thriving  harbourside  downtown. 

Standing  guard  over  the  city,  its  harbour  and  approaches,  is  the  famous  Citadel 
Hill,  an  ancient  fort  that  never  fired  a  shot  in  anger.  The  present  fortress  and  its  sur¬ 
roundings,  including  the  Town  Clock,  now  form  one  of  Canada’s  National  Parks,  and  is 
the  most  visited  historic  site  in  Canada. 

Yes,  come  to  Halifax,  “the  city  of  trees”,  which  proudly  boasts  of  the  first 
Representative  Government  in  Canada;  and  visit  the  first  Province  House,  the  oldest 
and  most  historic  Provincial  Legislature  building  in  Canada.  Come  and  see  the  first 
Government  House  in  Canada,  and  the  oldest  consecutively  occupied  executive  man¬ 
sion  in  North  America. 

Yes,  come  to  Halifax,  and  worship  with  us  at  our  Scottish  Rite  Vesper  Service  to 
be  held  in  historic  St.  Paul’s  Anglican  Church,  the  first  Protestant  Church  in  Canada. 
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Nova  Scotia  is  not  only  the  cradle  of  Canadian  social  and  political  institutions,  but 
is  also  the  birthplace  of  Freemasonry  in  Canada.  In  1738,  the  first  Masonic  Lodge  was 
organized  on  Canadian  soil  at  Annapolis  Royal  by  Major  Erasmus  James  Phillips,  under 
authority  from  Henry  Price,  Provincial  Grand  Master  in  Boston. 

In  1749,  the  Hon.  Edward  Cornwallis,  founder  of  Halifax,  acting  under  the  authori¬ 
ty  of  Henry  Price  as  the  representative  of  the  First  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  established 
the  first  Lodge  in  Halifax,  now  known  as  St.  Andrew’s  No.l,  and  rightfully  claiming  to 
be  the  oldest  lodge  in  the  overseas  empire. 

The  first  Royal  Arch  degrees  and  the  first  Knight  Templar  degrees  presented  in 
Canada  were  conferred  in  Halifax  in  1760  and  1766. 

The  Scottish  Rite  was  established  in  Halifax  in  October  1870,  under  a  warrant  from 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  for  England,  Wales  and 
Dependencies. 

The  first  Masonic  Church  Service  in  Canada  was  held  in  St.  Paul’s  Church  in 
Halifax  on  St.  John’s  day,  June  24,  1751. 

The  first  cornerstone  laid  with  Masonic  Honours  in  Canada,  was  the  Cornerstone 
of  the  Masonic  Hall,  Halifax,  which  was  laid  in  the  month  of  June  1800,  by  Prince 
Edward,  Duke  of  Kent,  Grand  Master  of  Lower  Canada;  and  is  now  placed  in  the  North 
Wall  of  the  Entrance  Hall  of  the  Freemasons’  Hall,  Halifax. 

The  present  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia  was  formed  in  1866.  From  1846  to  1866, 
there  were  two  rival  District  Grand  Lodges  in  Nova  Scotia,  representing  England  and 
Scotland,  but,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  both  having  the  same  Grand  Master,  being  the 
Hon.  Alexander  Keith,  a  local  brewer,  who  in  1869  became  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia.

REPORT  OF 

THE  SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION  OF  CANADA 

To  The  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation  for  1992-93. 

The  Annual  Report  was  approved  at  the  members’  meeting  held  on  Wednesday, 
September  8,  1993,  at  the  Sheraton  Hotel,  Hamilton,  Ontario.  Copies  of  the  report  were 
given  to  Scottish  Rite  Masons  who  were  present  at  the  luncheon  held  in  the  Cathedral 
on  September  10,  1993. 

It  has  not  been  the  practice  to  read  the  Annual  Report  in  its  entirety  at  this  Session. 
I  believe  it  appropriate  to  comment  about  a  few  items  that  have  particular  relevance  to 
the  purpose  and  progress  of  the  Foundation.  The  Annual  Report  contains  the  President’s 
Report,  the  Awards  Committee  Report,  the  Treasurer’s  Report  and  the  Auditors' 
Report. 
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The  actions  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  1992-93  were  approved. 

At  the  luncheon  held  on  September  10,  gifts  were  received  from  Lodges  of 
Perfection,  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix,  Scottish  Rite  Clubs,  Charitable  Foundations,  and 
valleys,  to  the  value  of  $38,315. 

The  annual  luncheon  took  a  different  format  in  1993.  A  video  “Finding  the  Way”, 
produced  by  Sierra  Corporate  Productions  Inc.  of  Toronto,  was  shown  for  the  first  time 
on  September  10,  1993.  Copies  of  the  video  are  available  for  purchase. 

The  purpose  of  the  video  is  to  communicate  with  Scottish  Rite  Masons  and  the 
public  about  research  and  educational  progress  supported  by  the  Foundation.  It  provides 
an  opportunity  to  explain  how  the  results  of  research  are  providing  help  for  persons 
coping  with  handicaps  related  to  intellectual  disabilities. 

The  video  is  a  new  experience  in  communications  for  the  Foundation.  It  is  hoped 
that  it  will  be  used  by  Scottish  Rite  bodies,  craft  lodges,  service  clubs,  church  groups 
and  other  organizations.  Information  about  the  video  can  be  obtained  by  contacting  the 
Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  at  152  George  St.,  Hamilton,  ON,  L8P  1E5. 

At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Awards  Committee,  the  major  grant  recipients  for 
1993-94  will  be  awarded.  The  Awards  Committee  is  very  conscious  of  the  problems 
facing  researchers  in  obtaining  funds  to  support  their  projects.  In  October,  the  commit¬ 
tee  will  choose  recipients  of  major  grants  from  more  than  twenty  applicants.  This  is  a 
difficult  task. 

In  addition  to  the  directors  who  are  members  of  the  Awards  Committee,  the  profes¬ 
sional  assistance  of  resource  persons  such  as  Dr.  Katernina  Haka-Ikse,  Dr.  Charles 
Sankey,  Dr.  Ronald  Groshaw,  Dr.  John  Winch,  Dr.  Marcia  Rioux,  is  invaluable.  They 
bring  to  the  selection  committee  valuable  experience  from  their  personal  involvement  in 
research. 


Our  Foundation  will  be  as  generous  as  our  funds  permit.  As  Scottish  Rite  Masons, 
we  are  assured  that  we  are  providing  assistance  to  researchers  of  a  high  calibre.  We 
know,  too,  that  there  would  not  be  a  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  to  support 
research  and  educational  programs,  without  the  continuing  generous  support  of  Scottish 
Rite  Masons.  In  this  we  are  proud  and  grateful.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FRATERNAL  RELATIONS 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

In  accordance  with  its  mandate  pursuant  to  Article  40(c)  of  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations  of  Supreme  Council,  the  Standing  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  has 
sought  to  keep  informed  with  respect  to  fraternal  relations  with  other  Supreme  Councils 
and  Masonic  bodies  throughout  the  world,  and  wishes  to  report  thereon  as  follows: 

United  States  of  America: 

Your  committee  congratulates  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States  and,  in  particular  its  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill.'. Bro.'. C.  Fred 
Kleinknecht,  for  his  leadership  in  combatting  with  vigour  and  with  truth  virulent  attacks 
on  Freemasonry  which  were  to  lead  to  a  vote  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  on 
June  16,  1993,  on  the  report  of  a  study  commissioned  by  the  1992  convention  of  the 
denomination  on  the  compatibility  of  Freemasonry  with  Christianity  and  Southern 
Baptist  Doctrine.  Concern  over  the  possible  outcome  of  the  vote  dominated  the  deliber¬ 
ations  at  the  Conferences  of  Grand  Masters  and  Grand  Secretaries  of  North  America 
held  in  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  February  21-23,  1993.  As  has  been  the  custom  for  a 
number  of  years,  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  was  represented  at  the  Conference  by 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Grand  Secretary-General,  and  Executive  Secretary. 

Your  committee  is  pleased  to  note  that  while  the  report  of  the  home  mission  board 
was  not  uncritical  of  Freemasonry,  its  recommendation  to  this  year’s  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  was  overwhelmingly  approved  by  the  messengers  (delegates)  in  attendance, 
to  consider  membership  in  the  craft  to  be  a  matter  of  personal  conscience. 
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Your  committee  observes  with  approval,  the  forthcoming  attendance  of  the  dele¬ 
gates  of  our  Supreme  Council  at  the  Biennial  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  to  be  held  in  Washington,  October  17-19,  to  continue  and 
further  cement  the  excellent  relations  which  have  existed  between  the  two  Supreme 
Councils  since  that  day  in  October  1874,  when  Ill .'.Bro.'.  Albert  Pike,  33°,  journeyed  to 
Ottawa,  to  administer  the  Oath  of  Office  to  Ill  .‘.Bro  .’.Thomas  Douglas  Harington,  33°, 
as  First  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada,  and  to  make 
the  declaration  that  our  Supreme  Council  was  duly  and  constitutionally  established. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  Gordon  L. 
Bennett  and  John  A.  Bourne,  and  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  Harold  E.  Crosby  have 
just  returned  from  the  successful  181st  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  in  Boston. 

Your  committee  notes  the  courtesy  extended  to  the  Canadian  delegation  at  last 
year’s  meeting  in  Chicago,  when  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Francis  G.  Paul,  33°, 
recognized  formally  that  Canadians  pledge  allegiance  to  the  Queen  and  not,  as 
Americans  do,  to  their  Flag. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  extends  its  sincerest  compliments  to  Commander 
Paul  for  the  outstanding  leadership  which  he  has  given  to  the  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction,  and  to  the  Scottish  Rite  world,  since  1985  when  he  assumed  the  Mantle  of 
Office.  We  wish  for  him  a  return  to  good  health,  and  look  forward  to  the  benefit  of  his 
wise  counsel  for  many  years  to  come. 

We  miss  his  presence  with  us  at  our  Annual  Session.  His  successor,  Ill.’. Bro.'. 
Robert  Odel  Ralston,  33°,  is  also  unable  to  be  with  us.  We  know  that  under  his  leader¬ 
ship  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  and  our  Supreme 
Council  will  continue  to  work  in  the  closest  harmony  and  friendship. 

Your  committee  wishes  to  extend,  to  both  American  Supreme  Councils,  its  sincer¬ 
est  sympathy  for  the  devastation  occasioned  to  states  in  both  jurisdictions  as  a  result  of 
the  heavy  rainfalls  and  resultant  flooding  which  has  occurred  this  summer. 

England  and  Wales: 

Your  committee  notes,  with  satisfaction,  the  most  fraternal  reception  accorded  to 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer  upon  his  attendance  at  a  solemn  convocation  of 
the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales  at  its  Grand  East,  10  Duke  Street,  St. 
James’,  London  on  June  1,  1993,  on  the  occasion  of  a  conferral  of  the  32°  and  30°.  We 
are  pleased  that  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  able  at  that  time  to  present  per¬ 
sonally  to  Most  Puissant  Brother  Harold  D.  Still,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
the  certificate  of  his  appointment  as  an  Honorary  Member  of  our  Supreme  Council  and 
his  decoration  in  recognition  thereof. 

The  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  is  a  daughter  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  England 
and  Wales  and  it  is,  therefore,  an  especial  pleasure  to  welcome  to  our  1993  Annual 
Session,  Most  Ill  .’.Bro. ’.James  W.  Daniel,  33°,  Grand  Secretary-General  H.E.  As  far  as 
your  committee  is  aware,  his  presence  marks  the  first  time  we  have  been  honoured  at  an 
Annual  Session  by  the  attendance  of  an  officer  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and 
Wales. 
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Finland: 

Your  committee  expresses  appreciation  to  Ill  .'.Bro.'.  George  C.  Schaef,  33°,  Past 
Grand  Chancellor,  who,  when  on  a  recent  visit  to  Helsinki,  presented  to 
Ill.’.Bro.’.Lauri  Sarkia,  33°,  the  certificate  of  his  appointment  as  an  Honorary  Member 
of  our  Supreme  Council  and  his  decoration  in  recognition  thereof.  It  was  especially  fit¬ 
ting  that  the  presentation  should  be  made  by  Ill.'. Bro.’. Schaef  since  he  is  the  Grand 
Representative  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Finland  near  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Canada. 

38th  Conference  of  European  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders: 

The  1993  Annual  Conference  was  held  in  Amsterdam,  May  12-15,  hosted  by  the 
Supreme  Council  for  the  Kingdom  of  The  Netherlands.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
Lawer  attended  the  Conference  in  the  capacity  of  an  observer. 

Initially,  full  membership  in  these  conferences  was  limited  to  European  Supreme 
Councils.  In  recent  years  the  Supreme  Councils  of  Israel  and  of  Iran-in-Exile  were 
admitted  to  membership  since,  otherwise,  they  would  be  unable  to  belong  to  any  other 
regional  grouping.  This  year  the  Conference  voted  to  extend  this  privilege,  for  a  similar 
reason,  to  the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  Philippines,  Australia  and  South  Africa.  Your 
committee  notes  that  while  the  principle  would,  at  the  moment,  be  applicable  to  the 
Philippines  and  South  Africa,  in  the  case  of  Australia  it  is  not  applicable  since  Australia 
is  already  a  participant  in  the  Conferences  of  the  English-Speaking  Supreme  Councils- 
in-Amity. 

With  the  possible  future  emergence  of  Supreme  Councils  in  New  Zealand  and  in 
Japan  and  other  eastern  Asian  countries,  as  well  as  in  Russia,  your  committee  wonders 
whether  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  might  consider  taking  the  initiative,  as  it  previ¬ 
ously  did,  in  organizing  the  Conferences  of  the  English-Speaking  Supreme  Councils-in- 
Amity,  of  exploring  the  possibility  of  creating  a  Conference  of  Pacific  Rim  Supreme 
Councils. 

As  with  the  Conference  hosted  a  year  ago  in  Turkey,  superlative  is  the  word  to 
describe  the  efficient  and  profitable  organization  of  this  year’s  Conference  by  the 
Supreme  Council  of  The  Netherlands,  and  the  warm  and  generous  hospitality  extended 
by  all  its  members.  Probably,  because  of  the  very  special  relationship  existing  between 
the  peoples  of  The  Netherlands  and  the  peoples  of  Canada,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  Lawer  and  his  wife  felt  that  they  were  made  to  feel  especially  welcome. 

The  delegates  and  observers  were  invited  to  a  conferral  of  the  28°  in  the  English 
language  by  a  well-skilled  degree  team  in  the  very  attractive  Lodge  Room  in 
Freemasons’  Hall  on  Vondelstraat.  Of  particular  interest  to  Ill  .’.Bro .’.Lawer  was  the 
fact  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  was  a  Canadian  from  Montreal. 

Once  again  the  good  relations  existing  between  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Supreme 
Council  was  demonstrated  by  the  cocktail  party  offered  by  the  Grand  Master  of  The 
Grand  East  of  The  Netherlands  for  all  ladies  and  participants  to  the  Conference. 

During  the  course  of  the  Conference,  Ill  .’.Bro  .’.Lawer  was  privileged  to  be  pre¬ 
sented  with  a  certificate  acknowledging  his  election  as  an  Emeritus  Member  of  Honour 
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of  The  Supreme  Council  of  The  Kingdom  of  the  Netherlands.  In  turn,  it  was 
Ill.’.  Bro.'.Lawer’s  pleasure  to  present  to  M.  P.  Bro.  C.  J.  P.  van  Boven,  33°,  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  the  certificate  of  his  appointment  as  an  Honorary  Member  of  our 
Supreme  Council  and  his  decoration  in  recognition  thereof. 

Your  committee  notes  with  much  pleasure  that  M.  P.  Bro.  van  Boven, 
accompanied  by  his  charming  wife,  Anneke,  are  attending  the  1993  Annual  Session  of 
our  Supreme  Council. 

•  The  Czech  Republic: 

Some  two  months  after  the  close  of  the  1992  Annual  Session  of  our  Supreme 
Council,  your  committee  received  a  formal  request  dated  November  17,  1992,  from 
Ill.’. Bro.'.Jiri  Syllaba,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  for  recognition  of  The 
Supreme  Council  of  Czechoslovakia.  This  is  the  Supreme  Council  established  in  Prague 
under  the  aegis  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  on 
November  23,  1991.  It  draws  its  members  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Czechoslovakia 
which  is  recognized  as  regular  by  Canadian  Grand  Lodges  and  The  United  Grand 
Lodge  of  England.  Since  the  division  of  the  Czech  and  Slovak  Republic  into  two  sepa¬ 
rate  states  on  January  1,  1993,  it  appears  that  the  activities  of  the  new  Supreme  Council 
are  limited  to  the  Czech  Republic. 

The  Commission  Des  Trois,  appointed  at  the  37th  Conference  of  European 
Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  in  1992,  has  recommended  recognition,  and  a  number  of 
jurisdictions  with  which  we  are  in  Amity  have  already  extended  recognition. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  extend  at  this 
1993  Annual  Session,  recognition  to  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Czech  Republic  and 
that  Grand  Representatives  be  exchanged. 

South  Africa: 

Your  committee  reported  at  length  last  year  on  developments  in  South  Africa.  On 
September  28,  1992,  slightly  more  than  two  weeks  following  the  close  of  the  1992 
Annual  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada,  a  formal  request  was  received  from 
the  Supreme  Council  for  South  Africa  for  recognition.  This  Supreme  Council  was  con¬ 
stituted  on  August  29,  1992,  and  its  officers  were  installed  in  Cape  Town  on  November 
28,  1992. 

Craft  Masons  in  South  Africa  owe  allegiance  to  one  of  four  regular  Grand  Lodges 
operating  in  that  country,  namely  The  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  or  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ireland,  or  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  or  The  Grand  Lodge  of  South 
Africa.  Your  committee  understands  that  the  new  Supreme  Council  draws  its  member¬ 
ship  from  The  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Africa.  We  repeat  the  hope  we  expressed  last 
year,  that  an  amicable  solution  will  yet  be  found  as  the  present  situation  can  hardly  be 
characterized  as  best  in  a  country  already  so  bitterly  divided.  Nevertheless,  the  new 
council  would  appear  to  be  regular  and,  again  the  Commission  Des  Trois  has  recom¬ 
mended  recognition,  and  a  number  of  Supreme  Councils,  with  which  our  Supreme 
Council  is  in  Amity,  have  already  extended  recognition. 
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Your  committee  recommends,  therefore,  that  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada 
extend,  at  this  1993  Annual  Session,  recognition  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  South 
Africa  and  that  Grand  Representatives  be  exchanged. 

Recognition  of  Supreme  Councils  by  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada: 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  comments  regarding  recognition  of  the  Supreme  Councils 
of  the  Czech  Republic  and  South  Africa,  your  committee  believes  that  is  appropriate  for 
it  to  note  formally  that  it  is  the  established  practice  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada 
to  extend  recognition  only  at  an  Annual  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  after  receiving 
the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  and  considering  the  com¬ 
mittees’s  recommendations. 

Turkey: 

Your  committee  notes  with  pleasure  the  consecration  by  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  Sahir  Erman,  33°,  on  September  6,  1992,  of  the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix 
Uludag  (The  Great  Mountain)  at  Bursa.  The  new  chapter  is  the  first  to  work  in  a  valley 
other  than  Istanbul,  Ankara,  or  Izmir  since  the  founding  of  the  Supreme  Council  for 
Turkey. 

We  extend  best  wishes  to  the  Supreme  Council  on  the  occasion  of  the  consecration 
on  October  16,  1993,  of  the  English-Speaking  Lodge  of  Perfection  “Light  of  Liberty”  in 
Istanbul. 

Philippines: 

Your  committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  fraternal  relations  existing  with  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  were  strengthened  further  when 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Lawer  and  his  wife,  Audrey  entertained 
Ill Bro .'.  Rosendo  C.  Herrera,  33°,  Active  Member  of  the  Supreme  Council  and 
Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General  for  the  Orient  of  Cavite  Province,  and  his  wife 
Esperanza,  during  a  visit  by  the  couple  to  Toronto  on  January  15,  1993. 
Ill  .’.Bro .’.Herrera  served  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Philippines  as  Grand  Master  in 
1983-84.

Fraternal  relations  among  all  Masonic  bodies  in  Canada,  continue  to  be  most  cor¬ 
dial,  and  we  join  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in  extending  the  warmest  of  wel¬ 
comes  to  the  representatives  of  those  bodies  who  have  enhanced  our  Annual  Session  by 
their  presence.

A  sincere  welcome  is  extended  to  Most  Excellent  Companion  and  Ill  .‘.Bro.’. G. 
Robert  Jackson,  32°,  Grand  First  Principal  of  The  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  to  Ill.  Sir  and  Ill  .‘.Bro.’.  Boyd  Dixon,  32°,  Ill.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  DEMOLAY 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

This  report  is  hereby  presented  on  behalf  of  a  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  and  authorized  by  Supreme  Council,  to  consider  and 
report  at  this  Session  how  the  Scottish  Rite  can  encourage  and  support  the  Order  of 
DeMolay  in  Canada. 

To  acquaint  everyone  on  the  subject,  I  will  first  give  an  overview  of  this  organization. 
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The  first  chapter  was  founded  in  1919,  and  was  sponsored  by  the  Kansas  City 
Lodge  of  Perfection  with  the  sole  purpose,  simply  stated,  to  build  better  citizens.  It  is 
the  largest  fraternal  youth  organization  in  the  world.  Close  to  four  million  young  men 
have  passed  through  its  doors,  including  many  famous  people  such  as  Walt  Disney, 
John  Wayne,  President  Clinton,  and,  yes,  records  indicate  our  very  own  Roy  Austin 
played  a  prominent  role  in  years  past.  Today,  membership  approximates  148,000  active 
DeMolays  meeting  in  2,400  chapters  throughout  the  free  world. 

It  offers  the  training  and  guidance  needed  to  become  better  citizens  and  is  open  to 
all  boys,  ages  13  through  21,  of  good  character,  and  who  believe  in  God.  However,  reli¬ 
gious  opinion  is  personal  for  it  teaches  no  religious  creed.  It  creates  an  environment  for 
young  men  conducive  to  growing,  maturing,  and  developing  into  caring  and  contribut¬ 
ing  members  of  society.  Unlike  most  youth  organizations,  DeMolay  is  unique  in  that  the 
members  actually  organize  and  manage  their  own  activities,  such  as  civic  service  pro¬ 
grams,  social  events,  and  sports  programs.  While  sponsored  by  Masonic  bodies,  it  is  not 
compulsory  that  the  boy  be  a  relative  of  the  Masonic  sponsor. 

It  is  recognized  that  various  youth  organizations  exist  with  codes  of  ethics  such  as 
character-building,  but  DeMolay  has  one  thing  different  than  the  rest.  It  has  a  ritual 
which  was  written  by  a  Mason  and  teaches  the  Seven  Cardinal  Virtues  of  the  Order  and 
the  value  of  Brotherhood,  and  in  the  second  of  the  two  degrees,  portrays  the  life  of 
Jacques  DeMolay  who  lived  in  the  13th  and  14th  century  France.  He  was  the  last  Grand 
Master  of  the  Knights  Templar,  which  was  a  fraternity  of  crusading  knights  throughout 
Europe.  He  was  a  great  knight  and  leader  of  men  who  defended  the  less  fortunate,  and 
was  true  and  faithful  to  his  cause  and  to  his  friends,  until  he  was  burned  at  the  stake  as  a 
martyr  to  loyalty  and  toleration. 

These  initiation  ceremonies  contain  no  hazing  or  frivolity,  but  are  a  solemn  presen¬ 
tation  that  impresses  a  young  man  to  develop  his  potential.  While  admitting  to  secret 
signs,  words,  and  modes  of  recognition,  there  are  no  secrets  insofar  as  the  principles 
apply.  The  members  are  bonded  together  for  mutual  improvement,  to  help  each  other 
live  clean,  manly,  and  upright  lives,  all  of  which  becomes  a  credit  toward  parents  and 
friends  and  merits  the  commendation  of  all  good  men. 

The  Order  came  to  Canada  in  1923,  forming  a  chapter  in  Winnipeg  where  their 
70th  Anniversary  was  celebrated  this  year.  The  governing  body,  The  Canadian  Supreme 
Council  Order  of  DeMolay,  is  a  totally  autonomous  body  responsible  to  and  for 
DeMolay  in  Canada  with  headquarters  in  Edmonton. 

While  your  committee  has  been  anxiously  awaiting  an  update  of  active  chapters 
and  membership  numbers,  we  believe  the  last  printing  of  40  chapters  and  1 ,500  mem¬ 
bers  and  advisors  is  somewhat  overstated. 

Active  chapters  (subject  to  that  verification)  number  as  follows: 


British  Columbia  5 

Ontario  5 

Alberta  4 

Atlantic  Canada  1 

Manitoba  2 


Totalling  17  across  Canada. 
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Interest  has  also  been  expressed  throughout  Ontario  in  Guelph,  the  Tilsonburg/St. 
Thomas  area,  Kitchener,  and  here  in  Hamilton. 

Your  committee  is  indeed  indebted  to  the  Chairman  Advisor  of  the  G.  Fred 
Kingsmill  Chapter  of  London  for  the  depth  of  information  supplied  for  the  study.  Mr. 
Ross  Keeler  informs  us  that  since  their  institution  in  1981,  they  have  had  160  members 
pass  through  the  portals  with  a  current  membership  in  excess  of  30  active  members. 

The  Phil  Drader  Coronation  Chapter  of  the  Moncton  area,  re-organized  in  1991 
with  an  active  membership  of  23,  expects  to  apply  for  their  Charter  with  the  required  25 
members  in  October  of  this  year.  This  Chapter,  sponsored  by  the  Moncton  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  also  has  a  very  active  and  dedicated  advisory  committee  expanding  interest 
across  the  province.  They  have  generated  interest  within  the  craft  lodges,  and  the  sur¬ 
rounding  lodges  of  districts  2  and  7  have  delegated  liaison  officers  to  represent  them  at 
the  advisory  meetings.  The  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  of  the  sponsoring  body  also 
sits  on  the  advisory  board.  The  Regional  Executive  is  further  promoting  the  cause 
through  “NB  DeMolay”  inviting  associate  membership  which  has  in  excess  of  50  mem¬ 
bers  in  just  a  short  existence. 

In  comparing  the  activities  and  concerns  of  these  two  areas,  we  note  very  similar 
parallels  which  are  essential,  and  indeed  are  our  recommendations  of  how  the  valleys 
can  encourage  and  support  the  Order  of  DeMolay  in  Canada. 

1.  Supply  a  sponsoring  body,  such  as  the  lodge  of  perfection,  in  the  area  of  inter¬ 
est,  or  even  expand  where  chapters  already  exist. 

2.  Supply  manpower  for  advisory  councils.  Experience  has  proven  that  there  are 
always  enough  boys  to  form  a  club  or  chapter,  the  problem  has  been  to  find 
sufficient  advisors  and  to  retain  their  presence  and  dedication. 

3.  Encourage  the  members  of  the  Masonic  fraternity  to  attend  the  assemblies. 
The  reinforcement  this  visible  support  lends  is  so  very  important. 

4.  Design  and  implement  an  information  program  to  generate  interest  amongst 
prospective  members  and  their  parents. 

5.  Where  potential  exists,  organize  and  support  a  Senior  DeMolay  Club.  This 
could  be  a  transitional  group  of  DeMolays  who  have  reached  the  age  of  21  and 
who,  at  the  time,  cannot  afford  the  expense  and  time  to  join  a  craft  lodge. 

6.  Provide  financial  support,  such  as  - 

a)  Assist  in  the  paraphernalia  and  regalia  requirements. 

b)  Subsidize  travel  expenses  to  conferences  and  inter-chapter  meets. 

c)  Offer  scholarships  to  further  the  education  of  worthy  members. 

Your  committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  report,  next  intend  to  communicate 
with  each  valley  through  the  Lodges  of  Perfection,  encouraging  their  consideration  of 
these  recommendations. 

In  summary,  may  I  state  on  behalf  of  your  committee,  how  interesting  a  program 
this  has  become  and  we  look  forward,  with  optimism,  that  our  efforts  will  generate 
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long-range  results  which  will  alleviate  the  constant  decline  in  membership  within  our 
own  beloved  fraternity. 

In  closing,  we  leave  you  with  this  challenge,  as  you  return  to  your  home  valleys. 
We,  as  adults,  and  more  especially  as  Masons,  have  an  obligation  to  the  youth  of  this 
world.  They  are  the  future,  and  it  behooves  us  to  guide  them  along  those  paths  which 
will  lead  them  to  a  life  of  dedication  and  serviceto  their  families,  their  church,  and  to 
their  country.  There  is  no  other  choice.  They  will  become  the  leaders  of  our  world.  It  is 
our  responsibility  that  they  become  leaders  of  whom  we  can  be  proud.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RITUALS  &  RITUALISTIC  MATTER 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Section  1: 

The  outstanding  work  of  Ill  Bro Pierre  Phaneuf,  33°,  with  assistance  from 
Ill/.Bro.’.P.  Decelles,  33°,  in  preparing  texts  for  our  degrees  in  French,  merits  our 
warmest  thanks  and  approval  for  an  invaluable  contribution  to  our  Rite  and  its  future. 
With  the  approval  of  the  Deputy  for  Quebec,  your  committee  recommends  approval  for 
conferral  of  the  5°,  13°,  18°,  and  24°  as  per  French  texts  now  submitted  to  Supreme 
Council.  With  the  previous  approval  of  the  4°  in  1992,  the  14°  in  1988  (now  modified 
to  give  effect  to  all  amendments  to  1992),  the  32°  (with  amendments  to  date)  the  32° 
Constans  drama  including  the  new  Prologue  approved  in  1992,  all  the  compulsory 
degrees  except  the  31°  are  now  complete.  In  addition,  the  24°  is  a  special  contribution 
as  our  Francophone  brethren  wished  to  have  a  consistory  degree  not  now  conferred  in 
Montreal  Sovereign  Consistory  available  to  them,  and  they  propose  to  confer  this 
degree  in  1994. 

Perhaps  only  those  associated  with  ritual  writing  and  revision  can  appreciate  fully 
the  enormous  amount  of  work,  both  intellectual  and  physical,  that  have  gone  into  this 
thrilling  labour  of  love.  Your  chairman  and  his  associates  have  been  honoured  to  have 
had  the  opportunity  to  support  it  unreservedly  as  it  progressed,  and  pledge  full  support 
as  the  future  may  require. 

I  propose  now,  with  your  permission  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  to  deliver  to 
the  Grand  Secretary-General  the  French  texts  of  all  the  degrees  now  approved  or  recom¬ 
mended  for  approval,  so  that  the  brethren  may  see,  from  the  quantity  of  material,  some¬ 
thing  of  the  extent  of  the  work  which  our  Francophone  brethren  have  contributed  to  us 
all. 

Section  2: 

The  question  as  to  the  origin  and  meaning  of  the  words,  “Salix,  Noni,  Tengu”  in 
our  32°  ritual  was  raised.  The  answer  was  eventually  found  in  “Histoire,  Rituels  et 
Tuilieur  des  Hauts  Grades  Maconnique”,  Paul  Naudon,  Dervy-Livres,  1984,  Paris. 
Ill.*. Bro.’. Pierre  Phaneuf,  33°,  obtained  a  copy  for  your  chairman  in  Paris.  The  text 
includes  a  reproduction  of  a  manuscript  of  1768,  which  we  take  to  be  authoritative.  The 
words  are  “Salix,  Nonis,  Tengu”  (“Nonis”  not  “Noni”)  and  the  word  is  Nonis  in  both 
the  Southern  and  Northern  Jurisdictions  of  the  U.S.A.,  who,  it  is  assumed  derived  their 
usage  from  French  sources.  In  England,  the  word  is  “Noni”  the  assumed  source  of  our 
present  usage,  in  the  1768  manuscript,  “Nonis”  is  clearly  written  in  capitals,  and  your 
committee  recommends  that  our  ritual  be  changed  accordingly,  to  be  historically  correct. 

The  words  are,  in  the  1768  manuscript,  derived  from  the  first  letters  of  the  words  in 
the  French  sentence  “Soutenons  a  prsent;  V invincible  Xercs  nous  offre  notre  incompara¬ 
ble  thresor  saisi  et  nous  gagnerons  victorieusement”  (Let  us  uphold;  the  invincible 
Xerces  offers  us  the  unrivalled  treasure  that  belongs  to  us  and  we  shall  win  victorious- 
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ly.”)  It  is  to  be  noted  that  to  come  out  right  “a  prsent”  has  to  be  taken  as  a  single  word, 
the  order  of  “saisi”  and  “theresor”  would  have  to  be  reversed  and  the  “v”  in  “victo- 


rieusement”  taken  as  “u”. 


The  whole  thing  is  now  merely  a  recollection  of  things  past,  a  tradition  which  has 
come  down  to  us  from  the  earliest  days  of  our  Rite,  and  which  your  committee  agrees 
should  be  respected  accordingly,  hence  our  recommended  change. 

Section  3: 

An  enquiry  as  to  a  possible  contradiction  or  anomaly  in  the  opening  of  the  32°  was 
received  from  a  consistory  officer.  The  text  involved  reads: 

The  C-I-C  asks  the  1st  L.C.:  -  “at  what  hour  are  we  to  act? 

The  1st  L.C.  answers:  -  “at  the  fifth  hour  after  sunset, 

The  2nd  L.C.  says:  -  “The  fifth  hour  after  sunset  already  belongs  to  the  past.” 

The  C-I-C  then  says:  “Then  the  hour  for  action  has  come.” 

Your  committee  agreed  that  there  was  no  anomaly  or  contradiction.  In  effect  the 
last  statement  by  the  C-I-C  says  “Now  that  we  are  in  the  allotted  time  for  action,  lets  get 
on  with  the  job.”  It  was  agreed  that  the  wording  might  be  improved  in  such  terms  as 
“now  the  time  for  action  is  already  at  hand”,  but  it  was  held  that  this  was  not  sufficient 
to  warrant  an  official  revision. 

Section  4: 


The  14°  ritual  has  been  substantially  out  of  print  since  before  1990.  Significant 
changes  in  this  ritual  were  recommended  and  approved  in  1991.  A  minor  corrective 
change  was  recommended  and  approved  in  1992. 

Your  chairman  presented,  and  read  in  Supreme  Council  in  1992,  a  new  introduc¬ 
tion  to  the  Ineffable  Word  charge.  Formal  approval  was  not  asked  as  additional  changes 
to  the  Ineffable  Word  charge  were  under  consideration.  Your  committee  now  recom¬ 
mends  this  new  introduction  as  submitted  to  be  approved  last  year  with  the  alteration  of 
a  single  word  to  make  it  more  universal  as  an  independent  charge  immediately  before 
the  Ineffable  Word  charge,  preferable  by  a  different  brother  so  that  there  will  be  a  clear 
distinction  between  the  two  charges.  The  text  is  given  in  Appendix  A. 

The  Ineffable  Word  charge  has  been  modified  with  a  few  deletions  which  improve 
clarity  and,  a  major  change,  the  Ineffable  Word  is  now  to  be  spoken  by  the  acting 
TPGM,  and  the  candidates  then  asked  to  repeat  it  once  with  (not  after)  him,  at  which 
time  the  loud  noise  is  heard.  This  will  assure  that  each  candidate  knows  the  Word  and, 
from  the  revision,  its  full  significance.  The  text  is  given  as  Appendix  B. 

Section  5: 

Your  chairman  has  requested  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to  relieve  him  of 
his  present  duties.  The  years  roll  on  and  it  is  time  for  younger  hands  to  assume  the 
responsibility.  Your  chairman’s  term  in  office  was  of  unusual  activity.  At  its  beginning 
the  supply  of  many  rituals  was  minimal.  The  opportunity  and  the  necessity  for  revision 
coincided.  Much  has  been  accomplished.  The  task  is  not  complete. 

4°  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1976 
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5°  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1990 
6°  was  revised  in  1991  and  is  awaiting  issue 
7°  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1989 
1 1°  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1979 
13°  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1988 

14°  the  reissue  with  revision  to  1981  is  out  of  print.  Significant  revisions  were 
approved  in  1991  and  a  minor  amendment  in  1992.  A  final  revision  of  the 
Ineffable  Word  Charge  with  a  new  introduction  is  included  in  the  present 
committee  report,  section  4.  The  reissue  of  this  degree  as  amended  awaits  as 
prompt  reissue  as  is  feasible.  The  requirements  for  the  14°  apron  were  exten¬ 
sively  reviewed  in  1987 
17°  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1989 

18°  is  completely  out  of  print.  An  amendment  to  the  Table  Ceremony  was 
approved  in  1991.  The  Table  Ceremony  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1989. 
Reissue  of  the  18°  is  anticipated. 

19°  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1988 
20°  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1988 
21°  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1978 
22°  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1990 

26°  a  ritual  introduction  to  the  optional  Joseph  drama  was  issued  in  1981.  The 
Joseph  drama  remains  in  manuscript  form  and  it  was  recommended  in  1992 
that  the  two  parts  be  combined  and  issued  as  a  single  degree  text.  This  is 
awaiting  issue. 

27°  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1988 

30°  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1988.  A  revised  Profession  of  Faith  was 
approved. 

31°  was  revised  in  1992.  The  text  was  just  recently  supplied  and  awaits  issue  in 
due  course. 

32°  The  title  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  was  changed  in  1987  and  all  Consistories 
notified.  The  CONSTANS  drams  was  issued  as  a  Canadian  ritual  in  1986.  The 
MILITARY  drama  was  modified  by  deletion  of  an  inappropriate  portion  in 
1988.  A  new  prologue  was  approved  for  both  dramas  in  1992  and  awaits  issue. 
An  historical  correction  of  the  Opening  and  Closing  Ceremonies  is  recom¬ 
mended  in  this  report,  section  2.  Reissue  of  the  ritual  should  be  scheduled. 

33°  The  ceremony  of  crowning  a  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector  was  revised  in  1988, 
and  appropriate  action  taken  in  Executive  Session.  The  text  for  the  reception 
in  the  degree  was  revised  in  1991.  This  text  is  in  course  of  reissue  combined 
with  a  revision  of  the  Opening  and  Closing  Ceremonies  prepared  by  a  special 
committee  under  Ill  .'.Bro.\  Lyle  H.  Bergstrom,  33°,  and  the  Ceremony  of 
Installation,  for  which  Ill.'.Bro.M.  Dale  Steeves,  33°,  is  in  charge.  These 
were  dealt  with  in  Executive  Session  and  appropriate  action  taken.  All  matters 
relative  to  the  33°  are  exclusive  to  Executive  Session  and  this  section  of  our 
report  for  purposes  of  record  only. 

The  Installation  14°  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1986 
The  Installation  18°  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1988 
The  Installation  32°  was  reissued  with  revisions  to  1987 

Numerous  other  items  have  required  attention  e.g.  a  review  of  the  constitutional 
need  or  obligatory  degrees,  a  consideration  of  open  Installations  and  of  Easter 
Ceremonies,  several  enquiries  as  to  the  detail  of  some  of  our  degrees,  etc.,  etc. 
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Unfinished  business  includes  a  revision  of  the  12°  with  emphasis  on  the  instru¬ 
ments  on  the  Altar.  These  are  completely  obsolete  in  terms  of  modern  usage.  The  25°  is 
out  of  print.  Other  degrees  not  listed  above  will  certainly  require  attention. 

Freemasonry  must  remain  strictly  in  accord  with  its  fundamental  principles  and,  if 
it  is  to  survive,  must  face  and  meet  the  problems  of  the  day  and  age.  The  work  of 
preparing  our  rituals  in  the  French  language,  as  per  Section  1  of  this  report,  is  a  prime 
example  of  these  two  principles  in  action.  Your  committee  has  been,  and  remains  abso¬ 
lutely,  committed  to  these  basic  principles  and  to  find  words  to  do  so  in  the  oral  media 
of  spoken  ritual,  not  just  in  a  written  text. 

Your  committee  records  its  deep  sense  of  loss  in  the  death  of  Ill.'.Bro.’.D.  A. 
Rennie,  33°,  a  member  of  your  committee  for  several  years  and  former  Deputy  for 
Quebec,  and  of  Ill.  and  M.W.Bro.  A.  Lou  Copeland,  33°,  whose  abiding  friendship  with 
your  chairman  led  consistently  to  precise  and  accurate  answers  to  question  concerning 
his  Hebrew  faith.

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  asked  that  Bro.  Sankey  remain  at  the  lectern.  Bro. 
Lawer  said  that  although  Bro.  Sankey  was  stepping  down  as  chairman  of  this  very 
important  committee,  we  were  not  going  to  lose  him.  He  will  continue  with  these  activi¬ 
ties  and  involvement,  as  before.  Bro.  Sankey,  when  you  gave  your  report  this  morning, 
it  was  enough  to  exhaust  us  all.  As  a  lawyer  I  shouldn’t  admit  it,  but  it  left  me  speech¬ 
less.  Charlie,  we  cannot  begin  to  give  you  enough  credit  for  what  you  have  done  for  this 
Supreme  Council  and  this  beloved  Rite.  Before  I  call  for  the  traditional  vote  of  thanks 
to  you  and  your  committee,  and  a  round  of  applause,  I’m  presenting  to  you,  a  cheque 
for  $1,000.  made  out  to  Brock  University,  Library  Fund.  You  told  us  yesterday,  how  the 
library  has  established  an  outstanding  collection  of  Masonic  books,  set  aside  in  a  special 
section,  and  we  are  sure  it  was  originally  through  your  egis  when  you  were  Chancellor 
of  that  University.  We  felt  that  this  might  be  the  best  way  of  recognizing  the  contribu- 
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tion  you  have  made  to  your  University,  to  Supreme  Council,  and  to  Masonry  in  general. 
I  want  to  present  this  cheque  to  you  to  tell  you  what  a  great  friend  you  have  been  to  all 
of  us  and  to  Supreme  Council. 

Bro.  Sankey,  with  emotion,  replied:  “I  am  very  grateful,  but  I  have  been  more  than 
adequately  paid  by  the  kindness  of  all  the  brethren.”  Warm  applause  greeted  these 
remarks. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Bro.  Lowry  for  a  few  words. 

Bro.  Lowry  said  it  was  his  pleasure  on  behalf  of  the  brethren  of  Hamilton,  to 
present  the  proceeds  of  the  Box  of  Fraternal  Assistance  in  the  sum  of  $735.  to  the 
Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation.  As  Treasurer,  Bro.  Fenton,  accepted  with  thanks 
on  behalf  of  the  Foundation.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
JURISPRUDENCE  AND  LEGISLATION 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Article  40(e)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  Supreme  Council  require  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation  to  consider  all  matters  pertaining  to  the 
laws  and  jurisprudence  of  the  Rite  referred  to  it  by  this  Supreme  Council  or  by  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  to  make  recommendations  with  respect  thereto,  and  to 
report  thereon  to  this  Supreme  Council  at  each  Annual  Meeting. 

Your  committee  was  furnished  with  an  advance  copy  of  the  Allocution  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  Article  22(s)  of  the  Statutes  of  Supreme  Council  requires 
that  all  the  rulings  and  recommendations  contained  in  the  Allocution  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation  for  report  to  this  Supreme  Council. 

In  discharging  the  obligations  imposed  upon  it  by  Article  22(s),  your  committee 
examined  the  Allocution  carefully  and  wishes  to  report  favourably  on  the  rulings,  per¬ 
missions,  and  dispensations  that  were  made  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

We  specifically  refer  to  the  ruling  made  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  with 
respect  to  Bro.  Karl  Bezanzon  Crandall  and  with  respect  to  Bro.  Alistair  Gordon  Harris 
referred  to  in  the  Allocution  on  page  15  and  recommend  confirmation  of  his  actions,  as 
requested  by  him. 
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We  also  recommend  the  approval,  as  requested  by  him,  of  his  actions  taken  with 
respect  to  the  two  petitions  approved  by  him  pursuant  to  Article  79(b)  of  the  Statutes, 
referred  to  on  pages  15  and  16  of  the  Allocution. 

The  adoption  of  this  report  by  Supreme  Council  at  this  Annual  Session  shall  consti¬ 
tute  the  approval  sought  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  with  respect  to  his  rulings 
relating  to  Bros.  Karl  Bezanzon  Crandall  and  Alistair  Gordon  Harris,  and  with  respect 
to  the  two  petitions  referred  to  above. 

No  notices  of  motion  to  amend  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  before  May  1,  1993  in  accordance  with  Article  47(a)(i), 
nor  subsequent  to  that  date,  so  your  committee  was  not  required  to  perform  any  duties 
under  Article  47(a)(iii). 

Your  committee  notes,  with  sadness,  the  reference  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  the  passing  of  so  many  distinguished  brethren  since  our  last  Annual 
Session  and  shares  with  him  the  deep  sense  of  loss  in  that  part  of  his  Allocution. 

Your  committee  applauds  the  great  energy  and  dedication  of  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  as  he  lists  the  numerous  attendances,  visits,  and  duties  he  has  completed  in 
the  last  12  months.  He  has  been  a  great  ambassador  for  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada, 
both  at  home  in  Canada  and  abroad.  Your  committee  prays  for  his  continued  good 
health  to  allow  him  to  maintain  his  rigorous  schedule  of  responsibilities. 

The  committee  approves  of  the  action  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in 
bringing  to  the  attention  of  all  members  of  the  Rite  in  Canada,  the  great  charitable  work 
being  undertaken  by  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada,  as  he  lists 
some  of  the  Foundations  achievements  with  particular  reference  to  the  new  video 
“Finding  The  Way”. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  caution  about  the  use  by  Scottish  Rite  bodies 
of  the  trademarks  referred  to  on  page  1 8  of  the  Allocution,  without  the  written  permis¬ 
sion,  duly  registered,  of  The  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada,  is  worthy 
of  special  vote  by  all  Canadian  bodies. 

This  committee  approves  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  Allocution  in  gener¬ 
al,  and  is  pleased  to  recommend  it  and  the  specific  matters  referred  to  above  for 
approval  and  adoption.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
AUDIT  AND  FINANCE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Article  40(a)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  details  the  duties  of  the  Committee  on 
Audit  and  Finance,  and  the  committee  now  reports  to  Supreme  Council  on  the  discharge 
of  these  duties. 

1.  Constituent  Body  Financial  Reports 

The  financial  reports  of  the  constituent  bodies  have  been  reviewed  by  the  commit¬ 
tee.  This  review  did  not  include  five  valleys  who,  at  the  time  of  writing,  had  not  filed 
the  required  reports.  These  delinquent  valleys  will  be  contacted  in  order  to  obtain  these 
reports,  following  which  they  will  be  reviewed  by  the  committee. 

As  in  past  years,  a  number  of  reports  contain  deficiencies  (most  of  which  are  of  a 
minor  nature)  but,  overall,  the  quality  of  the  submissions  continue  to  show  improve¬ 
ment.  Details  of  the  deficiencies  will  be  forwarded  to  the  deputies  of  Supreme  Council 
in  order  that  these  matters  might  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  valleys,  with  a  view 
to  eliminating  the  deficiencies  in  future  years. 

The  reports  indicate  that  the  constituent  bodies  are,  generally  speaking,  in  satisfac¬ 
tory  financial  shape;  but  all  bodies  are  urged  to  constantly  monitor  their  finances  and 
take  whatever  corrective  action  may  be  required  to  maintain  a  sound  financial  position. 

2.  Constituent  Bodies’  By-Law  Amendments 

The  chairman  of  the  committee  has  reviewed  all  requests  for  by-law  amendments 
pertaining  to  financial  matters  and  has  forwarded  comments  and  recommendations  to 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  concerning  these. 

3.  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  Grand  Treasurer-General,  Board  of 
Trustees  and  Auditors 

The  committee  has  examined  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General, 
the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Auditors.  These  reports 
were  found  to  be  acceptable  and  the  committee  recommends  their  adoption. 

4.  Financial  Operations  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 1993 

The  financial  statement  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1993,  was 
reviewed.  The  operation  for  the  year  produced  an  excess  of  revenue  over  expenses  of 
$134,898.  which  exceeded  the  budgeted  figure  by  some  $90,000.  The  improvement  in 
the  result  was  principally  due  to  better-than-projected  income  from  the  investment  port¬ 
folio,  a  significant  reduction  in  the  cost  of  the  Annual  Session,  and  overall  firm  control 
of  expenses.  The  financial  result  for  the  year  comfortably  exceeds  the  target  set  by 
Supreme  Council  several  years  ago.  The  excess  of  revenue  over  expense  has  been 
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added  to  the  reserves,  thereby  strengthening  the  financial  stability  of  Supreme  Council. 
The  committee  recommends  that  the  financial  statements  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1993  be  adopted. 

5.  Budget  1993-1994 

The  proposed  budget  for  the  1993-1994  fiscal  period  has  been  reviewed  by  the 
committee  and  suitable  background  information  on  the  various  revenue  and  expense 
categories  was  reviewed.  The  proposed  budget  is  projecting  an  excess  of  revenue  over 
expense  of  $53,355.  which  amount  is  adequate  to  attain  the  financial  targets  of  Supreme 
Council.  The  committee  recommends  the  approval  of  the  1993-1994  budget. 

6.  General 

a)  Commuted  Dues. 

Under  the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  a  constituent  body  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  establish  a  plan  to  commute  the  dues  of  its  members. 
Since  no  criteria  was  in  place  to  assess  the  adequacy  of  such  plans,  a  special  committee 
was  established  to  review  this  matter  and  make  recommendations  thereon. 

The  special  committee  has  reported.  The  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance  has 
reviewed  this  report  and  has  now  established  minimum  guidelines  to  be  met  before  the 
approval  of  any  proposed  plans  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  These  guidelines 
will  be  forwarded  to  all  valleys  to  assist  them  in  preparing  a  commuted  dues  plan 
should  they  decide  to  do  so. 

b)  Ten  year  Financial  Forecast 

In  a  prior  year,  this  committee  recommended  that  a  ten-year  financial  forecast  of 
the  Supreme  Council  finances  be  prepared.  The  Grand  Treasurer-General  prepared  such 
a  forecast  and  this  was  reviewed  by  the  committee. 

The  forecast  will  be  of  great  assistance  in  our  future  financial  planning.  The  com¬ 
mittee  recommends  that  it  be  updated  and  extended  periodically  to  reflect  changes 
which  may  alter  the  basic  assumptions  used.  The  forecast  indicates  that  revenue  should 
be  adequate  to  cover  expenses  for  the  next  few  years.  Beyond  that,  new  revenues  will 
have  to  be  raised,  most  likely  through  an  increase  in  the  per  capita  dues  charged  to  each 
constituent  body. 

The  committee  expresses  its  thanks  to  our  Grand  Treasurer-General  for  preparing 
this  very  important  planning  tool. 

c)  The  committee  acknowledges  the  assistance  and  support  of  the  Grand- 
Treasurer  General,  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  the  Executive  Secretary.

We  are  fortunate  that  he  is  going  to  be  succeeded 
by  a  very  competent  brother,  specifically.  Ill.".  Bro  .'.John  (Jack)  D.  Atchison. 

Bro.  Lawer  called  upon  Bro.  Steeves  to  install  the  new  Co-Deputy  for  Ontario, 
assisted  by  Bros.  Milligan,  Trenholm  and  Mackay. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  installation  ceremony,  Ill  .'.Bro. ".John  D.  Atchison,  as  Co-

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  report  of  the  conditions 
and  activities  of  the  five  Scottish  Rite  valleys  in  Alberta.

As  a  result,  the  1993-1994  offi¬ 
cers  have  elected  to  continue  this  process,  with  a  Spring  Reunion,  4°-14°,  in  April  1994, 
and  a  Fall  Reunion,  15°-32°,  in  October  1994. 

Our  “Rite-Irees  Luncheon  Club”  continue  to  meet  together  for  lunch  on  the  2nd 
Wednesday  of  each  month  with  continued  good  attendance  and  interesting  speakers. 

The  officers  and  brethren  of  the  valley  continue  the  program  of  visits  to  craft 
lodges  to  honour  the  Master  of  the  lodge  who  is  a  member  of  Scottish  Rite,  with  presen¬ 
tation  of  a  memento  to  commemorate  his  year  in  the  East. 

On  Sunday,  April  18,  1993,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Masonic  Family  Awareness 
Committee,  the  masons  of  Manitoba  held  a  family  church  service  at  Knox  United 
Church  to  help  them  celebrate  their  125th  Anniversary.  The  church  can  seat  approxi¬ 
mately  1300  people;  and  there  were  at  least  1000  in  attendance,  comprised  of  members 
and  families  from  every  organization  in  our  Masonic  fraternity  in  Manitoba  -  from 
Job’s  Daughters  and  DeMolay,  through  to  the  Daughters  of  the  Nile  and  Khartum 
Shrine  Temple,  and  every  other  Masonic  related  group.  It  was  a  very  enjoyable  and 
impressive  event. 

On  Thursday,  April  15,  1993,  at  6:00  p.m.,  97  brethren  of  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg 
and  Brandon  sat  down  to  a  special  dinner  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Khartum  Shrine 
Temple  in  Winnipeg,  to  honour  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Valley  of 
Winnipeg,  Bro.  Clarence  E.  Chick,  33°,  on  his  retirement  from  this  position  after  7  very 
successful  years.  His  efforts,  during  his  term  in  office,  have  changed  the  whole  opera¬ 
tion  of  this  position,  and  has  enabled  it  to  be  carried  out  with  only  one  person  in  charge, 
at  considerable  cost  savings  to  the  valley.  The  brethren  presented  him  with  a  suitable 
gift  and  wished  him  well  in  his  retirement. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  receive  applications  for  the  position  of  Executive 
Secretary,  and  they  have  recommended  that  Bro.  Norman  D.  Singbeil,  32°,  be  appointed 
to  take  over  these  duties,  effective,  May  1,  1993.  Bro.  Chick  will  assist  Bro.  Singbeil 
during  the  month  of  May,  in  an  effort  to  make  him  familiar  with  the  duties  and  respon-

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NEW  BRUNSWICK 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Once  again  it  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  the  annual 
report  on  the  activities  and  condition  of  Scottish  Rite  in 
the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  for  the  year  1992- 
1993. 

As  in  the  past,  the  loss  of  distinguished  brethren  has 
taken  its  toll.  While  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  our 
Supreme  Council  ranks  have  remained  intact,  neverthe¬ 
less  we  are  saddened  with  the  deaths  of  23  members 
throughout  the  jurisdiction.  To  their  families  and  friends 
we  extend  our  deepest  sympathy. 

During  my  visits  throughout  the  three  valleys, 
attending  regular,  executive,  and  advisory  meetings,  I 
have  had  the  opportunity  to  observe  and  apprize  the 
affairs  of  the  bodies.  In  most  instances,  the  officers  display  a  keen  interest,  but  the 
attendance,  particularly  the  absence  of  some  officers,  is  a  concern  and  should  be 
addressed.  In  general,  the  State  of  the  Rite  seems  to  be  in  good  order,  however,  mem¬ 
bership  is  still  on  the  decline.  New  initiates  in  craft  lodges  are  on  the  upswing,  but  this 
has  had  only  a  marginal  impact  upon  the  Rite.  Combined  with  deaths,  suspensions, 
demits,  and  smaller  classes  of  candidates,  we  again  show  a  loss.  Together  with  the 
advent  of  the  computer  systems  uncovering  erroneous  reporting  in  the  past,  our  records 
show  the  lodges  have  declined  from  1,231  to  1,206.  Chapter  figures  show  a  drop  from 
1,007  to  989.  However,  it  is  encouraging  to  report  an  upswing  in  the  consistory  from 
817  to  828. 

During  the  year,  the  three  valleys  have  regretfully  accepted  the  resignations  of  the 
Secretary/Registrars  after  many  years  of  dedicated  service.  Their  replacements  are 
doing  an  admirable  performance,  and  are  either  on  line  or  are  in  the  process  of  installing 
the  computer  program. 

Once  again,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  a  close  liaison  exists  between  Grand  Lodge 
and  the  Rite.  Ill Bro Carr  W.  Graham,  33°,  recently  replaced  Ill Bro  .*.  Orville  Mason, 
33°  elect,  as  Grand  Master.  Several  other  members  hold  key  positions  in  both  orders. 
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Valley  of  Saint  John 
Saint  John  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Harington  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix 
New  Brunswick  Sovereign  Consistory 

Due  to  the  retirement  of  the  Secretary /Registrar,  an  arrangement  was  made  to  use 
the  Grand  Lodge  facilities  with  the  Grand  Secretary  performing  a  dual  role  for  both  par¬ 
ties.  So  far  this  arrangement  has  proven  very  satisfactory. 

The  annual  Divine  Service  was  held  at  Saint  Columba  Presbyterian  Church  on 
November  15,  with  the  Reverend  G.  L.  Blackwell  ministering  the  service.  The  annual 
Christmas  Party  was  held  in  West  Saint  John  on  November  27,  with  families  in  atten¬ 
dance. 

Once  again,  our  Charitable  Foundation  was  the  recipient  of  a  generous  donation. 

My  official  visit  was  made  to  the  valley  on  December  14,  and,  accompanied  by  the 
local  33rds,  we  were  heartily  welcomed  under  the  Honourable  Swords  and  Stars. 

The  Lodge  of  Perfection  held  their  Annual  Reunion  on  November  13-14,  with  a 
class  of  eight  candidates,  plus  one  from  the  Valley  of  Fredericton. 

On  February  8,  an  Installation  of  Officers  was  performed  with  Active  Member 
Ill.'.Bro.'.Matheson,  33°,  as  the  installing  officer.  The  reason  for  a  change  of  officers, 
midway  through  their  biennial  term,  was  due  to  several  officers  dropping  from  office 
due  to  unforeseen  circumstances. 

Lead  by  the  enthusiasm  of  Ill Bro  .'.  E.  A.  Young,  32°,  Past  Most  Wise 
Sovereign,  this  valley  has  formed  craft  lodge  degree  teams  and  has  extended  invitations 
to  perform.  Also,  Bro.  Young  has  formed  a  10°  team,  which  should  be  ready  to  expose 
their  talents  at  the  next  reunion.  We  commend  this  dedicated  brother  for  his  ritual  abili¬ 
ties  and  actions.  The  Chapter  Reunion  was  held  on  April  3,  with  eight  initiates.  The 
Easter  Ceremonies  were  performed  in  the  accustomed  manner,  with  families  and  friends 
in  attendance  on  Sunday. 

The  biennial  Installation  of  Officers  was  held  on  April  12.  Guests  were  in  atten¬ 
dance,  with  ceremonies  conducted  in  the  approved  manner.  It  was  rather  disappointing 
to  myself,  as  installing  officer,  that  there  was  no  honour-guard  or  organist  in  attendance, 
since  these  two  items  add  so  much  to  the  ceremony,  especially  with  guests  in  atten¬ 
dance.  I  here  state,  that  after  five  open  ceremonies  (lodge  and  chapter),  very  little  inter¬ 
est  has  been  generated  towards  enticing  new  members.  While  we  do  enjoy  displaying 
our  facilities  and  activities,  the  repeated  ritual  work  must  become  boring  to  our  ladies. 

The  Consistory  continues  to  rotate  meetings  throughout  the  three  valleys.  The 
Annual  Reunion  was  held  in  Saint  John  on  October  16  and  17,  under  the  capable  leader¬ 
ship  of  Ill.'.  Bro. ‘.Scott  Ellsworth,  32°,  as  Commander-in-Chief.  Twenty-one  initiates 
witnessed  the  various  degrees  exemplified  by  teams  from  the  three  valleys. 
Ill .’.  Bro  .'.Carl  H.  Jarvis,  33°,  our  senior  Honorary  Inspector-General,  held  our  atten¬ 
tion  as  banquet  speaker.  Also,  we  were  honoured  with  the  presence  of  Ms.  Waynonda 
Knight,  who  was  presented  with  a  Bursary  Award  on  behalf  of  the  Foundation. 
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Annual  returns  indicate  that  the  lodge  membership  had  a  slight  decline  from  367  to 
365,  similarly  the  chapter  experienced  a  loss  from  396  to  393,  while  the  consistory 
enjoyed  an  increase  from  817  to  828. 

Valley  of  Moncton 
Moncton  Lodge  of  Perfection 
Britton  Chapter  Rose  Croix 

The  computer  program,  with  a  new  Secretary/Registrar,  is  finally  in  operation  and 
is  proving  its  worth.  (Disappointingly  it  uncovered  a  reporting  statistic  which  had  been 
overstating  our  membership  figures.)  Last  year  one  of  the  lodge  class  candidates  was 
unable  to  be  present  for  the  entire  reunion  ceremonies  due  to  health  constraints.  During 
the  year  he  was  able  to  be  present  for  further  degrees,  and  on  May  24,  and  approved  by 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  the  13°  and  14°  were  conferred  upon  him  at  his  resi¬ 
dence.  A  very  happy  and  proud  Sublime  Prince,  I  assure  you,  who  has  surpassed  his 
91st  birthday. 

Officers  for  a  one-year  term  were  installed  on  October  22,  with  Ill.'.  Bro.'.  N.  D. 
Keirstead,  32°,  as  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master. 

During  the  February  meeting,  I  was  privileged  to  make  my  official  visit,  offer 
greetings,  and  update  recent  council  developments.

Since  the  Moncton  Lodge  of  Perfection  is  the  sponsoring  body  of  this  rejuvenated  chap¬ 
ter,  the  only  one  operating  in  Atlantic  Canada,  it  was  most  gratifying  to  bring  greetings 
on  behalf  of  Supreme  Council,  and  to  demonstrate  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s 
interest  by  forming  a  Special  Committee  to  bring  in  a  report  on  how  we  can  assist  this 
order  throughout  Canada. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  express  my  appreciation  to  Active  Member  E.  S.  Matheson, 
33°,  Past  Active  I.  Dale  Steeves,  33°,  the  Honoraries,  and  others  for  their  assistance  and 
guidance  during  the  past  year.  I  am  also  grateful  to  the  Hamilton  office  staff  for  their 
patience  and  understanding.

Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  fifth  report  as  Deputy 
for  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island,  and 
Newfoundland  on  the  State  of  the  Rite  in  my  jurisdic¬ 
tion  as  required  by  the  Statutes  and  Regulations. 

Valley  of  Halifax 

On  October  15  and  16,  1992,  Victoria  Lodge  of 
Perfection  held  their  Annual  Reunion  with  Lieutenant 
Grand  Commander  Ill  .‘.Bro.’. Harold  Crosby,  33°,  as 
luncheon  speaker.  Much  to  his  surprise,  all  Honorary 
Inspectors-General  in  this  jurisdiction  had  forwarded  a 
letter  of  congratulations  on  his  election  as  Lieutenant 
Grand  Commander.  These  were  placed  in  a  folder  and 
presented  to  him  at  the  dinner. 

My  official  visit  to  the  Valley  of  Halifax  took  place  on  November  5,  1992.  I  was 
received  with  the  usual  honours  and  was  accompanied  by  a  large  contingent  of  twenty- 
five  Honorary  Inspectors-General.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Valley  of  Halifax 
always  responds  to  an  official  visit  with  a  large  number  of  brethren  in  attendance.

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Valley  of  Sydney

Supreme  Council  very  promptly  forwarded  a  check  to  assist  in  the  rebuilding  and  I  am 
pleased  to  inform  you  that  Scottish  Rite  received  very  favourable  public  relations 
including  a  photo  session  with  the  national  president  of  the  Red  Cross. 

On  December  27,  1992,  the  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  and  Shannon  Chapter  of  the  York 
Rite  held  their  Annual  Joint  Church  Service  and  I  was  privileged  to  read  a  lesson. 

On  January  23, 1  brought  the  greetings  from  Supreme  Council  to  the  installation  of 
the  Potentate  of  Mazol  Temple  A.A.O.N.M.S. 

Due  to  a  previous  commitment,  I  was  unable  to  accept  the  invitation  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Nova  Scotia  to  attend  it’s  One  Hundred  and  Thirty 
Fourth  Convocation.  However,  I  instructed  Ill.’.Bro.’.Lawrin  Armstrong,  33°,  to  dele¬ 
gate  a  member  of  Supreme  Council  in  Nova  Scotia  to  bring  the  greetings  of  Supreme 
Council  at  the  convocation.

Meeting  in  the  Masonic  Temple,  Chester,  Nova  Scotia.  The  8°  was  portrayed. 

Dispensation  was  granted  to  Macgillivray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  to  change  the 
date  of  their  October  13,  1993  meeting  to  October  20,  1993. 

I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  all  the  Scottish  Rite  Foundation  grants  in  my  juris¬ 
diction  were  presented  to  the  recipients  during  a  photo  session. 

My  sincere  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  reigning  officers  for  their  dedication  to 
Scottish  Rite,  to  the  Honorary  Members  of  Supreme  Council  for  their  invaluable  sup¬ 
port  during  the  year,  and  to  Ill  .*.  Bro  .*.  Harold  E.  Crosby,  33°,  Lieutenant  Grand 
Commander,  and  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Ill.*. Bro. ’.Gordon  L.  Bennett,  33°, 
for  their  willing  support  and  guidance  during  the  year.  To  the  Grand  Secretary-General 
and  his  office  staff  for  their  efficiency  and  support  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  ONTARIO 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 


Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  this  my  final  report  to 
Supreme  Council  on  the  activities  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
Valleys  of  Barrie,  Chatham,  Guelph,  London,  Niagara 
Falls,  Sarnia,  Toronto,  Windsor,  and  Woodstock. 

As  I  review  my  visits  to  the  various  valleys,  I  feel 
proud  that  I  was  privileged  to  serve  as  deputy  and  to 
associate  with  so  many  fine  Scottish  Rite  Masons.  The 
efforts  and  dedication  of  the  officers  has  continually 
reminded  me  that  although  Scottish  Rite  numbers  may 
be  declining,  the  good  work  continues  and  I  feel  that  the 
Rite  is  in  good  hands. 

During  the  year,  at  the  request  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  Ill .'.Bro.'. John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  I 
represented  Supreme  Council  at  two  Masonic  functions  in  this  area.  On  Wednesday, 
October  28,  1992,  Tecumseh  Lodge  No.  144  AF  &  AM  held  an  appreciation  night  for 
Ill.’. Bro.\ Bertie  A.  Mennie,  33°.  Ill.’.Bro.'.Mennie  has  served  on  many  Masonic  bod¬ 
ies  and  had  risen  to  grand  rank  in  most  of  them.  I  was  pleased  to  represent  Supreme 
Council  and  bring  greetings  on  behalf  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

On  April  22,  23,  24,  1993,  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario  held  their  135th  annual  Convocation  in  London.  It  was  my  privi¬ 
lege  to  bring  greetings  to  Grand  Chapter  and  to  Most  Excellent  Companion  G.  Robert 
Jackson  from  Supreme  Council.  The  hospitality  of  Grand  Chapter  was  much  appreciat¬ 
ed  by  Lucille  and  myself. 

Our  annual  sessions  in  Saskatoon  were  well  planned  and  the  western  hospitality 
extended  to  the  visitors  was  much  appreciated. 

The  loss  by  death  of  many  Masonic  friends  was  most  evident  this  year.  Since  my 
last  report,  Ill  .’.Bro  .'.Lyle  H.  Bergstrom,  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander; 
Ill  .*.Bro.‘.  Douglas  A.  Rennie,  33°,  Past  Deputy  for  Quebec;  Ill  .'.Bro  .‘.William  R. 
Carmichael,  33°,  Past  Deputy  for  Quebec;  Ill. ’.Bro. '.Richard  J.  Lord,  33°,  Past  Grand 
Treasurer  General;  Ill  .'.Bro  .‘.David  M.  Taylor,  33°,  Past  Active  Member,  have  made 
the  last  journey  on  the  pilgrims  way.  We  remember  them  for  their  fraternal  friendship 
and  their  contributions  to  the  Masonic  order. 

In  the  nine  valleys,  we  record  191  receiving  the  4°,  8  affiliations  and  5  restorations. 
Reported  also  were  the  losses,  315  by  death,  154  by  withdrawals,  and  37  suspensions 
for  a  net  loss  of  302  members  in  Lodges  of  Perfection.  Full  details  of  all  deceased 
Honorary  Inspectors-General  33°  are  printed  in  the  obituary  records. 
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In  general,  the  loss  of  302  members  represents  a  decline  of  2.67%  which  is  a  large 
increase  over  1.24%  last  year.  The  big  loss  is  recorded  in  the  withdrawals  and  suspen¬ 
sions.  Many  of  these  are  the  results  of  members  not  informing  the  Grand 
Secretary/Registrar  of  change  of  address.  The  practice  is  if  2  notices  are  returned 
address  unknown,  the  member  is  dropped  from  the  list.  A  special  committee  could  pos¬ 
sibly  be  named  to  investigate  this  so  that  this  oversight  on  the  part  of  the  members 
would  not  result  in  the  loss  of  membership. 

In  concert  with  Ill .‘.  Bro  .'.J.  W.  Lowry,  33°,  my  associate  as  Deputy  for  Ontario,  a 
successful  meeting  was  held  in  Hamilton  on  May  15,  1993.  The  invitation  to  attend  was 
sent  to  all  Honorary  Inspectors-General  33°  in  Ontario.  There  were  42  present  and  16 
valleys  were  represented,  either  by  members  or  by  written  submissions.  Each  valley 
submitted  reports  and  then  an  open  question  and  discussion  period  was  available. 
Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Lowry  and  I  agreed  it  was  a  good  meeting  and  the  members  agreed  that  we 
should  hold  other  meetings  in  the  future. 

Valley  of  Barrie 

This  was  a  very  successful  year  for  the  Valley  of  Barrie.  The  valley  had  a  Fall  and 
a  Spring  Reunion  for  all  three  bodies.  There  were  46  candidates  for  the  Barrie  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  45  for  Spry  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  73  for  Barrie  Consistory.  The  three 
Fall  Reunions  were  named  in  honour  of  Ill .’.  Bro. ‘.  Peter  A.  Sinclair,  33°,  Past  Active 
Member  of  the  Supreme  Council  and  Past  Grand  Standard  Bearer.  The  three  Spring 
Reunions  were  named  in  honour  of  Ill  .‘.Bro.'. F.  C.  “Army”  Armstrong,  33°.  Bro. 
Armstrong,  with  the  (exception  of  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Peter  Sinclair,  33°)  is  the  oldest  living, 
Past  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  of  Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection,  39  years  ago,  and 
Past  Most  Wise  Sovereign  34  years  ago.  The  Valley  of  Barrie  is  proud  of  these  two 
members  who  have,  over  the  years,  been  outstanding  and  have  contributed  so  much  to 
Barrie  Valley. 

I  made  my  official  visit  to  the  valley  on  Saturday,  October  25,  1992  and  was 
pleased  to  have  Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.Sinclair,  33°,  as  my  escort  for  the  day.  At  the  luncheon,  I 
addressed  the  members  and  candidates.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  observe  the  15,  16,  17, 
and  18  degrees.  All  4  degrees  were  well  directed  and  well  presented.  The  candidates 
were  impressed,  as  I  was,  by  the  participation  and  excellence  displayed  by  the  members 
taking  the  various  parts. 

After  the  banquet,  I  was  officially  received  with  appropriate  honours,  accompanied 
by  Ill .’.  Bro .‘.  R.  E.  Greer,  33°,  Grand  Marshal  of  Supreme  Council  and  Grand 
Secretary/Registrar  of  all  bodies  in  the  Barrie  Valley  and  Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.Peter  Sinclair,  33°, 
Past  Active,  who  was  the  Reunion  Honoree. 

At  the  Spring  Reunion  of  the  Barrie  Consistory,  a  plaque  was  presented  by  the 
Barrie  Masonic  Temple  Assoc,  naming  the  “Red  Room”  as  the  Greer  Room.  This  pre¬ 
sentation  was  presented  to  Ill.'. Bro.'. R.  E.  Greer,  33°,  Active,  in  the  presence  of  his 
family  and  other  guests.  A  well  deserved  honour  to  Bro.  Greer. 

Easter  Ceremonies  were  held  in  Barrie  with  Auxiliary  Chapters  in  Orillia, 
Bracebridge,  Newmarket,  Collingwood,  Owen  Sound,  and  Parry  Sound.  All  were  well 
attended. 
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The  valley  was  saddened  on  February  5,  1993  by  the  death  of  Ill  .’.Bro.'.  George 
William  Grant  Oldham,  33°.  Bro.  Oldham  represented  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Mount  Albert 
area  with  distinction  and  dedication. 

Barrie  Lodge  of  Perfection  reports  a  loss  of  1 8  members.  Spry  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  a  loss  of  12  members,  and  Barrie  Consistory  a  net  gain  of  50  members.

Valley  of  Guelph 

I  was  unable  to  visit  the  valley  during  the  past  year  but  I  have  been  in  touch  with 
the  Active  Member,  Ill.'.Bro.'.  J.  E.  “Jack”  Winch,  33°  on  many  occasions  and  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  the  valley  has  been  busy  and  active  during  the  Masonic  year.

Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  In  addition,  Easter  Ceremonies  were  held  at  Guelph  and  at 
Hanover.

We  congratulate  Ill.'.Bro.'.N.  R.  Richards,  33°,  Past  Active  Member  and  President 
of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation,  on  being  invested  with  the  Canada  125 
Medal  for  Meritorious  Service  to  Canada,  to  Guelph,  and  for  his  work  with  the  Scottish 
Rite  Charitable  Foundation. 

My  thanks  to  Ill .’.Bro.\ Jack  Winch,  33°,  for  his  ready  supply  of  information  on 
the  activities  of  the  valley. 
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Valley  of  London 


London  Valley  meeting  developed  a  plan  to  work  for  20%  of  the  craft  masons  who 
are  not  now  members  of  Scottish  Rite.  They  estimate  that  there  are  over  9000  masons  in 
the  London  area  which  means  approximately  7000  are  not  members  of  Scottish  Rite, 
20%  would  mean  a  potential  increase  of  1400  members. 

The  Secretary /Registrar,  Ill  .'.Bro.'.  Doug  Banks,  32°,  is  working  to  increase  com¬ 
munication  with  candidates  and  sponsors  about  preparations,  support,  and  participation. 
The  results  have  been  a  better  prepared  candidate  and  an  increased  number  of  sponsors 
in  attendance  at  the  reunions.  Ill.*. Bro.'. Banks’  communications  emphasizes  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  sponsors  participation.

Valley  of  Toronto 

Toronto  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  held  12  meetings  during  the  past  year.  The  14° 
was  held  on  Monday,  January  11,  1993,  and  Monday,  April  26,  1993,  conferring 
degrees  on  44  candidates.  Four  dinner  meetings  were  held  with  a  guest  speaker  and 
receptions.  The  meeting  of  April  25,  1993  was  the  annual  reception  of  all  of  the 
Worshipful  Masters  in  the  area  generally  served  by  the  Toronto  Grand  Lodge  of 
Perfection  who  are  members  of  Toronto  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection.  I  have  witnessed 
this  reception  and  it  is  most  impressive. 

Toronto  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  reports  93  deaths  and  112  withdrawals,  with 
additions  of  only  46,  resulting  in  a  net  loss  of  157  members. 

Toronto  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  also  held  12  meetings  and  the  18°  was 
conferred  on  January  21,  1993  and  April  8  and  1 1,  1993.  Thirty-six  candidates  received 
the  18°. 

I  made  my  official  visit  on  December  3,  1992.  At  the  banquet,  I  spoke  to  a  large 
number  of  members  and  candidates.  I  expressed  my  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  I  had 
been  able  to  serve  the  Toronto  Valley  for  5  of  the  eleven  years  that  I  had  been  the 
Deputy  for  Ontario  and  for  the  many  friends  I  had  made  through  my  association  with 
the  Valley  of  Toronto. 

Just  prior  to  witnessing  the  conferral  of  17°,  I  was  received  along  with  several 
other  officers  and  members  of  Supreme  Council  with  all  honours.  After  I  had  been  pre¬ 
sented  with  the  Gavel  and  returned  it  to  Ill .\Bro.\ Alvin  Walker,  32°,  Most  Wise 
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Sovereign,  I  was  presented  with  a  cheque  for  $5,000.,  a  gift  to  the  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation. 

Toronto  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  reported  80  deaths  and  92  withdrawals, 
with  additions  of  38,  resulting  in  a  net  loss  of  134  members. 

Thanks  once  again  to  Ill  .’.  Bro  Sam  Gilmore,  33°,  Grand  Almoner  for  the 
Toronto  Valley,  for  his  assistance  in  delivering  cheques  to  the  recipients  of  Scottish 
Rite  Charitable  Foundation  research  grants,  Ms.  Nancy  Freeman,  Mr.  Kevin  Finnegan 
and  Ms.  Daune  MacGregor. 

One  of  the  deaths  reported  by  the  Toronto  Valley  was  that  of  Ill  .'.Bro  .’.William 
Kirk  Bailey,  33°.  Twenty-  five  years  ago,  when  I  was  appointed  an  officer  of  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  Ill  .’.Bro  .’.Bailey  was  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  and  later,  when  he  was  Grand  Master,  I  served  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
General  Purposes.  The  contributions  of  Ill.". Bro. '.Bailey  to  Masonry  in  Ontario  were 
many  and  his  absence  will  be  missed. 

Just  as  we  were  printing  this  report,  I  was  notified  of  the  sudden  passing  of 
Ill .'.  Bro.".  A.  Lou  Copeland,  33°,  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  Ill .’. Bro.’. John  P.  Silvera,  33°,  both  were  hard  at  work 
during  our  recent  Grand  Lodge  Sessions. 

On  my  many  visits  to  Toronto,  I  have  been  impressed  by  the  quality  of  work  and 
the  large  number  of  workers  available  for  ritual  work,  wardrobe  and  property.  The  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  lodge  and  chapter  are  very  active  and  their  reports  show  that  they  take 
their  appointments  seriously. 

I  express  gratitude  to  the  active  and  past  active  members  of  the  Toronto  Valley  for 
their  guidance  and  co-operation  to  the  officers  and  members  for  their  kindness  and  hos¬ 
pitality  during  my  visits. 

Valley  of  Windsor 

This  has  been  an  eventful  year  for  Windsor  Valley.  The  money  raised  for  charita¬ 
ble  purposes  has  been  very  rewarding.  The  members  working  the  bingo  games  have 
been  very  faithful  and  are  to  be  commended  for  their  efforts.  The  annual  golf  outing  at 
Kingsville  was  well  attended.  PMWS  Roger  Harris,  32°,  and  his  committee  have,  over 
the  years,  contributed  generously  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  by  their 
efforts  on  this  fellowship  project. 

The  Windsor  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  held  their  reunion  on  November  24,  1992  and 
the  18°  was  conferred  on  9  candidates.  The  chapter  held  nine  meetings  during  the  year 
with  excellent  attendance. 

Members  of  Kent  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  visited  Windsor  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on 
February  23,  1993  and  installed  Ill  .".Bro  .‘.Carl  A.  Oleander,  32°,  and  his  officers.  This 
is  an  annual  visitation  by  the  Chatham  Valley  and  is  reciprocated  by  the  Windsor 
Chapter  visiting  Chatham  to  officiate  at  their  installation. 
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Windsor  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  reported  31  deaths,  11  withdrawals  and  suspen¬ 
sions,  with  9  initiations,  for  a  net  loss  of  33  members. 

Windsor  Lodge  of  Perfection,  due  to  an  unfortunate  circumstance,  was  unable  to 
hold  a  reunion  this  past  year.  At  the  regular  meeting  on  March  9,  1993,  internal  prob¬ 
lems  resulted  in  an  unfavourable  ballot  on  all  candidates.  Because  of  this  unusual  bal¬ 
loting  result,  I  was  requested  to  petition  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  to  invoke 
Article  79(b)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations.  All  of  the  above  having  been  done  in  the 
manner  prescribed,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Lawer  approved  the  petition  and  when  the  ballot  was 
taken  it  proved  to  be  favourable  to  all  applicants.  The  Annual  Reunion  has  been  re¬ 
scheduled  to  October  1993. 

Windsor  Lodge  of  Perfection  reported  37  deaths,  1 1  withdrawals  and  suspensions 
for  a  net  loss  of  48  members.

Ill /.Bro /.Watson  was  presented  his  jewel  by  Ill /.Bro /.Robert 
Barnett,  33°,  Active  Member  in  London.  The  Windsor  Valley  sent  a  letter  of  apprecia¬ 
tion  to  the  Valley  of  London  for  their  kindness  and  hospitality  to  Ill  /.  Bro .'.  Watson  and 
his  wife  Nina. 

My  thanks  to  the  officers  of  the  Valley  of  Windsor  and  to  Ill/. Bro /.Jack 
Atchison,  33  °,  Active,  for  their  help  and  assistance. 

Valley  of  Woodstock 

The  valley  celebrated  the  Reunion  of  Woodstock  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  Saturday, 
October  31,  1992.  The  reunion  was  named  in  honour  of  Ill /.Bro /.Kenneth  Emerson, 
33°,  who  was  coroneted  33°  Honorary  on  September  10,  1992  in  Saskatoon.  The  speak¬ 
er  at  the  banquet  was  Ill /.Bro .'.Barrie  Newton,  33°,  First  Lieutenant  Commander, 
Moore  Sovereign  Consistory.  The  14°  was  conferred  on  12  candidates.  The  annual 
report  of  the  lodge  indicates  13  members  deceased  for  a  net  loss  of  1  member. 

The  Reunion  of  Centennial  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  was  held  on  Thursday,  March 
1 1,  1993,  with  the  18°  being  conferred  on  13  candidates.  The  Easter  Ceremonies  were 
held  on  Maundy  Thursday  and  Easter  Sunday.

Statistically,  Scottish  Rite  membership  in  the  nine  valleys  is  declining.  I  am  how¬ 
ever  encouraged  by  the  spirit  and  enthusiasm  of  its  officers  and  members.  All  portrayals 
of  the  various  degrees  are  performed  in  an  excellent  manner  and  all  the  brethren  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  degree  work  should  be  congratulated  for  their  efforts. 

I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  extend  to  Ill.-. Bro.-. John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  our 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  my  appreciation.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  being  associated 
with  him,  first  as  Deputy  for  Ontario  and  for  the  last  5  years  as  Lieutenant  Grand 
Commander  and  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

My  thanks  to  the  Active  and  Past  Active  members  of  Supreme  Council,  especially 
to  the  acting  deputies  during  the  winter  months,  for  their  council  and  co-operation,  and 
to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  his  office  for  their  always  kind  and  courteous  assis¬ 
tance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  ONTARIO 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 


Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  herein  this,  my  fifth  Annual 
Report  on  the  State  of  the  Rite  as  of  May  31,  1993,  in 
the  Valleys  of  Hamilton,  Kingston,  North  Bay,  Ottawa, 
Peterborough,  Sault  Ste  Marie,  Sudbury,  and  Thunder 
Bay. 

Valley  of  Hamilton 

The  1992  Annual  Fall  Reunion  of  the  Murton 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  Hamilton  Sovereign  Grand 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory  occurred  the  full  week  of  Monday, 
November  2,  through  Saturday,  November  7.  The 
Valley  of  Hamilton,  I  believe,  is  unique  in  this  jurisdic¬ 
tion,  in  that  a  candidate  at  the  Fall  Reunion  has  the 
option  to  proceed  from  the  4°  to  the  32°  within  5-  1/2  days. 

An  interesting  event  of  the  Murton  Reunion  was  the  presentation  of  a  handsome 
framed  portrait  of  Sir  John  Morison  Gibson,  33°,  a  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
by  Ill  Bro.\ Gordon  W.  Skinner,  33°,  and  his  son,  Richard  G.  Skinner,  33°. 

On  Saturday,  March  6,  1992,  the  ceremony  of  the  dedication  of  the  Hamilton 
Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  and  “Red  Room”  for  craft  lodge  purposes  was  conducted  in  an 
impressive  manner  by  M.W.Bro.  Norman  E.  Byrne,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  his  officers.  This  was  a  singular  and  signifi¬ 
cant  event,  for,  according  to  available  information,  this  was  the  first  time  in  this  Grand 
Lodge  jurisdiction  that  space  within  a  Scottish  Rite  building  had  been  dedicated  for 
craft  lodge  purposes  in  this  sequence.  Historically,  and  unlike  the  Hamilton  sequence,  it 
has  initially  been  a  craft  lodge  building  and  thereafter,  dedicated  to  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasonry.  The  above  events  demonstrated,  once  again,  the  close  fraternal  ties 
between  our  concordant  bodies.  It  was  my  privilege  to  welcome  Grand  Lodge  and  thank 
M.W.Bro.  Byrne,  for  his  dedicated  commitment  to  freemasonry. 

During  the  year,  I  recommended  a  petition  from  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  to 
our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  under  article  79(b)  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of 
Supreme  Council,  to  review  a  rejected  application  for  membership.  This  petition  was 
approved  and  the  application  accepted  upon  a  second  voting. 

The  1993  Easter  Ceremonies  of  the  Hamilton  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  was  memo¬ 
rable  for  the  writer,  in  that  he  witnessed  the  18°,  wherein  his  son  Wyatt  was  the  repre¬ 
sentative  candidate. 

The  Spring  Assembly  class  of  the  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  May  3-4,  1993,  was 
designated  the  “Ill Bro  John  W.  Lowry,  33°  Class”.  I  sincerely  thank 
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Ill  .’.Bro  .".John  L.  Webster,  32°,  TPGM,  and  his  officers  for  this  honour  accorded  to 
my  office  of  Deputy,  and  the  opportunity  to  address  the  brethren  at  the  Tuesday 
Luncheon. 

The  Scottish  Rite  Singers  of  Hamilton,  so  ably  directed  by  Ill  .’.Bro  .".Lloyd  H. 
Oakes,  33°,  Organist,  continue  to  add  immeasurably  to  the  successful  portrayal  of  the 
degrees. 

A  far  sighted  and  ambitious  membership  promotion  campaign  entitled  “Vision 
2000”,  under  the  capable  direction  of  Ill.". Bro. ‘.Wm.  J.  C.  Newson,  32°,  Chairman  of 
the  Reunion  Committee  of  the  Valley  of  Hamilton,  was  launched  in  1992.  Our  ongoing 
problem  of  shrinking  membership  is  addressed  by  this  plan  and  is  a  most  commendable 
initiative.  A  colourful,  informative  brochure,  entitled  “Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry”, 
has  been  produced  and  sent  to  many  craft  lodges  and  Scottish  Rite  bodies,  also, 
informed  speakers  are  readily  available  to  impart  Scottish  Rite  information  to  the  craft 
lodges. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  all  our  concordant  bodies  of  Freemasonry,  if  they  have 
not  already  done  so,  should  consider  the  inherent  potential  of  developing  a  master  pro¬ 
gramme  to  promote  and  encourage  membership  and  attendance. 

Year-end  membership  statistics  showed  the  following  decreases:  Lodge  105, 
Chapter  68,  Consistory  169. 

Valley  of  Kingston 

My  annual  visit  to  the  Valley  of  Kingston  entailed  a  full  day  of  activity,  Thursday, 
June  17,  1993.  I  was  the  guest  of  the  Inspectors-General  33°,  of  the  valley,  at  a  noon 
luncheon.  In  the  afternoon,  accompanied  by  Ill .". Bro. '.Fraser  Howes,  33°,  Active 
Member  Ill .".  Bro .'.  Maynard  Slack,  33°,  and  Ill .'.  Bro .’.  Donald  Thornton,  32°, 
Chairman  of  the  1995  Supreme  Council  Session,  we  visited  and  evaluated  some  of  the 
locations  within  Kingston.  All  necessary  arrangements  are  advancing  favourably.

The  writer  addressed  the  brethren  on  the  State  of  the  Rite,  and  accepted  a  generous 
donation  on  behalf  of  our  Charitable  Foundation. 

At  year-end.  Lodge  of  Perfection  membership  had  decreased  by  13,  and  the  chapter 
by  20. 
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Valley  of  North  Bay 

April  30  and  May  1,  1993,  were  the  dates  of  the  66th  Spring  Reunion  of  the  North 
Bay  Lodge  of  Perfection.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  QUEBEC 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 


Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  second  report  as  Deputy 
for  Quebec  on  the  State  of  the  Rite  in  my  jurisdiction,  as 
required  by  the  Statutes  and  Regulations. 

Membership  in  this  jurisdiction  continues  to  be  a 
major  concern,  with  the  bodies  in  the  Province  of 
Quebec  reporting  a  net  loss  of  81  members  during  the 
past  year;  74  from  Montreal  and  7  from  Quebec  City. 
Total  admissions,  affiliations  and  restorations  account¬ 
ing  for  103,  with  deaths,  withdrawals  and  suspensions 
amounting  to  184,  leaving  a  present  total  of  2485  for  all 
bodies. 

Deaths  accounted  for  the  loss  of  67  members  in  the 
jurisdiction  and  we  record,  with  deep  regret,  their  loss 
and  the  many  services  to  the  Scottish  Rite  by  so  many  fine  masons.  The  names  of  the 
departed  are  inscribed  in  the  obituary  section  of  our  Annual  Proceedings.  We  again 
extend  our  deepest  sympathy  to  their  families.  Among  these  departed  brethren  were  two 
long  time  personal  friends  and  33  members  of  the  Supreme  Council:

Ill .'.Bro.‘.  William  A.  Carmichael,  Past  Active  Member  and  Past  Deputy. 

Valley  of  Montreal 

I  was  fortunate  to  be  able  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Rite  in  the  Valley  of 
Montreal  and  was  received  officially  in  each  of  the  three  bodies  in  a  most  delightful 
manner,  where  I  took  the  opportunity  to  address  the  members  on  several  topics  and  to 
extend  greetings  from  Supreme  Council.  On  the  occasion  of  my  official  visit  to  the 
Hochelaga  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  on  September  28,  1992,  it  was  my  great  pleasure 
to  present  to  Ill .’.Bro.’.

On  January  25,  1993,  the  members  of  the  Valley  of  Montreal  and  the  Hochelaga 
Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  particular,  were  delighted  to  receive  the  visit  of  our 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  After  being  received  in  the  traditional  manner,  we  wit¬ 
nessed  the  14°  being  conferred  on  22  candidates.  The  directors,  Ill.’.Bro.’.E.  G.  Kerr, 
33°,  and  Ill.'. Bro .’. B.  A.  Herridge,  33°,  and  the  officers  were  congratulated  by 
Ill .'.  Bro  .‘.John  Lawer,  on  the  excellent  manner  in  which  the  degree  was  portrayed.  At  a 
banquet  following  the  meeting.  Ill.’.  Bro  .'.Lawer  delivered  a  most  inspiring  message, 
which  was  greatly  appreciated  by  all  present.  All-in-all  a  most  memorable  evening. 

The  Easter  Day  Ceremony  of  the  Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  held

The  Valley  of  Quebec  continues  to  struggle  with  the  problem  of  having  too  few 
members  residing  in  Quebec  City  area  and  thus  they  have  difficulty  in  securing  suffi¬ 
cient  members  to  hold  some  meetings  or  to  confer  degrees  without  assistance.  The  lack 
of  candidates  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  during  the  past  year  underlines  the  fact  that  the 
securing  of  new  candidates  must  be  a  number  one  priority.  I  remain  optimistic  that  the 
picture  can  be  improved  with  some  additional  effort  and  with  some  help  from  the 
Valley  of  Montreal,  who  are  willing  and  able  to  confer  degrees  in  either  French  or 
English.  On  March  26,  1993,  I  attended  a  meeting  with  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand 
Treasurer  in  Quebec  City  to  review  several  items  concerning  their  annual  returns.  The 
financial  position  of  the  valley  remains  very  good. 

The  valley  suffered  a  loss  of  5  in  the  lodge  and  2  in  the  chapter. 

General 

One  of  the  most  pleasant  duties  that  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  perform,  occurred  on 
June  12,  1993  when,  accompanied  by  Ill.  Bros.  Charles  Ramsay,  32°,  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  A.F.  &  A.M.,  William  Worwood,  33°,  Past  Active  Member 
and  D.  R.  MacTaggart,  32°,  Grand  Secretary/Registrar  of  the  Valley  of  Quebec,  we  vis¬ 
ited  Ill .'.  Bro.\ George  William  Blackburn,  32°,  a  former  resident  of  Quebec  City,  now 
residing  in  a  retirement  home  in  Pierrefonds,  Quebec,  who  was  celebrating  his  100th 
birthday.  On  behalf  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I  presented  Bro.  Blackburn 
with  a  letter  from  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  together  with  a  suitably  inscribed 
certificate  from  Supreme  Council.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  SASKATCHEWAN 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada. 


Illustrious  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  my  ninth  annual  report 
on  the  condition  and  activities  of  the  Scottish  Rite 
Valleys  of  Saskatchewan  in  accordance  with  Article 
26(d)  of  our  Statutes  and  Regulations. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  record  the  death  of 
Ill/. Bro.\ Lyle  H.  Bergstrom,  33°,  an  esteemed  brother 
of  the  Regina  Valley  and  Past  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  this  Supreme  Council.  His  passing  is 
suitably  inscribed  in  the  obituary  records  of  the  Annual 
Proceedings.  Our  deepest  sympathy  has  been  extended 
to  his  family. 

The  highlight  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in 
Saskatchewan  this  term  was  undoubtedly  the  hosting  of 
the  118th  Session  of  our  Supreme  Council  in  Saskatoon  on  September  10  to  September 
12,  1992.  Under  the  general  chairmanship  of  Ill/.Bro/.R.  Neil  Matheson,  33°,  and  his 
very  capable  committees  the  entire  event  “Saskatoon  is  Magic”  proved  to  be  most  suc¬ 
cessful.  We  trust  that  all  who  attended  enjoyed  their  visit  to  our  city. 

During  the  year,  I  was  able  to  visit  the  three  valleys  several  times  and  to  witness 
the  various  bodies  as  they  portrayed  and  communicated  their  degrees,  invested  and 
installed  their  officers,  conducted  their  business  meetings,  and  participated  in  their 
many  social  functions.  In  each  case  the  officers  performed  their  duties  and  handled  their 
affairs  with  the  utmost  care  and  satisfaction.  Although  it  is  disappointing  to  acknowl¬ 
edge  a  decline  in  membership  and  attendance,  it  is  most  gratifying  to  see  the  continued 
effort  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  work,  conduct  and  leadership  displayed  by  the 
members. 
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Valley  executive  committees  continue  to  serve  their  respective  bodies  with  a 
planned  approach  to  such  concerns  as  membership,  finances,  ritualistic  work,  etc.  The 
Deputy’s  Provincial  Meeting,  which  has  now  become  an  annual  affair,  now  permits  the 
valleys  to  address  these  same  concerns  on  a  province  wide  basis,  allowing  greater 
opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  the  experience  of  other  valleys.  Several  have  been  able 
to  adopt  corrective  measures  which  have  proven  successful  by  others. 

Efforts  to  improve  our  contributions  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  are 
constantly  being  considered.  Moose  Jaw  Valley  held  an  Octoberfest  social,  Regina 
Valley  is  contemplating  a  marathon  Bicyclethon  and  Saskatoon  Valley  a  lapel  pin  pro¬ 
motion;  all  intended  to  aid  this  worthy  cause.  The  foundation  awarded  $4500.  research 
grant  to  Gerald  Block  for  his  continued  studies  on  Childhood  Strokes  at  the  University 
of  Saskatchewan  and  Shannon  Friesen,  a  student  at  Siast  Kelsey  Campus,  received  a 
$1000.  bursary.  Publicity  covering  both  awards  appeared  in  the  local  papers,  making  the 
public  aware  of  our  great  philanthropy. 

Contributions  to  the  craft  lodges  and  to  the  Grand  Fodge  continue  to  be  strong 
within  the  Scottish  Rite.  Many  craft  lodge  offices  are  filled  by  our  members,  as  are  the 
offices  of  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  many  other  elected  and  appointed 
offices  of  Grand  Fodge. 

The  social  programs  of  the  various  bodies  continue  to  play  an  important  part  in 
maintaining  and  improving  attendance.  Moose  Jaw  Fadies’  Night  usually  includes  the 
presentation  of  certificates  to  new  members,  thus  introducing  them  to  other  members 
and  welcoming  them  to  the  Scottish  Rite.  Regina  Valley  with  its  Annual  Christmas 
Party  is  always  a  success  and  appears  to  be  better  each  year.  My  wife  Muriel  and  myself 
are  most  appreciative  of  the  opportunity  to  attend.  Saskatoon’s  Scottish  Rite  Night 
brings  together  its  members  for  an  evening  of  fellowship,  good  food,  and  entertainment. 
To  the  above  mentioned  annual  functions,  we  now  have  additional  events  where  family 
and  friends  are  invited  and  it  is  hoped  that,  in  so  doing,  we  can  attract  others  to  our  fra¬ 
ternity. 

Requests  for  dispensations  to  permit  family  and  friends  of  members  to  be  present  at 
the  Ceremony  of  Relighting  the  Fights  and  the  Memorial  Service  held  on  Easter  Sunday 
morning  were  received  from  the  three  Rose  Croix  Chapters  in  the  province.  These  were 
routinely  granted,  subject  to  the  usual  qualifications.  Dispensations  were  granted  to 
Saskatchewan  Consistory  for  a  change  in  time  and  date  of  a  meeting  held  on  November 
7,  1992  in  Moose  Jaw  and  permission  to  hold  an  open  Installation  of  Officers  on  March 
12,  1993.

The  Moose  Jaw  Fodge  of  Perfection  paid  tribute  to  Ill .'.Bro.\ John  W.  Pinnow, 
33°,  by  naming  their  reunion  in  his  honour.  Four  candidates  from  Moose  Jaw,  along 
with  two  from  the  Regina  Valley,  and  one  from  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg,  witnessed  the 
degrees  and  received  the  valuable  lessons  therein  contained.  Prior  to  the  conferring  of 
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the  14°,  the  Deputy  for  Saskatchewan  together  with  Ill .'. Bro.\ Thomas  V.  Hannan,  33°, 
Active  member  and  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies  and  several  Honorary  Inspectors- 
General  of  Supreme  Council  were  officially  received  and  introduced  under  the  hon¬ 
ourable  Company  of  Swords  and  Stars.  All  were  impressed  with  the  excellent  work  of 
the  officers  in  presenting  the  14°  but  in  particular  the  skill  in  which  the  TPGM, 
Ill  Bro.\  Bruce  Learmonth,  32°,  and  the  TPGM  of  the  Regina  Lodge  of  Perfection, 
Ill. '.Bro  .'.Gordon  Dean,  32°,  shared  the  duties  of  the  presiding  officer.

PAST  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER 


It  is  with  regret  we  record  the  passing  of 
an  esteemed  Brother  of  the  Regina  Valley  and 
the  Supreme  Council  of  the  A.  &  A.  S.  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada,  on  August  8th,  1992. 
Although  his  health  had  been  failing  for  some 
time,  he  was  only  hospitalized  for  a  week.  He 
slept  away  peacefully. 


“For  him  the  day  has  ended, 

And  the  duties  he  was  given  are  done; 

He  fell  sleep  before  the  dawn  of  a  new  day; 
And  he  sleeps  a  sleep  like  never  before. 

He  has  dreamed  of  that  beautiful  city.

Ill.'.  Bro.’.  Bergstrom  was  bom  in  Barron, 
Wisconsin,  April  19,  1912.  He  came  to 
Saskatchewan  with  his  parents  in  1914.  Upon 
completion  of  his  secondary  school  education 
in  Melville,  Saskatchewan,  in  1930,  he  subse¬ 
quently  attended  the  Regina  Normal  School,  the  University  of  Saskatchewan  and  the 
University  of  Toronto,  graduating  with  a  B.A.  (1940)  U.  of  S.  and  a  B.  Paed.  (Honours) 
‘44,  University  of  Toronto. 


On  August  31,  1935,  he  married  Dorothy  A.  Dumbleton.  Their  only  son,  Wayne 
Lyle,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Regina,  resides  in  Victoria,  BC. 

He  was  predeceased  by  his  parents,  Eric  and  Laura,  sisters,  Audrey  and  Helen.  He 
is  survived  by  his  wife  Dorothy;  son  Wayne;  four  brothers,  Lloyd  (Georgette)  of 
Victoria,  BC,  Dr.  Brandt  (Dorothy)  of  Napanee,  ON,  Eugene  (Wendy)  of  Vancouver, 
BC,  Russel  (Dorothy)  of  Victoria,  BC;  one  sister,  Margot  of  Victoria,  BC. 

He  was  associated  with  various  community  organizations.  He  was  a  member  and 
an  elder  of  Wesley  United  Church,  Regina. 


Ill.'.  Bro.'.  Bergstrom  was  an  educator  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word  -  devoting  his 
life  to  his  professional  career  as  well  as  to  the  educational  affairs  at  the  local,  national 
and  international  levels.  His  professional  career  covered  the  years  1931-1979  -  teacher 
and  principal,  Supt.  of  Schools,  later,  Chief  Supt.  of  Schools;  faculty  member  of  the 
Teachers  College,  Assistant  Deputy  Minister  of  Education,  and  Deputy  Minister  for 
eight  years  and  Special  Advisor  to  the  Minister  for  some  six  years  until  his  retirement  in 
1979.  In  educational  affairs  at  the  national  and  international  levels  he  was  active  in  the 
Cdn.  Education  Association,  serving  as  President  and  Director;  Chairman  of  the 
National  Commission  for  School  Broadcasting;  a  longtime  member  of  the  Canadian 
Commission  for  UNESCO  and  its  Executive.  He  served  as  a  member.  Deputy  Head  and 
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Head  of  the  Canadian  delegations  at  International  Conferences  under  UNESCO  -  Paris, 
Geneva,  Ottawa,  Lagos  and  Canberra. 

We  mourn  the  loss  of  a  Brother  who  distinguished  himself  in  Masonry  for  some  47 
years.  He  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  Boscurvis  Lodge  No.  39  GRS,  Oxbow, 
Saskatchewan  in  1945.  Brother  Lyle  served  his  Lodge  as  Worshipful  Master  in  1949-50 
and  Grand  Lodge  as  D.D.G.M.  of  District  8  in  1954-55.  Poliowing  election  as  Grand 
Junior  Warden  in  1957  he  advanced  to  the  office  of  M.W.  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in 
Saskatchewan  in  June  1960.  He  received  the  rank  of  Honorary  Past  Grand  Master  in 
several  Canadian  and  U.S.  Grand  Lodges.  He  was  appointed  Grand  Representative  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Norway  to  Saskatchewan.  His  strong  attachment  and  deep  concern 
for  Craft  Masonry  was  reflected  in  his  continued  participation  in  the  affairs  of  Grand 
Lodge  and  its  ongoing  Committee  work. 

Ill.'.  Bro.'.  Bergstrom  received  his  14°  in  the  Regina  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  1962, 
his  18°  in  the  Regina  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1963,  and  in  1964  he  became  a  member 
of  Saskatchewan  Consistory  serving  as  the  Commander-in-Chief  in  1972-73.  He  was 
coroneted  an  H.I.G.  33°  at  Windsor,  in  1972  and  crowned  a  S.G.I.G.  33°  in  Ottawa  in 
1974.  In  1976  he  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Grand  Marshal  and  in  1979  Lieut.  Grand 
Commander.  Bro.  Bergstrom  was  elected  and  installed  as  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  at  the  108th  Annual  Session  of  Supreme  Council  held  in  Predericton,  NB, 
September  1 1,  1982.  In  1976  he  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  on 
History  to  prepare  the  manuscript  for  the  publication  of  a  History  of  the  Supreme 
Council  for  its  first  One  Hundred  Years  which  was  published  in  1978.  Ill.'.  Bro.*. 
Bergstrom  served  as  a  Director  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Poundation  from  1979 
until  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  the  Grand  Representative  to  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Israel. 

A  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  since  1962,  Bro.  Bergstrom  served  as 
Provincial  Grand  Master  of  the  Order  from  1972  to  1979.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
WaWa  Shrine  Temple,  Regina.  Bro.  Bergstrom  was  also  a  Senior  DeMolay  of  Melville 
Chapter  which  he  joined  in  1928.  On  January  29,  1984,  he  was  awarded  the  DeMolay 
Legion  of  Honour  Degree,  the  highest  degree  and  honour  that  can  be  granted  by  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Order  of  DeMolay  of  Canada.  This  degree  is  awarded  not  only 
for  adult  service  to  DeMolay,  but  for  outstanding  leadership  and  service  to  humanity. 

The  many  positions  which  he  occupied  in  the  several  branches  of  Masonry,  he 
filled  with  dignity  and  grace.  We  who  knew  him  as  a  Brother  Mason  were  well  aware  of 
what  Masonry  meant  to  him  and  the  influence  of  its  teachings  on  his  daily  living.  He 
was  a  man  who  quitely  and  modestly  moved  in  the  sphere  of  his  life  -  who  fulfilled  his 
duties  as  a  man,  a  subject,  a  husband  and  a  father,  who  aided  his  fellowman  without 
self-interest,  and  whose  heart  beat  warm  with  friendship.  He  was  respected  by  his  supe¬ 
riors  and  his  subordinates  -  a  man  who  personified  brotherly  love,  relief  and  truth. 

Let  us  rejoice  in  the  celebration  of  the  life  that  he  lived!  Let  us  be  thankful  that  we 
had  the  privilege  of  living  at  a  time  when  we  could  enjoy  not  only  the  pleasure  of  his 
company,  but  also  the  benefit  of  his  influence  and  service. 

“At  the  going  down  of  the  sun  and  in  the  morning  and  at 
all  times,  he  will  be  remembered.” 
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Funeral  services  were  held  in  Wesley  United  Church  on  Wednesday,  August  12, 
1992,  with  the  Reverend  R.  S.  Harper  officiating.  Interment  followed  in  Riverside 
Memorial  Park.  Brethren  from  all  branches  of  Masonry  were  present  to  attest  to  the 
high  esteem  with  which  Ill.*.  Bro.\  Bergstrom  was  held.  Masonic  funeral  Rites  were 
conducted  by  Past  Grand  Masters  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Saskatchewan.

ACTIVE  MEMBER  AND  PAST  DEPUTY  FOR  QUEBEC 

The  Masonic  community  was  deeply  sad¬ 
dened  to  learn  of  the  passing  of  Ill.".  Bro.". 
Douglas  Andrew  Rennie,  33°,  at  his  residence 
in  Hawkesbury,  Ontario  on  Tuesday, 
December  15,  1992,  after  a  difficult  and  pro¬ 
longed  illness. 

Bro.  Rennie  was  born  in  Montreal, 
Quebec  on  November  11,  1921,  where  he 
received  his  public  and  high  school  education. 
He  attended  Sir  George  Williams  College, 
where  his  studies  were  interrupted  by  World 
War  II.  He  enlisted  in  the  army  as  a  private 
and  rose  through  the  ranks  to  that  of  lieutenant 
before  returning  to  civilian  life  in  January 
1946. 

In  1946,  he  started  in  the  insurance  busi¬ 
ness,  formed  his  own  company  in  1954,  and 
chartered  his  own  firm  of  insurance  brokers  in 
1956. 

In  1930,  Doug  joined  the  Boy  Scouts  and  stayed  with  the  Association,  becoming 
District  Commissioner  after  the  war.  He  was  awarded  the  Silver  Acorn  for  distinguished 

service. 

As  a  young  boy,  he  sang  in  the  church  choir  of  Trinity  Memorial  Church,  and  after 
moving  to  St.  Laurent,  Quebec,  he  served  as  treasurer  and  peoples  and  rectors  warden 
of  St.  Mark’s  Anglican  Church  from  1949  to  1966. 

In  1942,  while  a  corporal  in  the  army,  he  married  his  childhood  sweetheart, 
Marjorie  Conrad.  Doug  and  Marjorie  had  celebrated  their  50th  wedding  anniversary, 
just  a  few  months  before  Doug  passed  away.  They  have  one  daughter  and  three  grand¬ 
daughters. 

Bro.  Rennie  started  his  Masonic  career  in  Prince  Consort  Lodge  No.  52,  G.R.Q.,  in 
Sept.  1951,  and  became  Worshipful  Master  in  1962.  He  joined  Mount  Lebanon  Chapter 
No.  20,  G.C.Q.  in  1954,  and  served  as  First  Principal  in  1963.  Upon  moving  to  Hudson, 
Quebec,  he  affiliated  with  Hudson  Lodge  No.  98,  G.R.Q.,  where  he  held  the  office  of 
treasurer  for  over  six  years.  He  was  elected  Junior  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Quebec  in  June  1977.  He  joined  the  A.  &  A.S.R.  in  Oct.  1958,  received  his  32°  in 
March  1961,  and  was  elected  Commander-in-Chief  in  1971,  for  a  two-year  term,  and 
then  for  a  second  term,  due  to  the  illness  of  the  newly  installed  Commander-in-Chief. 
He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°,  in  Sept.  1974,  crowned  a 
Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General  in  Edmonton,  Alberta  in  September  1984,  and 
elected  Deputy  for  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  London,  Ontario  in  1985,  which  office  he 
held  until  1991. 
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Bro.  Rennie  was  a  member  of  Karnak  Temple  A.A.O.N.M.S.,  and  had  served  as 
President  and  Director  of  the  Director’s  unit.  He  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Governors  of  the  Shriners’  Hospital  in  Montreal  for  two  six-year  periods,  occupied 
the  position  of  Secretary /Treasurer  and  Vice-Chairman,  and  was  appointed  as  Emeritus 
Member  in  1984.  He  joined  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  in  1974,  and  was  appointed 
Provincial  Grand  Junior  Warden  in  1984.  He  was  also  a  Past  President  of  the  first 
Canadian  High  Twelve  Club,  and  served  as  Manager  of  the  Masonic  Club  at  Montreal. 

A  private  service  was  held  on  December  18,  1992,  with  interment  in  the  Mount 
Royal  Cemetery  in  Montreal. 

Memorial  services  were  held  in  the  Memorial  Hall  at  the  Masonic  Memorial 
Temple  on  January  31,  1993,  and  were  conducted  first  by  members  of  the  Eastern  Star 
and  then  by  members  of  Prince  Consort  Lodge  No.  52,  assisted  by  the  Grand  Master 
and  other  past  and  current  Grand  Lodge  Officers.

PAST  ACTIVE  MEMBER 

Ill Bro .'.  Taylor  first  saw  the  light  of 
day  in  Glasgow,  Scotland  on  August  28,  1908, 
and  left  this  vale  of  tears  on  August  8,  1992 
after  a  lingering  illness.

ing  career  until  retirement  in  1968,  the  last  fif¬ 
teen  years  as  manager. 

Bro.  Taylor  first  witnessed  the  light  of 
Freemasonry  in  the  early  months  of  1936, 
when  he  was  accepted  into  Empire  Lodge  No. 
85.  He  became  Worshipful  Master  of  this 
lodge  in  1946,  and  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  in  1955-56.  The  years  1962-62,  saw 
Bro.  Taylor  achieve  the  highest  period  of  his 
Masonic  career  -  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand

He  was  coroneted  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  Ottawa  in 
1964.  In  September  1965,  he  was  crowned  an  Active  Member  and  elected  Deputy  for 
British  Columbia  and  served  in  that  office  until  1976.  In  1979,  he  went  Past  Active. 

In  1958,  he  was  invited  into  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  and,  from  1975-80, 
served  as  its  Provincial  Grand  Master.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Red  Cross  of 
Constantine,  Scottish  Constitution. 

David  is  sorely  missed  as  he  practised  the  principles  of  Freemasonry  in  his  daily 
life.  When  he  decided,  a  few  years  ago,  to  cut  back  on  his  Masonic  and  other  activities 
for  health  reasons,  we  missed  his  good  counsel  and  advice. 

He  married  Doreen  Caird  on  November  14,  1934,  and  had  one  daughter,  Ellen 
Diane  Hunter,  and  two  grandchildren.  A  private  family  service  was  held.

Following  a  lengthy  illness,  Ill.'.  Bro.'. 
Lord  died  peacefully  on  November  28,  1992, 
in  Dundas,  Ontario. 

Our  Illustrious  Brother  was  born  on 
September  2,  1907,  in  Dublin,  Ireland,  where 
he  received  his  early  education.  In  1920,  he 
moved  to  Hamilton,  Ontario,  with  his  family 
where  he  completed  his  education.  He  com¬ 
menced  his  business  career  with  Alliance 
Hardwares  Limited  in  1929,  eventually  becom¬ 
ing  General  Manager  of  that  firm.  In  1955,  he 
became  owner  and  President  of  Munro  Metal 
Products  Limited,  retiring  in  1977.

Ill Bro William  Ralph  Carmichael 
was  born  in  Montreal  on  December  28,  1911, 
and  received  public  and  high  school  education 
there.

On  July  30,  1992,  at  the  Central  Chapel  of  Hulse, 
Playfair  and  McGarry,  brethren  from  all  ranks  of 
Masonry  gathered  to  say  farewell  to  R.W.Bro.  Alfred 
Pell.  A  Masonic  funeral  service  was  conducted  by  the 
officers  of  his  craft  lodge,  the  Lodge  of  Fidelity  No. 23 1 . 

Bro.  Pell  passed  away  suddenly  at  his  home  on  July 

27,  1992.  He  was  born  at  Rockingham,  Ontario,  on  May 

28,  1905. 

After  completing  his  formal  education  in  the 
Ontario  school  system,  he  entered  the  working  world, 
taking  employment  with  the  firm  of  Massey-Harris.  He 
then  went  to  Detroit,  and  worked  in  the  auto  industry. 
His  adventurous  spirit  later  took  him  to  Oklahoma  and 
Texas,  to  work  on  the  oil  rigs. 

Returning  to  Ottawa,  Alf  met  and  married  Hazel  Harriet  Sole.  Together  they 
endured  the  severity  of  the  depression.  Eventually,  Alf  found  steady  employment  with 
the  City  of  Ottawa.  This  employment  was  interrupted  by  his  wartime  service  in  WWII 
in  the  Royal  Canadian  Army  Service  Corps  from  1940  to  1945. 


After  the  war,  Alf  renewed  his  employment  with  the  City  of  Ottawa.  In  1970,  he 
retired  as  supervisor  and  chief  claims  adjuster.  For  a  time  after  his  retirement,  he 
worked  as  an  independent  claims  consultant. 


Bro.  Pell  had  a  long  and  distinguished  career  in  Masonry.  He  was  initiated  in  the 
Lodge  of  Fidelity  No. 231  on  November  30,  1948,  and  raised  a  Master  Mason  on 
February  4,  1949.

It  was  a  pleasure  and  moving  expe¬ 
rience  to  witness  and  listen  to  his  rendition  of  a  poem  called,  “The  Bible”.  This  he  recit¬ 
ed  when  presenting  a  copy  of  the  Holy  Bible  to  a  newly-initiated  Mason.  The  poem  was 
written  by  a  prominent  American  Mason,  Edgar  A.  Guest: 


Now  sayeth  the  Good  Book  onto  me. 
Open  my  pages  and  you  will  see, 
Jewels  of  wisdom  and  treasures  fine. 
Gold  and  silver  in  every  line. 

You  may  claim  them,  if  you  will; 
Open  my  pages  and  take  your  fill. 


Open  my  pages  and  turn  them  o’er, 

Take  what  you  choose  from  my  golden  store, 
If  you  be  greedy,  I  shall  not  care. 

What  you  take  I  will  gladly  share. 

There’s  never  a  lock  on  my  treasure  doors, 

Come  take  my  jewels  and  make  them  yours. 
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I  am  but  a  book  on  your  mantle  shelf. 

But  I  can  be  part  of  your  living  self. 

If  you  will  travel  my  pages  through, 

Then  I  will  travel  the  world  with  you. 

As  two  wines  make  better  wine. 

Come  blend  your  mind  with  these  truths  of  mine. 


I'll  make  you  abler  to  talk  to  men, 

I’ll  touch  with  silver  the  lines  you  pen,

ILL  . .  BRO  . .  LAWRENCE  JESSE  FROUD,  33° 

The  North  Bay  Valley  lost  a  highly-respected  mem¬ 
ber  with  the  passing  of  Ill  .‘.Bro  .'.Lawrence  (Larry) 
Froud  at  North  Bay  Civic  Hospital  on  Wednesday, 
November  4,  1992,  after  a  short  illness  following  a 
stroke.  Bro.  Froud  was  born  on  May  22,  1916,  at 
Simcoe,  Ontario,  the  youngest  of  7  children  and  the  only 
one  born  in  Canada;  as  the  family  had  only  recently 
immigrated  from  England.  He  graduated  from  Aylmer 
High  School  in  1934,  and  London  Normal  School  in 
1935. 

He  taught  public  school  in  one-room  schools  in  the 
Powassan  area  from  1936  to  1939,  and  then  in  North 
Bay  from  1939  to  1941. 

Bro.  Froud  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Powassan 
Lions  Club  in  1938,  and  served  as  President  of  that 
organization  in  1948-49.  He  remained  a  devoted  and 
active  Lion  until  his  death. 

He  enlisted  in  the  Royal  Canadian  Air  Force  on  September  26,  1941,  and  served  in 
Canada  and  Great  Britain.  He  received  his  honourable  discharge  on  October  15,  1945, 
and  then  returned  to  the  teaching  profession  in  Toronto  until  1947,  when  he  moved  back 
to  Powassan. 

In  1947,  Bro.  Froud  went  into  partnership  with  his  brother-in-law,  the  late 
Ill.'. Bro. '.H.  J.  Paul,  in  Powassan  Hardware  Ltd.  In  1964,  he  became  sole  proprietor  of 
the  business. 

He  served  as  a  member  of  the  Powassan  Town  Council  and  a  member  and 
Chairman  of  the  Powassan  Public  School  Board  for  many  years.  Bro.  Froud  was  one  of 
the  founding  members  of  the  Powassan  Curling  Club  which  opened  in  1959. 

Bro.  Froud  retired  from  the  hardware  business  in  1980,  and  travelled  extensively  in 
Canada  and  the  United  States,  as  well  as,  on  trips  to  China,  the  (former)  Soviet  Union, 
the  Mediterranean,  Alaska,  and  England.

A  Royal  Canadian  Legion  Branch  453  tribute  service  was  held  on  November  6, 
1992.  A  Masonic  memorial  service  was  held  on  November  7,  with  over  100  Masons 
present.  The  funeral  service  was  conducted  at  Powassan  United  Church  on  Sunday, 
November  8,  1992,  followed  by  interment  at  Powassan  Union  Cemetery. 

We  have  lost  a  brother  who  moved  among  his  fellows  as  a  kind  and  gentle  individ¬ 
ual,  possessing  a  deep  sense  of  understanding.  His  many  friends,  his  community,  and 
his  brother  Masons,  all  of  whom  loved  him  most  dearly,  will  sincerely  miss  him.

On  November  14,  1992,  an  esteemed  and  much 
revered  brother,  Ill  .'.Bro. '.Alexander  McCorquodale, 
died  in  Woodingford  Lodge,  Woodstock,  Ontario,  a 
week  short  of  his  101st  birthday.  He  had  been  in  failing 
health  for  many  months  and  died  quietly  in  his  sleep. 

A.  G.,  as  he  was  affectionately  called,  was  born  on 
a  farm  in  West  Zorra  Township,  Oxford  County,  on 
November  21,  1891.  He  grew  up  on  the  farm  and  took 
his  formal  schooling  in  Embro.  He  farmed  himself,  dur¬ 
ing  his  productive  years,  specializing  in  pure  bred 
Holstein  cattle  as  a  milk  producer.  He  was  also  active  in 
producing  registered  seed  grain  and  was  a  member  of 
the  Canadian  Seed  Growers  Association.

After  a  brief  illness,  Bro.  William  Bailey  passed 
away  at  his  home  in  Toronto,  on  Friday,  November  20, 
1992,  at  the  age  of  88. 

The  funeral  service  was  held  at  St.  George’s  United 
Church,  Toronto.  There  was  a  large  gathering  of  family, 
friends,  Masons,  Kiwanis,  colleagues  from  the  teaching 
profession,  as  well  as,  many  former  students.  As  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  St.  George’s  United  Church,  our  brother  served 
on  the  Board  of  Stewards  and  the  Session. 

Bom  at  Stirling,  Ontario,  September  17,  1904,  fol¬ 
lowing  elementary  schooling  in  a  rural  school,  sec¬ 
ondary  schooling  at  Stirling  High  School,  he  taught  for 
one  year  in  a  rural  school  in  North  Hastings.  Since  grad¬ 
uation  from  Toronto  Normal  School  in  1924,  he  has 
been  a  teacher,  principal,  and  administrator  in  the 
Toronto  elementary  and  secondary  schools,  except  for  one  year  at  Queen’s  University 
to  complete  an  Honour  B.A.  degree  in  chemistry  and  biology. 

William  Bailey,  more  affectionately  known  as  “Bill  Bailey”,  had  four  principal 
interests  in  his  life:  his  family,  his  profession  as  an  educator,  his  interest  in  Kiwanis, 
and  his  love  of  Masonry. 

Bro.  Bailey  and  his  dear  wife,  Eleanor,  who  predeceased  him  by  ten  months,  were 
devoted  to  their  family,  Robert,  Sandra  and  Joan.  Robert  was  a  graduate  in  civil  engi¬ 
neering,  Sandra  and  Joan  are  both  university  graduate  nurses.

At  King  George  High  School,  he  was  a  rugby  and 
track  star,  and  after  graduation,  he  continued  to  play 
rugby  in  the  Intercity  League  and  Lacrosse  for  the 
Bluebird  Lacrosse  Team.  He  served  many  positions, 
including  president  of  the  British  Columbia  Lacrosse 
Association  and  president  of  the  Canadian  Lacrosse 
Association. 

Lyle  served  his  apprenticeship  as  steamfitter  and 
became  president  of  Barr  &  Anderson  Plumbing  and 
Heating  Contractors.  He  was  instrumental  in  many  con¬ 
struction  projects  for  the  Canadian  Government  during 
the  Second  World  War.  After  the  war,  Lyle  was  president  of  the  Mechanical 
Contractors  Association  of  Canada.  As  an  officer  and  director  of  many  construction 
related  companies  in  British  Columbia,  he  contributed  to  the  growth  of  this  province. 
He  retired  in  1960.  He  was  president  of  the  Vancouver  Kiwanis  Club  in  1948,  elected  a 
director  of  the  Pacific  National  Exhibition  in  1950,  and  served  as  an  officer  and  chair¬ 
man  of  various  committees  for  more  than  twenty  years.

Ill Bro Robert  Innes  died  in  Brantford,  on 
Wednesday,  November  25,  1992. 

Bro.  Innes  was  born  October  25,  1904,  in  Simcoe, 
Ontario,  and  received  his  primary  and  secondary  educa¬ 
tion  in  Simcoe.

Ill .’.  Bro  .'.  Robert  Strachan  died  suddenly  on 
February  4,  1993,  in  Hamilton  General  Hospital. 
Although  his  eyesight  had  been  failing  in  recent  years, 
he  was  otherwise  in  excellent  health,  so  his  passing  was 
a  shock  to  all  his  close  friends  and  the  whole  Masonic 
fraternity,  for  he  was  well-known  throughout  Ontario.

He  arranged  nearly  every  detail  of  the 
brief  service  held  for  him  at  Trinity  United  Church, 
selecting  the  same  hymns  played  at  his  mother’s  funeral 
years  earlier,  and  leaving  stern  instructions  that  there 
was  to  be  no  eulogizing.  Cremation  was  followed  with  a 
private  interment  in  the  Coldstream  Cemetery. 

His  death  occurred  at  the  Vernon  Jubilee  Hospital 
in  Vernon,  B.C.,  on  February  24,  1993,  after  a  coura¬ 
geous  battle  with  cancer.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Marie,  brother  and  sister-in  law  John  and  Mary  Fleming, 
sister  and  brother-in  law  Betty-Jane  and  Eric  Denison, 
and  devoted  nephews  and  nieces.

Harry  Hunter  was  bom  in  Fairmount,  North  Dakota 
on  May  22,  1902.  He  emigrated  to  Canada  with  his  par¬ 
ents.  He  attended  school  in  Edmonton,  and  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Alberta  in  1927,  with  a  B.Sc. 
degree  in  mining  engineering.  He  was  employed  from 
1927  to  1967  with  Canadian  Western  Natural  Gas 
Company  Ltd.  of  Calgary.  Initially,  he  was  employed  as 
a  geologist  and,  after  serving  in  various  capacities, 
became  general  manager  from  1956  until  retirement  in 
1967.

Like  the  stately  old  Douglas  Fir  tree  that  guides  and 
assists  all  who  pass  it’s  way,  Ill.'. Bro.'. Harper  Baikie, 
was  a  stable  and  guiding  force  for  all  within  the  realm  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia  and,  we  are  sure, 
in  other  regions  as  well. 

A  highlight  list  of  all  of  Bro.  Baikie’s  involvements 
and  contributions  in  Freemasonry  has  resulted  in  a  five 
page  document.  To  list  his  personal  contributions  and 
involvements  in  general,  would  create  a  list  that  could 
cause  even  the  most  dedicated  reader  to  become 
exhausted. 

It  is  not  an  overstatement  to  say  that  Bro.  Baikie 
was  a  man  that  stood  out  and  most  represented  what  we 
idealize  as  the  perfect  Mason.  For  Bro.  Baikie  was  not  a 
person  to  just  join  something,  but  was  an  individual  who 
supported  and  participated  in  what  he  had  joined. 
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On  the  history  side,  Bro.  Harper  Baikie  was  born  March  13,  1907  on  Denman 
Island,  B.C.  He  received  his  schooling  at  Union  Bay,  B.C.,  which  was  accessed  by  row 
boat.  He  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  Hiram  Lodge  No.  14,  Courtenay  B.C.  in  the 
spring  of  1929.  In  January  1930,  he  married  Myrtle  Calnan,  and  together,  they  raised 
two  sons  and  two  daughters.  He  was  predeceased  by  his  longtime  companion,  Myrtle, 
on  May  4,  1980.  He  is  survived  by  his  second  wife,  Alice,  and  all  his  children.  Bro. 
Harper  Baikie  passed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Above  on  March  9  1993.

Beside  being  an  active  and  supportive  member  of  Freemasonry,  Bro.  Baikie  sup¬ 
ported  the  communities  in  which  he  lived  and  participated  in  Job’s  Daughters  and  the 
Order  of  DeMolay.  Before  his  death,  he  wrote  a  small  book  about  his  life  with  the  trials 
and  tests  of  living  in  a  pioneering  area.  This  book,  by  his  request,  is  for  sale  with  one 
hundred  percent  of  the  sale  price  going  to  the  children’s  ward  of  the  local  hospital. 

Bro.  Baikie  was  one  who  cared,  he  was  concerned  about  the  welfare  of  others  and 
was  always  there  when  needed  or  called  upon.  He,  like  the  stately  old  Douglas  Fir,  was 
there  for  our  service  and  guidance,  perhaps  our  parting  tribute  might  be  summed  up  by 
the  poem  “If  A  Tree  Falls”,  written  for  Ill  .‘.Bro .‘.Baikie  by  his  son-in-law,  Charles 
Reily:-

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ILL. .  BRO  . .  CHARLES  CLARK  SMITH,  33° 

The  Valley  of  London  lost  one  of  its  dedicated  and 
faithful  members  on  March  14,  1993  after  a  short  ill¬ 
ness. 

Bro.  Charlie  Smith,  as  he  was  known  by  all  his 
friends,  was  born  in  Edinburgh,  Scotland  on  January  9, 
1910.  He  came,  as  a  two  year  old,  with  his  family  to 
Hamilton,  Ontario,  in  1942.  From  there  the  family 
moved  to  Victoria,  B.C.,  where  he  received  his  high 
school  education.  Returning  to  Hamilton,  he  joined  the 
Royal  Bank  in  1927.  After  serving  the  bank  for  ten 
years,  he  was  moved  to  London,  Ontario.  In  1941,  he 
became  an  employee  of  the  Supertest  Petroleum  Corp. 
He  was  made  treasurer  of  that  firm  and  served  in  that 
capacity  until  it  merged  with  B.P.  Canada  and  then  was 
assistant  treasurer  of  that  much  larger  company.  He 
retired  on  January  31,  1975. 

Bro.  Smith  was  initiated  in  the  Tuscan  Lodge  No.  195  in  London  on  May  7,  1945, 
and  served  as  its  Worshipful  Master  in  1954.  He  was  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of 
the  London  Masonic  District  in  1962-63.  He  joined  the  London  Lodge  of  Perfection  and 
was  its  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master  in  1971.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  London 
Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory.  He  received  his 
Honorary  33°  in  Hamilton  on  September  12,  1975.  Bro.  Smith  was  a  faithful  attender 
and  an  excellent  ritualist  in  both  his  craft  lodge  and  Scottish  Rite.  He  was  a  member  and 
past  chairman  of  the  London  Masonic  Benevolent  Society  and  served  for  some  years  as 
a  board  member  of  the  Masonic  Hall  Co.,  London  Ltd.,  the  governing  body  of  the 
London  Masonic  Temple.

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ILL . .  BRO . .  ARTHUR  ERIC  JENNER,  33° 

Like  the  lodge  from  which  he  hailed,  Doric,  Arthur 
Jenner  was  plain,  without  undue  ornamentation,  but 
strong  and  reliable.  The  Masons  of  the  Hamilton  Valley 
will  truly  miss  his  steady,  dedicated  efforts. 

Born  in  Tunbridge  Wells,  Kent,  England,  he  emi¬ 
grated  to  Canada  as  a  youth  and,  at  age  18,  commenced 
service  with  the  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce  in  Parry 
Sound.  He  officially  retired  in  1963  after  42  years  in 
banking,  and  then,  served  as  a  relief  manager  for  the 
southwestern  region  of  the  bank  for  another  15  years. 
This  service  was  interrupted  for  3  years  while  he  served 
as  an  officer  with  the  2nd/ 10th  Dragoons  (1943-1945). 

In  1935,  Miss  Opal  Duncan  became  the  bride  of 
this  young  banker.  They  had  one  daughter,  four  grand¬ 
children  and  seven  great-grandchildren.  A  long  time 
Elder  of  Zion  United  Church,  he  served  as  Recording  Steward  of  the  Official  Board.  In 
addition,  he  used  his  talents  often  to  assist  wherever  possible. 

Arthur  Jenner  was  initiated  into  Doric  Lodge  No. 382  in  November  of  1939,  and 
became  its  Worshipful  Master  in  1949.  He  represented  the  Grand  Master  as  District 
Deputy  in  Hamilton  Masonic  District  B  in  1969-70.

Bro.  Zimmerman,  though  a  lifelong  resident  of 
Hamilton,  and  a  member  of  a  distinguished  family 
whose  roots  have  been  in  Hamilton  for  generations, 
demonstrated  his  independent  spirit  early  by  being  born 
at  St.  Andrews-by-the-Sea,  New  Brunswick,  at  which 
place  his  father  was  a  bank  employee,  on  October  1 1, 
1904.  Shortly  thereafter,  the  family  with  its  newborn  son 
returned  to  Hamilton,  Ontario,  where  Bro.  Zimmerman 
remained  during  the  rest  of  his  long  life. 

Adam  received  his  early  education  in  Hamilton, 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Toronto  in  Arts,  took 
his  law  degree  at  Osgood  Hall,  and  was  called  to  the  Bar  of  Ontario  in  1936.  He  suc¬ 
cessfully  practiced  his  chosen  profession  in  Hamilton,  appointed  Queen’s  Council  in 
1965  to  the  end  of  his  85  years. 

His  personal  involvements,  however,  were  not  confined  to  law.  He  was  a  man  of 
many  parts  and  his  interests  ranged  over  a  broad  spectrum.  He  was  a  Past  President  of 
the  Canadian  Club  of  Hamilton,  Past  President  of  the  St.  George’s  Benevolent  Society 
of  Hamilton,  lectured  in  law  at  McMaster  University  for  the  Society  of  Management 
Accountants. 

Bro.  Zimmerman  was  a  dedicated  churchman,  who  faithfully  served  his  beloved 
Central  Presbyterian  Church  as  an  Elder,  to  which  high  office  he  was  ordained  by  his 
Minister  and  close  friend,  Dr.  A.  Lome  Mackay,  in  1953.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  he 
was  the  Senior  Elder  of  the  Kirk  Session  of  Central  Church. 

On  a  lighter  but  highly  important  level,  Adam  was  a  keen  sportsman,  an  enthusias¬ 
tic  competitor  in  curling,  lawn  bowling  and  sailing,  in  all  of  which  he  was  a  skilled  par¬ 
ticipant  in  spite  of  remnants  of  physical  handicap  from  serious  illness  during  his  child¬ 
hood.  Indeed,  his  keen  competitive  spirit  in  the  face  of  physical  handicap  gained  for 
him  genuine  admiration  and  respect  for  his  gallant  courage  and  determination. 

Adam  Zimmerman  was  a  Mason  who  exemplified  the  fundamental  tenants  of  the 
ancient  craft  and  who  freely  acknowledged  his  gratitude  for  the  high  and  noble  influ¬ 
ence  of  Masonry  in  his  life,  second  only  to  the  teaching  of  the  Christian  Church,  to  both 
of  which  he  gave  high  devotion  and  magnificent  leadership. 

His  Masonic  career  began  with  his  initiation  in  the  Lodge  of  Ancient  Landmarks 
No. 654  on  December  29,  1937,  was  passed  on  Lebruary  25,  1938,  and  raised  on  April 
22,  1938.  He  served  his  lodge  as  Worshipful  Master  in  1949.  He  was  Treasurer  of  his 
lodge  for  28  consecutive  years  up  to  1991.  He  was  the  moving  spirit  in  starting  the 
notable  Lodge  of  Ancient  Landmarks  Annual  Curling  Bonspiel  in  1958,  which  contin¬ 
ues  to  the  present  day  and  is  an  influential  show  window  for  Lreemasonry. 
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In  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  he  received  his  14°  in  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  at 
Hamilton  on  May  9,  1944,  the  18°  in  the  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on  March 
29,  1945,  and  the  32°  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  on  November  5,  1948.  He  was 
coroneted  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  Fredericton,  New  Brunswick,  on  September 
9,  1982. 


Something  of  his  deep  love  for  Masonry  can  be  sensed  in  the  final  verse  of  his 
poem: 


Closing  My  Lodge 

Blessed  be  the  brotherhood  that  finds 
The  hearts  of  men  to  guide  the  right 
Blessed  be  the  strength  of  kindred  minds, 
That  turn  doubt  and  darkness  into  light. 

So  Mote  It  Be. 


Adam  Zimmerman  was  devoted  to  his  family.  He  was  married  to  the  former  Joyce 
Helen  Whelpy,  who  predeceased  him  on  June  29,  1987.  Joyce  was  his  blessed  and 
loved  companion  of  the  years,  as  revealed  in  his  poem: 

Thy  Sweet  Love  Remembered 
Thy  strong  love  will  never  let  me  go 
And  clothed  my  burning  soul  with  peace; 

Thru  the  valley  of  time,  high  and  low. 

Thy  great  gift  of  love  shall  never  cease. 

Adam  and  Joyce  were  the  proud  parents  of  a  daughter  Pamela,  a  son  Gordon  in  the 
business  world,  and  a  son  George,  who  is  a  Presbyterian  Chaplain  in  the  Canadian 
Navy.  He  was  the  blessed  and  loved  grandfather  of  six  grandchildren. 

In  all  the  notable  aspects  of  this  remarkable  man  there  is  the  added  and  inspiring 
knowledge  that  our  Brother  Adam  was  a  poet,  who,  in  his  writings,  reminded  us  that 
life  is  a  large  event,  full  of  magnificent  possibilities,  even  in  the  face  of  the  swift  pas¬ 
sage  of  time. 

The  poetry  of  Adam  Zimmerman,  as  seen  in  several  volumes  of  his  verse,  demon¬ 
strates  that  our  Brother  Adam  knew  what  words  mean  and  had  respect  for  them. 
Steeped  through  wide  reading  in  the  glory  of  the  blessed  tongue,  he  was  himself  a  keen 
observer  and  recorder  of  the  beauty  of  life  and  the  exquisiteness  of  the  gentle  hours.  In 
his  poetry,  he  looks  out  on  the  world  with  the  eyes  of  an  artist,  peaceful,  grateful  and 
compassionate,  and  brings  to  his  readers,  fresh  insight  and  deepened  joy  in  the  precious¬ 
ness  of  time  and  the  beauty  of  the  divine  creation.  Those  who  read  his  verse,  experience 
again  the  frisson  of  wonder  which  elevates  the  soul.  No  wonder  he  was  a  Fellow  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Arts,  London,  England. 

The  funeral  service  of  our  Brother  Adam,  following  upon  a  Masonic  service  of 
remembrance  by  his  mother  lodge,  took  place  in  his  beloved  Central  Presbyterian 
Church  and  was  conducted,  in  the  presence  of  a  great  number  of  citizens  and  brother 
Masons,  by  the  Minister  of  Central  Church,  the  Rev.  Alan  M.  McPherson,  and  the  Rev. 
Dr.  A.  Lome  Mackay,  33°,  Minister  Emeritus  of  Central  Church.  Dr.  Mackay  conclud¬ 
ed  the  blessed  spiritual  passages  with  what  appeared  to  be  the  final  poem,  written  by 
this  distinguished  churchman,  faithful  lawyer  and  notable  Mason.  It  includes  these  lines 
which  breath  the  tremendous  spirit  of  this  extraordinary  man: 
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A  true  gift  is  a  gift  of  true  love,  From  the  void,  the  greatest  gift  of  all 

The  land,  the  sea,  all  that  in  them  dwell,  Is  the  mystic  gift  of  Creation; 

The  mystic  floor  of  heaven,  far  above,  And  lo!  from  whence  Thy 

A  wild  flower  as  Scripture  tells.  Commandments  calls 

Forth  life  from  nation  unto  nation. 

Sleep  well  our  Brother  and  may  light  perpetual  shine  upon  thee. 

In  the  moving  words  of  a  greater  poet  whom  Bro.  Adam  revered,  this  is  a  deserved 
epitaph: 


Good  night,  sweet  prince, 

And  flights  of  angels  sing  thee  to  thy  rest.

ILL . .  BRO . .  ALFRED  BARNETT,  33° 

On  April  14,  1993,  Alfred  Barnett  died  at  St. 
Joseph’s  Hospital,  London,  from  complications  follow¬ 
ing  amputation  surgery.  Alfred  had  also  been  suffering 
with  Alzhiemer’s. 

Alfred  was  born  in  Galt,  Ontario,  June  15,  1910, 
where  he  attended  public  school  and  continuation 
school.  Family  circumstances  dictated  that  he  leave 
school  and  assume  a  supportive  role.  He  completed  his 
“operative  trade”  as  a  sheet  metal  worker  while  still  in 
his  teens.  His  skills  were  such  that  he  found  himself  “on 
loan”  for  major  sheet  metal  and  ventilation  projects  in 
the  province. 

Alfred  and  a  partner  purchased  a  sheet  metal  and 
heating  shop  in  St.  Thomas,  and  the  firm  Barnett  & 
Ronald  was  successful  enough  during  the  depression 
years  to  establish  a  second  shop  in  London  in  1937.  During  this  same  period,  Alfred 
was  instrumental  in  getting  a  new  sheet  metal  distribution  business  started  in  London. 
In  1945,  he  sold  his  interest  in  the  contracting  business  and  became  vice-president  of 
London  Metal  Service,  the  firm  he  helped  establish  in  1933.  In  1950,  he  assumed  sole 
ownership  and  became  president  of  the  firm  which  he  had  expanded  to  a  one-stop  sup¬ 
ply  house  for  sheet  metal,  heating,  ventilating,  and  air  conditioning  contractors  in  south¬ 
western  Ontario.  His  semi-retirement  began  in  1971,  when  sons,  Bob  and  Bill,  took 
over  ownership  of  the  firm  and,  by  1980,  he  had  completely  retired  from  any  regular 
duties  but  remained  as  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

Alfred  was  a  member  of  the  parish  of  St.  James  Westminster  (Anglican)  for  over 
55  years,  serving  several  terms  as  a  member  of  the  board  of  management  and  also  on 
several  major  fund  campaigns  for  the  church.  As  late  as  eight  years  ago,  he  undertook  to 
obtain  some  annealed  copper  and  to  completely  copper  clad  (with  non-visible  sweat  sol¬ 
dered  joints)  the  large  new  Celtic  cross  that  now  sits  on  the  top  of  the  105  toot  bell 
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tower  of  St.  James.  It  was  the  last  time  that  he  used  the  working  tools  of  his  “operative” 
trade. 

Alfred  was  also  a  past  president  and  life  member  of  the  London  Optimist  Club, 
member  of  the  London  &  District  Construction  Association,  and  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce  since  1936. 

Alfred  was  initiated  into  St.  Thomas  Lodge  No. 44  on  January  7,  1937,  passed  in 
March,  and  raised  in  May  of  the  same  year.  He  later  became  a  life  member  of  St. 
Thomas  Lodge.  In  the  early  1950’s,  he  was  part  of  a  group  of  distinguished  charter 
founding  members  of  a  new  kind  of  lodge  in  London,  Ontario.  Centennial  Lodge 
No. 684  began  in  1955,  a  life-member  dinner  lodge.  In  1966,  he  served  as  Master  of 
Centennial  Lodge.  He  was  elected  DDGM  of  the  London  East  Masonic  District  for 
1973-74,  and  he  served  the  district  and  Grand  Lodge  with  distinction.  He  was  elected 
Treasurer  of  Centennial  Lodge  in  1967,  and  served  in  that  capacity  for  22  years  until 
1989,  when  he  retired  and  was  appointed  Treasurer-Emeritus. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  London  Lodge  of  Perfection  (1952)  and  a  charter  life 
member  of  the  Sarnia  Lodge  of  Perfection.  He  was  a  member  of  the  London  Sovereign 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  (1952),  where  he  served  as  MWS  (1971).  He  was  a  member  of 
Moore  Consistory  (1953)  and  a  charter  life  member  of  the  Ottawa  Valley  Consistory. 
He  was  a  life  member  of  London  Valley  Consistory  Club  (1953),  and  served  as  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  for  25  years.  He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  on 
September  8,  1972,  in  Windsor,  Ontario.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of 
Scotland,  a  life  member  of  Mocha  Temple  (1953),  and  for  years,  a  member  of  the  Arab 
Patrol;  the  Alumni;  Honorary  member  of  the  Camel  Coach  unit;  co-founder  of  the 
Mocha  Motor  Corps  and  it’s  commander  for  over  15  years;  a  life  member  of  the 
International  Shrine  Motor  Corps. 

Alfred  Barnett  married  Daisy  Hebboum  in  January  1937,  in  St.  Paul’s  (Anglican), 
Fort  Erie,  Ontario.  Alfred  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Daisy,  sons  Bob  and  Bill,  daughter 
Mary,  eight  grandchildren,  and  three  great-grandchildren.  Both  sons  are  Past  Masters  of 
Centennial  Lodge,  both  are  Past  MWS  of  the  London  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix, 
both  coroneted  Honorary  Inspectors-General,  and  Bob  is  currently  the  Active  33°  mem¬ 
ber  from  London  Valley.  Two  of  Alfred’s  grandsons  are  members  of  Centennial  Lodge 
and  one  is  serving  in  the  lodge  officer  line  and  is  also  active  in  several  Scottish  Rite 
degree  teams.  Both  of  these  grandsons  are  32°  Scottish  Rite  Masons.  Alfred  treasured 
the  many  Masonic  memories  that  time  and  circumstances  had  allowed  him  to  share  with 
his  sons  and  grandsons  and  so  many  longtime  friends.  Alfred  is  also  survived  by  his 
brother  Tim  of  Carleton  Place,  Ontario. 

Almost  200  Masons  attended  a  Masonic  service  for  Alfred  on  Friday  evening, 
April  16.  The  funeral  service  took  place  in  St.  James  Westminster,  London,  with  inter¬ 
ment  following  in  Woodland  Cemetery,  Saturday,  April  17,  1993.

The  Valley  of  Ottawa  has  lost  another  devoted,  pop¬ 
ular  and  outstanding  representative  of  Freemasonry. 
Ill  .'.Bro.'.  Jackson  passed  away  suddenly  on  April  14, 
1993. 

E.  J.  J.,  as  he  was  affectionately  known  to  many, 
was  born  in  Farnham,  Quebec  on  June  30,  1916.  He 
received  his  elementary  and  secondary  education  in 
Farnham.  He  later  attended  and  graduated  from 
Macdonald  College,  Montreal,  Quebec. 

Moving  to  Ottawa,  Ontario,  he  operated,  in  partner¬ 
ship,  a  successful  enterprise,  Bannermount  Tree  Service 
Co.,  later  registered  Bannermount  Tree  Service  Ltd.,  of 
which  he  was  president. 


In  1940,  he  married  the  former  Agnes  B.  McPhee 
of  Ottawa.  He  is  also  survived  by  daughter  Sandra  and  son  Ernest. 


Bro.  Jackson  was  always  available  and  could  be  counted  upon  in  time  of  need.  He 
was  a  firm  believer  in  giving  a  person  a  second  chance.  The  result  of  this  champion  phi¬ 
losophy  will  long  be  remembered  by  so  many  people. 


To  detail  his  Masonic  career  and  accomplishments  would  be  like  writing  a  book.  In 
abbreviated  form,  his  distinguished  leadership  and  contribution  in  Masonry  commenced 
when  he  was  initiated  into  Sydney  Albert  Luke  Lodge  No.558  in  Ottawa  on  April  14, 
1948.  From  this  date,  he  never  ceased  in  his  progressive  advancement  in  the  structural 
triangle  of  Freemasonry.  (Note,  he  died  49  years  to  the  day  of  his  initiation).  In  Craft 
Masonry,  he  was  elected  D.D.G.M.  for  Ottawa  District  in  1967-68. 

In  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  Ernie  was  elected  TPGM  in  the  Ottawa  Lodge  of 
Perfection.  He  was  a  member  of  Murray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory,  and  a  charter  member  of  Ottawa  Consistory.  In  recognition  of  his  active 
participation  in  the  Valley  of  Ottawa,  the  class  of  candidates  in  1990-91  was  named  in 
his  honour.  Further  recognition  when  in  1974  at  Ottawa,  Ontario,  he  was  coroneted 
Honorary  Inspector-General  33°.  Then  too,  in  1980,  he  was  invited  to  join  the  Royal 
Order  of  Scotland,  which  he  did. 


In  York  Rite  Masonry,  Ernie  served  faithfully  and  with  distinction.  He  was  the 
recipient  of  the  York  Cross  of  Honour,  also  the  Order  of  the  Purple  Cross. 

In  community  affairs,  Bro.  Jackson  was  an  active  member  on  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  Glebe  Centre.  This  corporation,  a  non-profit  organization,  operates  a  home  for 
the  aged.  The  home,  from  its  earliest  beginning,  continues  to  be  supported  and  influ¬ 
enced  by  Masonry  in  the  Valley  of  Ottawa. 

Friday,  April  16,  1993,  a  large  gathering  of  Masonic  brethren  assembled  in  the 
Central  Chapel  of  Hulse,  Playfair  and  McGarry  to  pay  a  last  farewell  and  tribute  to 
Ernie.  He  was  held  in  high  esteem  and  respect  by  his  brethren.  He  will  be  sorely  missed.

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ILL  . .  BRO. .  GEORGE  ERLE  CORNELL,  33° 

Niagara  Valley  was  saddened  by  the  death,  in  his 
92nd  year,  of  Ill Bro .*. Erie  Cornell  at  Fort  Erie’s 
Douglas  Memorial  Hospital  on  May  3,  1993  after  many 
months  of  deteriorating  health. 

Bro.  Cornell  was  born  January  23,  1902  at 
Norwich,  Ontario.  He  was  a  pharmacist  by  profession, 
graduating  in  1925  from  the  Ontario  College  of 
Pharmacy,  having  begun  his  apprenticeship  in  1920  in 
the  store  which  he  eventually  purchased  in  1928  and  in 
which  he  practised  for  54  years  until  retiring  in  1974. 

Erie  Cornell  was  an  active  member  of  the  Fort  Erie 
community  and  served  on  a  board  of  education  for  eight 
years  (including  one  year  as  chairman)  as  well  as  on  the 
board  of  the  railway  and  community  Y.M.C.A.  for  a 
dozen  years.  His  church  life  was  as  a  very  active  mem¬ 
ber  of  Fort  Erie’s  Central  Avenue  United  Church  which  he  served  almost  continuously 
on  one  or  another  of  its  various  boards,  finally  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at 
the  time  of  his  death. 

Erie  Cornell  was  a  remarried  widower.  His  first  wife,  Audrey,  died  in  1956,  leav¬ 
ing  two  children.  In  1959,  he  married  Doris  to  whose  three  children  he  was  a  devoted 
stepfather. 

Bro.  Cornell  was  an  outstanding  Mason  for  more  than  66  years,  having  been  initiat¬ 
ed,  passed  and  raised  in  Palmer  Lodge,  Fort  Erie  during  1927,  and  served  as  its 
Worshipful  Master  in  1940.  He  was  DDGM  for  Niagara  “B”  in  1960-61,  and  was  a 
member  of  Hugh  Murray  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons.  His  Scottish  Rite  career 
began  in  Niagara  Valley  on  June  4,  1944  when  he  obtained  the  4°  in  Elgin  Lodge  of 
Perfection  and  he  became  its  TPGM  in  1956.  He  had  membership  in  Hamilton  and 
Niagara  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix,  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  as  well  as  Rameses 
Shrine.  He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  on  September  8,  1959  in 
Saskatoon,  and  so  was  33°  Mason  for  nearly  34  years  -  a  distinguished  career  indeed. 

Palmer  Lodge  held  a  very  well-attended  service  on  Tuesday  evening,  May  4,  1993, 
at  Davidson  Funeral  Home,  Fort  Erie,  Ontario.  The  funeral  service  for  Bro.  Cornell  was 
conducted  in  Central  Avenue  United  Church  on  May  5,  and  committal  was  in 
Greenwood  Cemetery,  Fort  Erie.

Ill.’.  Bro  A  Trevor  Pickering  died  in  Kelowna,  B.C. 
on  May  3,  1993  following  a  short  illness. 

He  was  born  in  Port  Arthur,  Ontario  on  November 
27,  1916,  where  he  received  his  early  education.  He 
entered  the  employ  of  the  Bank  of  Montreal  at  Fort 
William,  Ontario  in  1934.  After  serving  at  several 
branches  of  the  bank  in  Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan,  he 
enlisted  in  the  R.C.A.F.  in  1941.  He  served  in  the 
R.C.A.F.  as  a  navigator  in  Canada  and  overseas,  attain¬ 
ing  the  rank  of  flight  lieutenant. 

In  1946,  he  enrolled  at  the  College  of  Optometry  in 
Toronto  and,  on  graduation,  moved  to  British  Columbia 
to  take  up  residence  in  Kelowna,  where  he  practised 
optometry  until  1987.

The  Valley  of  North  Bay  was  deeply  saddened  in 
the  sudden  passing  of  Ill Bro Karl  Redden  on  May  9, 
1993. 

Bro.  Redden  was  born  in  Timmins,  Ontario  on 
September  20,  1925.  He  received  all  his  elementary 
schooling  in  Timmins,  and  graduated  from  Timmins 
High  and  Vocational  School  with  a  diploma  in  Business 
Administration. 

In  1943,  he  commenced  work  with  the  Ontario 
Northland  Railway,  where  he  continued  to  work  until 
his  retirement  in  December  1990,  at  which  time,  he  was 
chief  clerk  in  the  general  office  at  Englehart. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  the  former  Norma  Rock, 
two  daughters,  Christine  of  North  Bay  and  Laurie  of 
Toronto,  two  grandchildren  and  two  brothers. 

Bro.  Redden  was  extremely  interested  and  concerned  for  the  town  of  Englehart.  He 
served  10  years  on  council  and  20  consecutive  years  as  Mayor.  There  was  not  a  town 
committee  that  he  had  not  served  on.  He  also  served  on  the  Temiskaming  Municipal 
Association,  the  Temiskaming  Futures  Program,  Board  of  Governors  of  Northern 
College,  Board  of  Child  and  Youth  Services,  to  name  only  a  few.  He  was  a  longtime 
member  and  worker  for  the  Progressive  Conservative  Party.  He  was  also  a  fraternal 
member  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Legion  Branch  104.  In  October  1992,  he  was  honoured 
by  the  Town  of  Englehart,  where  over  200  people,  from  near  and  far,  gathered  to  pay 
tribute  to  him  for  his  long  and  dedicated  service  to  the  community  and  district.  He  was 
presented  with  the  125-Year  Confederation  Medal  of  Canada  and  many  other  honours. 

Bro.  Redden  was  a  lifetime  member  of  the  United  Church  of  Canada,  he  served 
Emmanuel  United  Church,  Englehart,  on  the  Board  of  Stewards,  the  session,  the 
trustees,  and  he  was  also  an  Elder.  He  never  missed  a  Sunday  at  church  without  good 
cause. 

Bro.  Redden  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  Englehart  Lodge  No.534  in  1948. 
He  progressed  through  the  chairs  and  served  as  Master  in  1955-56,  and  as  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  of  Temiskaming  District  in  1968-69.  He  was  also  the  Grand 
Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  Ontario  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South 
Australia.  He  was  honoured  by  Englehart  Lodge  No.534  on  February  11,  1991,  for  his 
dedicated  service.  He  joined  the  North  Bay  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the  North  Bay 
Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1965,  and  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  in  1968.

He  was  a 
good  friend  to  all  and  he  always  had  time  to  talk  and  help  everyone.  He  portrayed  the 
ideals  of  a  Freemason,  and  the  community,  his  friends  and  all  who  knew  him,  will  cher¬ 
ish  his  memory.  On  Monday,  May  10,  1993,  a  Masonic  service  was  held  at  the 
McDonald  Funeral  Home,  Englehart,  where  80  Masons,  from  near  and  far,  attended  and 
many  Grand  Lodge  officers,  present  and  past,  paid  a  final  tribute  to  him.  On  Tuesday, 
May  11,  1993,  the  funeral  service  was  held  in  Emmanuel  United  Church,  Englehart, 
before  a  full  church,  where  he  was  given  three  eulogies.  As  a  tribute  to  him,  the  local 
businesses  in  the  town  closed  their  doors  from  1:45  p.m.  to  2:45  p.m.  on  the  day  of  his 
funeral,  as  a  token  of  their  sincerity.  He  will  be  sorely  missed.

The  Valley  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie  was  deeply  sad¬ 
dened  on  May  26,  1993,  upon  learning  of  the  death  of 
Ill.'. Bro.'. Arthur  Henderson,  who  passed  away  in  his 
81st  year  after  a  period  of  failing  health. 

One  of  the  valley’s  most  active  and  esteemed  mem¬ 
bers,  Bro.  Henderson  was  born  March  15,  1913  in 
Wingham,  Ontario.  He  received  his  early  education  in 
local  schools,  attended  London  Normal  School,  and 
received  his  B.A.  from  Queen’s  University  in  1948.  His 
entire  life  was  dedicated  to  education.  Bro.  Henderson 
taught  at  Thomasburg,  Denbigh,  West  Lome,  and  Stella 
before  moving  to  Bruce  Mines  in  1943.  He  assumed  the 
position  of  principal  of  Bmce  Mines  High  School,  con¬ 
tinuing  in  that  post  until  the  school  closed  in  1972,  when 
he  retired.  Bro.  Henderson  was  elected  to  the  Central 
Algoma  School  Board  in  1973,  and  was  re-elected  in 
every  subsequent  election  until  his  death,  fulfilling  his  ambition  to  serve  until  his  80th 
birthday. 

Active  in  virtually  every  organization  in  his  community,  his  contributions  included: 
founding  member  of  Bruce  Mines  Hall  Board;  Member  of  Official  Board  of  Bruce 
Mines  United  Church  1973-1993;  co-founder  and  curator  of  Bruce  Mines  Museum 
1956-1993;  founding  member  of  Central  Algoma  Health  Centre;  Bruce  Mines  Citizen 
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of  the  Year  1984;  outstanding  achievement  award  for  voluntarism  presented  by  Lt.  Gov. 
Lincoln  Alexander  on  behalf  of  the  Province  of  Ontario;  awarded  a  125- Year 
Confederation  Medal  of  Canada  in  1992. 

Masonically,  Bro.  Henderson  was  initiated  in  Maple  Leaf  Lodge  No.l  19  in  Bath, 
Ontario  on  October  13,  1941.  He  affiliated  with  Dyment  Lodge  No.442  Thessalon  on 
May  8,  1947,  served  as  W.M.  1950-51,  and  as  Chaplain  for  many  years.  He  was 
appointed  a  Grand  Steward  in  1975.  Bro.  Henderson  joined  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Lodge  of 
Perfection  receiving  his  14°  November  26,  1949,  and  his  18°  on  March  29,  1950.  He 
was  elected  MWS  of  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  1967.  Bro.  Henderson 
received  his  32°  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  on  November  10,  1950,  and  was  coro- 
neted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  on  September  13,  1974  in  Ottawa.

On  June  10,  1993,  the  London  Valley  was  saddened 
by  the  very  sudden  death  of  one  of  its  faithful  and 
devoted  members  in  the  person  of  Robert  Cater.  Bro.

He  was 
posted  overseas  in  1943,  to  the  10th  Canadian  Infantry  Brigade  and  attached  to  the 
Lincolp  and  Welland  regiment.  He  served  the  battalion  from  Normandy  to  Germany. 

He  married  Margaret  Louise  Tapp  on  July  26,  1947  at  St.  Mathew’s  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Toronto.  They  had  a  daughter  Brenda,  a  son  Robert,  and  five  grandchildren.

Bro.  Carrick  was  initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  St.  Andrew’s  Lodge  No. 593.  He 
began  his  progress  through  the  lodge  chairs,  reaching  Senior  Deacon,  but  ill  health 
forced  him  to  retire.  He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  on  September 
14,  1989  in  Ottawa  by  Ill  .'.Bro  .’.John  A.  Bourne,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 
He  was  very  active  in  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Society,  being  created  a  Serving

“Jack”,  as  he  was  known  to  all,  was  born  in  the 
City  of  Guelph,  Ontario  on  October  21,  1915,  and  died 
July  22,  1993  in  Edmonton,  Alberta.

Jack  was  granted  life 
membership  by  the  Ontario  Industrial  Arts  Association  and  was  also  given  a  Laureate 
Citation  from  Epsilon  Pi  Tauthe  international  honorary  fraternity  in  Industrial  Arts  and 
Industrial  Vocational  Education.  He  served  as  President,  Ontario  Industrial  Arts 
Association  and  was  Programme  Chairman,  American  Industrial  Arts  Convention  in 
Toronto.

ILL . .  BRO . .  JOHN  PATRICK  SILVERA,  33° 

An  era  of  dedication  to  Freemasonry  came  to  a  very 
sudden  ending  on  August  2,  1993,  with  the  passing  of 
Ill.’.  Bro  .’.John  Silvera  in  his  93rd  year.  John  first  saw 
the  light  of  day  on  October  22,  1901  in  the  District  of  St. 
Mary,  Jamaica,  B.W.I.,  and  emigrated  to  Canada  with 
his  parents  in  1910.  He  was  educated  in  the  Ontario 
public  school  system,  thence  to  Danfort  Technical 
School  and  the  Eastern  High  School  of  Commerce  to 
earn  his  lifelong  trade  as  a  pressman  in  the  graphic  arts. 
He  was  gainfully  employed  by  several  large  printing 
establishments  until  1939,  when  he  enlisted  in  the  armed 
forces  and,  after  some  20  months,  joined  the  R.C.A.F. 
and  attended  the  trade  school  in  St.  Thomas,  and  from 
there,  he  was  posted  to  No.  1  Air  Command  in  Trenton, 
Ontario,  where  he  was  involved  in  maintenance.  The 
need  arose  for  safety  equipment  personnel  and  John  vol¬ 
unteered  and  was  posted  to  Western  Air  Command  in 
Vancouver,  B.C.  His  service  to  his  country  terminated  upon  his  discharge  in  June  1945, 
whereupon  he  once  more  took  up  his  profession  as  pressman.

An  esteemed  and  beloved  brother  of  the  Valley  of 
Ottawa,  Ill.'.  Bro.’.  Beckett,  sharp  of  mind,  frail  in  body, 
passed  away  suddenly  on  August  6,  1993  at  the  age  of 
84. 

Bro.  Beckett  was  born  December  3,  1909  at 
Ottawa,  Ontario.  He  was  educated  in  the  Ottawa  school 
system,  attending  Woodroffe  Public  and  Nepean  High 
Schools. 

Following  his  graduation,  he  enlisted  in  the  Royal 
Canadian  Corps  of  Signals,  serving  at  various  stations  in 
Canada,  including  a  three-year  posting  in  the  N.W.T.  In 
1939,  he  transferred  to  active  service,  serving  in 
Western  Europe  with  the  4TH  Canadian  Armoured 
Division.  He  was  commissioned  in  1941,  and  retired  in 
1947  with  the  rank  of  Captain. 

He  later  joined  the  Department  of  External  Affairs  as  a  Diplomatic  Courier  until 
1959.  He  remained  in  the  public  service  until  his  retirement  in  1974.  In  1967,  Gib  was 
awarded  the  Centennial  Medal. 

In  Masonry,  Gib  Beckett  commenced  his  journey  when  he  was  initiated  April  1946 
in  Rideau  Lodge  No. 595  in  Ottawa,  Ontario.  In  1954-55,  he  served  as  Worshipful 
Master.  In  the  higher  degrees  of  Masonry,  not  higher  in  the  sense  of  superiority,  Gib,  in 
his  search  for  Truth  and  Light,  ventured  up  both  sides  of  the  Masonic  triangle.  On  one 
side,  Scottish  Rite,  the  other,  York  Rite. 

He  was  an  active  participant  in  all  bodies  of  Masonry,  bar  none.  He  excelled  as  a 
ritualist.  There  was  nothing  mechanical  in  his  presentation  of  dialogue  or  lectures.  His 
words  gave  substance  and  meaning. 

Bro.  Beckett  was  widely  sought  for  his  advice  and  counselling  in  Masonic  matters. 
His  presence  and  unpretentious  manner  will  not  soon  be  forgotten. 

In  recognition  of  his  contribution  to  Masonry  he  was: 

-  in  Craft  Lodge,  appointed  Grand  Steward  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario. 
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-in  Scottish  Rite,  coroneted  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°  at  Vancouver  on 
September  1973. 

-  in  York  Rite,  was  made  a  member  of  the  Order  of  the  Purple  Cross  of  the  York 
Rite  College  of  North  America. 

-  in  Craft  Lodge,  in  Scottish  Rite,  in  York  Rite  and  Shrinedom,  Gib  Beckett  left  his 
mark  of  distinction. 

Outside  Masonry,  Gib  and  his  family  attended  McLeod  Stewarton  United  Church, 
following  an  earlier  membership  at  Carleton  Memorial. 

Bro.  Beckett  married  the  former  Edith  Bessie  Collins.  They  had  one  daughter, 
Bonnie  Jill  (Mrs.  Brian  McCloskey)  and  one  grandson,  John.  Gib  was  predeceased  by 
his  wife  Edith. 

A  private  family  service  was  held  at  the  Tubman  Funeral  Home  prior  to  cremation.

ILL. .  BRO  . .  BRUCE  CARLTON  LAING,  33° 

Bruce  Laing  was  bom  in  Hamilton,  Ontario  on  May 
31,  1910.  He  passed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Above  on 
September  6,  1993.  His  funeral  was  held  in  First  Pligrim 
United  Church  on  September  9,  with  the  Rev.  W. 
Allison  Haynes  officiating. 

The  life  of  this  quiet,  but  capable  and  caring  man 
was  spent  entirely  in  the  City  of  Hamilton.  Here  he  was 
born,  educated,  and  carried  out  his  entire  life  of  business 
and  community  affairs.  After  leaving  school,  Bruce 
joined  the  family  firm,  Laing  &  Sons  Limited,  confec¬ 
tioners.  He  remained  with  the  company  until  his  retire¬ 
ment  in  1975. 

Bruce  Laing  was  a  man  who  gave  himself  happily 
and  wholeheartedly  to  his  business,  his  community,  and 
his  church.  He  looked  for  nothing  in  return  for  his 
labours.  When  asked  why  he  did  so  many  selfless  things,  his  answer  was  that  of  Josiah 
Wedgewood:  “Am  I  not  a  man  and  a  brother?’’. 

In  the  community,  Bruce  is  well  remembered  for  his  zeal  and  attachment  to  the 
scouting  movement  which  led  to  his  appointment  as  Commissioner  of  Scouting  for  the 
Hamilton  area.  Many  young  men  were  led  through  their  developing  years  by  the  exam¬ 
ple  of  this  man.  His  other  interests  ranged  from  the  Hamilton  Gun  Club,  to  the  Victoria 
and  Thistle  Curling  Clubs,  to  the  Royal  Hamilton  Yacht  Club,  the  Harvester  Male 
Choir,  the  S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A.  (of  which  he  was  secretary  for  his  area),  and  the  March  of 
Dimes. 

In  his  church,  First  United  Church  in  Hamilton,  he  was  an  active  and  faithful  mem¬ 
ber.  For  many  years,  he  was  an  Elder  in  his  congregation.  Through  every  difficulty  that 
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the  church  faced,  Bruce  was  there  with  his  understanding  and  caring.  The  Couples  Club 
owed  much  to  his  enthusiasm  and  direction  and,  because  of  this,  it  still  continues  today 
and  carries  out  many  of  the  ideas  he  put  in  place  as  president. 

The  Masonic  career  of  this  stalwart  man  began  in  the  Lodge  of  Strict  Observance 
on  June  11,  1953,  when  he  was  initiated.  He  was  passed  to  the  second  degree  on 
October  8,  1953,  and  raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  a  Master  Mason  on  February  11, 
1954.  In  Capitular  Masonry  he  was  made  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  on  February  21,  1956. 

In  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  he  received  his  14°  in  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  on 
November  8,  1955,  his  18°  in  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  on  October 
31,  1956,  and  his  32°  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  on  May  9,  1958.  Bruce  was  active 
in  all  the  bodies  and  was  seen  in  many  of  the  dramas.  In  1960,  he  was  elected  President 
of  the  Scottish  Rite  Club  where  he  served  with  distinction.  On  September  15,  1980  in 
Toronto,  he  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°. 

Bruce  never  went  through  the  officers’  chairs  in  any  of  the  bodies  of  which  he  was 
a  member  but  he  was  always  there  when  need  arose.  In  the  Royal  Arch,  no  birthday, 
anniversary  or  any  other  special  occasion  went  by  without  a  card  from  this  caring  man. 

Bruce  married  the  former  Phyllis  Alice  Stewart  on  June  17,  1926  in  Hamilton. 
They  had  two  children,  Brenda  and  Robert.  Brenda  predeceased  her  father.  Robert  is 
married  and  lives  in  Toronto.  He  is  a  member  of  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory. 

Thus  we  say  farewell  to  a  friend,  a  brother,  a  mentor,  and  a  caring  individual 
whose  presence  will  be  sorely  missed  by  many.

His  outside  interests  were  in  the  Church  of  St.  Andrew  and  St.  Paul  and  in  the 
Salvation  Army,  in  which,  for  50  years,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Montreal  Citadel  Band. 
He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Black  Watch  Association  Band. 

His  death  on  September  7,  1993,  has  taken  from  us  a  highly-respected  and  well¬ 
loved  brother.
